To  Incorporate  the  City  of  Harrisburg,  in  the  County  of  Dauphin. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  present  and  future  inhabitants  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg, 
and  of  the  county  of  Dauphin,  within  the  following  boundaries,  Boundaries 
to  wit :  Beginning  at  low  water  mark  on  the  western  shore  of  the  city, 
the  Susquehanna  river,  in  a  line  with  the  south  side  of  Belly 
street ;  thence  across  said  river  to  low  water  mark  on  the  eastern 
shore  thereof,  by  a  course  bearing  north  sixty-four  degrees  east; 
thence  by  the  same  course  along  the  south  side  of  Iteily  street  one 
hundred  and  twenty  perches,  to  the  eastern  side  of  the  Middletown 
turnpike;  thence  north  eight  degrees  west  forty-six  and  a  half 
perches  to  a  post  on  the  south  side  of  the  poor  house  road,  in  front 
of  the  brick  house  (now  or  late)  of  Gr.  L.  Metzger;  thence  north 
sixty-four  degrees  east  fifty-two  perches  to  a  post  in  the  old  Jones¬ 
town  road,  in  front  of  the  house  of  John  F.  Williams;  thence  north 
fifteen  and  three-quarter  degrees  west  six  hundred  and  eleven 
perches,  to  a  point  in  a  line  with  the  centre  of  the  state  road  leading 
from  the  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  hospital  to  the  river  Susque¬ 
hanna;  thence  by  the  centre  of  said  road  south  seventy-four  and  a 
quarter  degrees  west  three  hundred  and  ninety-one  perches,  to  the 
Susquehanna  river ;  and  thence  continuing  the  same  course  across 
said  river  to  the  western  boundary  of  Dauphin  county ;  and  thence 
by  said  western  boundary  down  said  river  to  the  place  of  beginning, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  corporation  and  body  politic,  by  the  name  Name  and 
and  style  of  “  The  City  of  Harrisburg,”  and  by  the  same  name  style, 
shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  and  they  and  their  successors,  by 
such  name,  shall  at  all  times,  forever,  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  Powers, 
have,  purchase,  receive,  possess  and  enjoy  lands,  tenements  and 
hereditaments,  liberties,  franchises  and  jurisdictions,  goods,  chattels 
and  effects,  to  them  and  their  successors  forever,  or  for  any  other  or 
less  estate;  and  the  same  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods, 
chattels  and  effects,  by  such  name,  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  alien, 
convey,  mortgage,  pledge,  charge  and  encumber,  or  demise  and  dis¬ 
pose  of,  at  their  will  and  pleasure;  and  by  the  same  name  shall  be 
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able  and  capable,  in  law  or  in  equity,  to  sue  or  be  sued,  plead  or  be 
impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended, 
in  all  courts  of  record  and  elsewhere,  in  all  manner  of  suits,  actions, 
complaints,  pleas,  causes,  bills,  answers,  matters  and  things  that  to 
the  said  city,  as  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  law  and  in  fact, 
shall  and  may  appertain ;  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  and  use 
Seal.  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  may  change,  alter, 

deface  and  make  anew. 

City  divided  Section  2.  That  the  territory  included  within  the  boundaries 
into  six  wards  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  as  described  in  the  preceding  section  of 
this  act,  shall  be  divided  into  six  wards,  in  the  following  manner, 
Boundaries  of  to  wit :  All  of  the  said  territory  lying  south  and  east  of  a  line  be- 
First  -ward,  ginning  at  the  western  boundary  line  of  the  said  city,  at  a  point 
opposite  to  the  northern  corner  of  the  abutment  of  the  Cumberland 
Valley  railroad  bridge;  thence  across  the  Susquehanna  river,  by  the 
northern  side  of  the  said  bridge,  to  the  western  side  of  Front  street, 
in  said  city;  thence  across  said  street  to  the  middle  of  Mulberry 
street,  at  its  junction  with  Front  street,  in  said  city,  thence  along 
the  middle  of  said  Mulberry  street  to  its  intersection  with  Third 
street,  in  the  said  city;  and  thence  by  a  line  parallel  to  the  southern 
boundary  line  of  the  said  city,  to  a  point  on  the  eastern  boundary 
line  of  the  said  city,  shall  be  one  ward,  and  shall  be  called  the  First 
ward.  All  of  the  said  territory  included  within  the  following  bound- 
Second  ward,  aries,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the  north-west  corner  of  the  said  First 
ward;  thence  along  the  northern  boundary  of  the  said  last  mentioned 
ward  to  the  eastern  corner  of  the  said  ward;  thence  by  the  eastern 
boundary  line  of  the  said  city  to  a  point  in  said  boundary  line  oppo¬ 
site.  to  the  middle  of  Market  street,  in  the  said  city;  thence  by  a 
line  parallel  to  the  northern  boundary  of  said  First  ward  to  the 
middle  of  Market  street,  at  the  intersection  of  said  street  with  Canal 
street,  in  the  said  city ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Market  street  to  a 
point  opposite  to  the  eastern  side  of  the  toll-house  of  the  Harrisburg 
bridge;  thence  across  the  said  river,  (including  said  toll-house,)  by 
the  northern  side  of  the  said  bridge,  to  a  point  in  the  western  line 
of  the  said  city  opposite  to  the  northern  corner  of  the  abutment  of 
said  bridge;  and  thence  down  the  said  river,  by  the  low  water  mark 
thereof,  to  the  north-western  corner  of  the  said  First  ward  and  place 
of  beginning,  shall  be  one  ward,  and  shall  be  called  the  Second  ward. 
And  so  much  of  the  said  city  included  within  the  following  bound- 
Third  ward,  aries,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the  north-western  corner  of  the  said 
Second  ward;  thence  along  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  said 
ward  to  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  said  city;  thence  along  the 
said  boundary  line  to  a  point  in  the  said  line  opposite  to  the  middle 
of  Walnut  street,  in  the  said  city;  thence  by  a  line  parallel  with  the 
northern  boundary  line  of  the  said  Second  ward  to  the  middle  of 
Walnut  street,  at  its  intersection  with  Canal  street;  thence  by  the 
middle  of  Walnut  street  to  its  intersection  with  Third  street;  thence 
along  the  northern  side  of  Third  street  to  a  point  opposite  to  the 
middle  of  Pine  street;  thence. across  Third,  and  along  the  middle  of 
Pine  street,  to  the  eastern  side  of  the  said  river;  thence  across  the 
said  river,  by  a  line  parallel  to  the  northern  line  of  said  Second 
ward,  to  a  point  in  the  western  boundary  line  of  the  said  city ;  and 
thence  down  said  last  mentioned  line  to  the  north-western  corner 
of  said  Second  ward  and  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  one  ward,  and 
called  the  Third  ward.  And  so  much  of  the  said  territory  included 
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m  cne  loimwing  boundaries,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the  north-western  Fourth  ward, 
corner  o£  the  said  Third  ward ;  thence  along  the  northern  boundary 
line  of  said  Third  ward  to  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  said  city; 
thence  along  the  said  eastern  boundary  line  to  a  point  opposite  to 
the  middle  of  North  street,  in  the  said  city;  thence  on  a  line  parallel 
with  the  northern  line  of  said  Third  ward  to  the  middle  of  North 
street,  in  said  city;  and  thence  along  the  middle  of  North  street  to 
the  eastern  side  of  the  said  river;  thence  across  said  river,  on  a  line 
parallel  with  the  northern  boundary  line  of  said  Third  ward,  to  the 
western  boundary  line  of  the  said  city;  and  thence  down  the  said 
western  boundary  line  to  the  north-western  corner  of  said  Third 
ward  and  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  one  ward,  and  called  the 
Fourth  ward.  And  so  much  of  the  said  territory  included  in  the 
following  boundaries,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the  north-western  corner  Fifth  ward, 
of  the  said  Fourth  ward;  thence  along  the  northern  boundary  line 
of  the  said  Fourth  ward  to  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  said 
city;  thence  up  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  said  city  to  a  point 
opposite  to  the  middle  of  the  road  leading  from  Hammon’s  tavern  to 
the  Pennsylvania  canal;  thence  by  a  line  parallel  with  the  northern 
line  of  the  said  Fourth  ward  to  the  middle  of  the  said  road ;  thence 
along  the  middle  of  the  said  road  to  the  eastern  side  of  the  said 
river;  and  thence  across  the  said  river,  by  a  line  parallel  with  the 
northern  line  of  said  Fourth  ward,  to  the  western  boundary  line  of 
the  said  city;  and  thence  down  said  boundary  line  to  the  north¬ 
western  corner  of  the  said  Fourth  ward  and  place  of  beginning,  shall 
be  one  ward,  and  called  the  Fifth  ward.  And  all  of  the  remainder 
of  the  territory  of  the  said  city  shall  also  be  one  ward,  and  called  the  Sixth  ward. 
Sixth  ward :  Provided,  That  in  all  assessments  for  taxation,  the 
island  in  the  said  river,  now  the  property  of  General  John  Forster, 
shall  be  assessed  in  the  Third  ward,  and  the  islands  in  said  river 
opposite  to  the  Sixth  ward  shall  be  assessed  in  the  Sixth  ward. 

Section  3  That  the  said  city  shall  have  a  common  council,  Common 
consisting  of  thirteen  members,  who  shall  be  elected  as  is  hereinafter  council,  nurn- 
provided,  and  who  shall  be  inhabitants  of  the  ward  from  which  they  ber  °* 
shall  be  elected,  and  qualified  to  serve  as  members  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  4.  That  the  freemen  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  citizens  Qualification 
of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States,  who  have  resided  within  the  of  voters, 
limits  of  the  said  city,  at  least  thirty  days  preceding  the  election, 
and  at  least  ten  days  preceding  such  election  in  the  ward  wherein 
they  offer  to  vote,  and  within  one  year  previous  to  such  election, 
paid  a  city  tax,  shall  meet  in  the  several  wards  on  the  second  Friday 
in  April  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  and  ^g^eld 
on  the  third  Friday  in  March,  yearly  thereafter,  and  elect  by  ballot  W  en  1C 
for  their  several  wards,  so  many  persons  as  the  said  wards  severally 
may  be  entitled,  to  be  members  of  council  for  the  said  city,  for  the 
years  in  which  they  shall  be  elected,  each  ward  electing  the  number 
as  hereinafter  provided,  to  wit:  For  the  First  ward,  two  members;  Number  of 
for  the  Second,  Third  and  Fourth  wards,  three  members  each;  and  councilmen  in 
for  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  wards,  one  member  each;  the  persons  so  eacl1  warcl- 
elected  by  the  several  wards  shall,  at  the  first  meeting  at  the  council 
chamber  after  their  election,  divide  themselves  by  lot  into  classes,  as  Divided  into 
follows :  Those  of  the  First  ward  into  two  classes,  those  of  each  of  classes, 
the  Second,  Third  and  Fourth  wards  into  three  classes  each,  and 
those  of  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  wards  shall  also  determine  by  lot,  which 
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of  them  shall  serve  as  a  member  of  said  council  for  two  years,  and 
which  of  them  shall  serve  for  one  year  for  those  wards ;  the  seats  of 
the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year,  of 
the  second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  and  those  of 
the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  third  year :  Provided,  That 
the  terms  of  offices  of  the  members  of  council  chosen  at  said  first 
election  shall  expire  as  follows :  Those  of  the  first  class  on  the  fourth 
Friday  in  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  those 
of  the  second  class  on  the  fourth  Friday  in  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  those  of  the  third  class  on  the 
fourth  Friday  in  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
so  that  one  member  of  council  may  be  chosen  in  each  of  the  First, 
Second,  Third  and  Fourth  wards  each  and  every  year  after  said  first 
election,  and  in  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  wards  one  member  in  each  and 
every  alternate  year  after  said  first  election,  as  the  vacancies  may 
occur  in  the  said  wards,  under  the  classification  aforesaid;  and  the 
members  so  elected  at  all  elections  subsequent  to  the  said  first 
election,  shall  be  chosen  for  the  following  term  or  terms,  to  wit: 
Those  of  the  First,  Fifth  and  Sixth  wards  to  serve  for  two  years, 
and  those  of  the  Second,  Third  and  Fourth  wards  to  serve  for  three 
years  respectively,  from  and  after  the  fourth  Friday  in  March,  annu¬ 
ally  thereafter;  and  the  first  and  every  subsequent  election  of  coun¬ 
cilmen,  to  be  held  under  this  act,  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in 
the  said  city,  at  the  places  appointed  by  this  act,  for  holding  the 
elections  in  the  several  wards,  by  the  officers  selected  by  the  voters 
of  the  said  several  wards,  to  hold  and  conduct  the  general  elections 
next  preceding,  who  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  hold  said 
elections,  except  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act  as  here¬ 
after  provided;  and  the  said  officers  shall  hold  and  conduct  the  said 
elections  for  their  several  wards,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
general  election  law  of  this  commonwealth;  and  when  an  election  to 
be  had  and  held  in  pursuance  of  this  section  shall  be  closed,  and  the 
number  of  votes  for  each  candidate  or  persons  voted  for  shall  be 
counted  and  ascertained,  the  persons  herein  authorized  and  required 
to  hold  and  conduct  such  elections,  shall  prepare  and  make,  under 
their  respective  hands  and  seals,  duplicate  returns  of  all  the  votes 
given  at  such  election,  one  of  which  shall,  with  the  tally  lists  and 
list  of  voters  for  all  city  officers,  be  deposited  in  one  of  the  ballot 
boxes,  and  be  sealed  with  the  seals  of  said  officers,  and  delivered 
within  twenty-four  hours  of  such  election,  to  the  nearest  justice  of 
the  peace  or  alderman,  within  the  respective  wards  for  safe  keeping, 
and  the  other  to  be  delivered  within  twenty-four  hours  of  such 
election,  to  the  chief  burgess  of  said  borough;  or  to  the  mayor  of  the 
said  city,  to  be  filed  in  his  office;  and  the  officers  of  election  shall 
make  out  a  certificate  of  election,  for  each  person  chosen  as  a  coun¬ 
cilman,  which  certificate  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  so  chosen, 
or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  by  the  chief  police  constable  of 
said  city,  within  three  days  after  such  election :  Provided,  That  the 
payment  of  a  borough  or  township  tax,  previous  to  the  first  election 
under  this  act,  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  payment  of  the  city  tax, 
as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  councilmen  elect  shall  meet  at  the 
county  court  house  in  the  said  city,  until  otherwise  provided  for,  be¬ 
tween  the  hours  of  ten  and  twelve  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  on  the 
Friday  next  following  each  and  every  election  of  councilmen,  to  be 
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held  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  and  shall  then  and  there  receive  from 
the  chief  burgess  of  the  said  borough,  or  from  the  mayor  of  the 
said  city,  the  returns  of  election  to  him  made,  and  shall  forthwith  Returns  of 
proceed  to  examine  the  same,  and  to  judge  and  determine  thereon ;  ejection,  rela- 
and  for  that  purpose,  and  to  the  end  and  intent  that  this  act,  or  the  tlve  to- 
provisions  herein  contained,  may  not  be  ineffectual,  the  said  council- 
men  elect,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  shall  be  elected  and  returned  as 
aforesaid,  or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  busi-  Quorum, 
ness,  shall  be  judges  of  their  own  election,  and  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  approve  thereof,  or  to  set  aside  the  same,  or  after¬ 
wards  to  vacate  the  seat  of  any  member,  for  misbehavior,  neglect  of  Misbehaviour 
duty,  or  other  misdemeanor,  and  to  order  new  elections,  as  the  case  or  neglect  of 
may  require,  to  be  held  at  such  times  as  shall  be,  by  such  council,  relative 
respectively,  appointed,  of  which  at  least  fifteen  days’  previous  to‘ 
notice  shall  be  given  by  the  chief  police  constable,  by  handbills  g  ecial  elcc 
posted  up  in  the  most  public  places  within  the  proper  ward,  and  by  t;on  for  C0Un_ 
advertisement  in  two  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  said  oilmen  to  be 
city;  which  election  shall  be  held  in  the  proper. ward,  by  the  proper  published, 
officers,  herein  authorized  and  directed  to  conduct  the  annual  city 
election  in  such  ward,  who  are  hereby  enjoined  to  do  and  perform 
the  duties  herein  required  of  them,  at  such  special  election,  and  to 
make  return  of  such  election,  in  manner  as  aforesaid,  and  so  in  like 
manner,  as  often  as  occasion  may  require,  upon  the  death,  resigna¬ 
tion  or  removal  from  the  city  of  a  member  or  members  of  the  said 
council ;  and  in  case  of  a  tie  vote  between  candidates  for  membership  Tie  vote,  rela- 
of  council  is  returned  to  council,  such  candidates,  so  having  a  tie  tive  to. 
vote,  shall  appear  at  the  proper  day,  when  the  council  for  which  they 
were  candidates  is  organized,  and  shall,  in  the  presence  of  such  coun¬ 
cil,  determine  by  lot  which  of  them  shall  become  a  member  of  the 
same,  and  the  one  in  whose  favor  the  lot  shall  determine,  shall  be 
forthwith  sworn  in  as  councilman. 

Section  6.  That  each  councilman  who  shall  be  elected,  chosen  Councilmen, 
and  returned,  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  whose  election  shall  be  so  as  !l0w  qualified, 
aforesaid  approved  of,  shall,  before  he  enters  on  the  execution  of  his  ^G‘ 
office,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  the  president,  or  one  of  the 
judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county,  or  before 
the  mayor  or  one  of  the  aldermen  of  the  said  city,  for  the  time 
being,  well  and  faithfully  to  execute  the  office  of  councilman  of  said 
city  ;  and  shall,  thereupon,  without  any  further  or  other  commission, 
enter  upon  the  duties  thereof,  and  shall  hold  and  exercise  the  same 
until  the  term  of  office  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  as  di¬ 
rected  in  and  by  this  act,  shall  expire. 

Section  7.  That  the  council  shall  assemble  for  the  transaction  Time  of  meet  - 
of  business  on  the  first  Saturday  of  every  month  in  each  year,  and  ing* 
oftener,  if  occasion  shall  require,  seven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  appertaining  to  the  powers 
and  duties  of  said  council. 

Section  8.  That  the  power  of  the  said  corporation  of  the  said  Powers  of 
city  shall  be  vested  in  the  said  council,  or  a  quorum  thereof,  who  councih 
shall,  in  council  assembled,  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make, 
ordain,  constitute  and  establish  all  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  resolu¬ 
tions  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  preserve  the 
peace  and  promote  the  good  order,  government  and  welfare  of  the 
said  city,  and  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  inhabitants  there¬ 
of,  and  the  same  to  alter,  amend,  repeal  or  revoke :  Provided ,  That  Proviso. 
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the  same  shall  not  he  contrary  or  repugnant  to  the  laws  and  consti¬ 
tution  of  this  commonwealth;  and  the  same  to  enforce,  put  in  use 
and  execution  by  the  mayor  or  aldermen  of  the  said  city,  or  by  the 
police  constables,  watchmen,  or  other  proper  officers,  whom  the  said 
council  shall  have  power  to  appoint.  Said  council  shall  have,  hold, 
possess  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  now  vested  in  the  town  council  of 
the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  which  powers  are  hereby  transferred  to, 
and  vested  in,  the  said  council,  in  addition  to  the  powers  conferred 
upon  them  by  this  act:  And  it  is  further  enacted ,  That  the  said 
council,  or  a  quorum  thereof,  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  control  over 
private  alleys  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  so  as  to  have  the 
same  cleansed  and  kept  in  order,  graded,  and  provided  with  gutters 
or  sewers,  the  expense  whereof  to  be  re-imbursed  to  the  said  city  by 
the  owners  of  the  property  having  the  right  of  access  to,  or  passage 
along,  the  same,  in  such  proportions  as  may  be  directed  by  the  said 
council;  the  same,  in  case  of  non-payment,  to  be  recoverable  by  the 
said  corporation,  by  suit,  before  an  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace, 
as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  9.  That  any  by-law  or  ordinance  which  shall  have  been 
passed  by  the  said  council,  shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor;  if  he 
approves,  he  shall  sign  the  same;  but  if  he  shall  not  approve,  he 
shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the  council,  who  shall  proceed 
to  re-consider  it.  If,  after  such  re-consideration,  nine  members  of 
the  council  shall  agree  to  pass  such  by-law  or  ordinance,  it  shall  be 
a  binding  by-law  or  ordinance,  and  become  a  law,  valid,  to  all  intents 
and  purposes,  as  if  the  same  had  been  approved  of  by  the  said 
mayor;  but  in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  council  shall  be  determined 
by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  members  of  council  so 
voting,  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes  of  said  council;  every  by¬ 
law  or  ordinance  which  the  mayor  shall  not  return  within  fifteen 
days,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  it  had  been  approved 
of  by  the  said  mayor;  the  said  mayor  may  approve  ordinances  in 
vacation  of  council,  and  may  call  special  meetings  of  council,  to  re¬ 
consider  ordinances  which  he  does  not  approve,  on  one  day’s  notice 
to  each  member  of  the  said  council,  and  in  case  of  the  temporary 
absence  or  inability  of  the  mayor  to  act,  the  council  shall,  if  neces¬ 
sary,  appoint  a  mayor  to  serve  until  he  shall  return,  or  be  able  to 
resume  the  duties  of  his  office;  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur 
in  the  office  of  mayor,  by  death  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  council  to  meet  and  elect,  viva  voce,  a  person  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said,  to  serve  as  mayor,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  Friday 
succeeding  the  next  city  election ;  any  additional  salary  or  compensa¬ 
tion,  beyond  the  regular  fees  of  the  office  of  mayor,  shall  be  fixed  by 
council;  the  policemen,  watchmen,  and  all  other  officers  appointed 
by  the  said  council,  shall  receive  the  compensation  fixed  by  the  by¬ 
laws  or  ordinances  of  council ;  and  it  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  in  office 
for  any  of  such  officers  to  ask,  demand  or  receive  any  other  compen¬ 
sation  or  reward,  for  their  official  services,  to  be  followed  by  dismissal 
or  forfeiture  of  their  respective  offices. 

Section  10.  That  in  order  that  a  knowledge  of  the'  by-laws, 
ordinances,  regulations  and  resolutions  of  the  said  city  may,  at  all 
times,  be  had  and  obtained,  and  the  publications  thereof,  at  all  times, 
be  known  and  ascertained,  the  same  shall  be  published  in  two  of  the 
public  newspapers  published  in  said  city,  within  fifteen  days  from 
and  after  the  same  have  been  severally  passed,  ordained  and  estab-

lished,  and  shall  also  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  council,  in  a 
book  provided  for  that  purpose,  within  thirty  days  from  and  after 
the  same  have  been  so  as  aforesaid  passed,  ordained  and  established ; 
and  before  any  of  the  said  by-laws,  ordinances,  regulations  and  reso¬ 
lutions  shall  be  so  as  aforesaid  recorded,  the  publication  thereof, 
respectively,  with  the  times  thereof,  shall  be  proved  by  the  oath  or 
affirmation  of  the  clerk  of  the  said  council,  which  said  oath  or  affirm¬ 
ation  shall  be  recorded  therewith,  and  the  same  shall  at  all  times  be 
deemed  and  taken  as  sufficient  evidence  of  the  time  of  said  publica¬ 
tion,  and  the  promulgation  of  the  said  by-laws,  ordinances,  regula¬ 
tions  and  resolutions. 

Section  11.  That  the  council  in  council  assembled,  or  a  quorum  Width  of  foot 
thereof,  shall  have  power,  by  ordinance  or  resolution,  to  determine  v-alks,  paying 
the  width  of  the  side  or  foot  walks  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  thereof*  r“j|_ 
within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  and  to  require  and  direct  the  tjve  to_’ 
paving  and  curbing  thereof  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  lots  fronting 
thereon;  and  on  the  failure  or  neglect  of  any  person  or  persons, 
owning  lots  as  aforesaid,  to  pave  and  curb  the.  side  or  foot  walks  in 
front  of  his  or  their  lot  or  lots,  agreeably  to  the  requisitions  of  such 
ordinance  or  resolution,  the  street  commissioner  of  the  proper  ward 
or  wards  of  the  said  city,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  paved  and 
curbed  at  the  expense  of  the  said  city,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of 
the  said  lot  or  lots,  shall  be  liable  to  re-pay  the  expenses  thereof  to 
the  said  city;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  council  to  file  their 
lien  for  the  same  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county, 
which  lien,  when  so  filed,  shall  have  priority  to  any  mortgage,  judg¬ 
ment,  recognizance  or  liability  to  which  the  said  lot  or  lots  may  be¬ 
come  liable  after  such  paving  and  curbing  has  been  done  by  the  said 
city,  and  the  amount  secured  thereby,  may  be  recovered  by  scire  fa¬ 
cias,  as  debts  are  recoverable  under  the  mechanics’  lien  law  of  this 
state,  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  said  city :  Provided,  That  such  Proviso, 
lien  shall  be  filed  within  thirty  days  after  such  expense  is  incurred 
by  the  said  city,  and  shall  recite  the  name  of  the  owner  or  reputed 
owner  of  such  lot  or  lots,  and  when  such  lots  are  occupied,  the  name 
or  names  of  the  occupier  or  occupiers  of  such  lots  shall  also  be  recited. 

Section  12.  That  the  doors  of  the  respective  halls  of  the  said  Halls  of  coun¬ 
council  shall  be  open  at  all  times  when  the  said  council  is  in  session,  admi  TiT 
for  the  admission  of  all  orderly  and  peaceable  persons  who  shall  be  t0  a  1£Slon' 
desirous  of  being  present  at  the  discussions  of  any  by-laws,  regula¬ 
tions,  ordinances  or  resolutions  for  the  welfare  and  good  government 
of  said  city;  and  that  all  voting  in  the  said  council,  by  the  members  Council  to 
thereof,  upon  any  by-laws,  regulation,  ordinance  or  resolution,  or  vote  v-iva  voce_ 
upon  the  election  or  removal  of  any  officer,  shall  be  viva  voce. 

Section  13.  That  the  freemen  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  quali-  Mayor,  elee- 
fied  to  vote  for  members  of  the  council  of  said  city,  shall  meet  in  tion  of. 
their  several  wards  on  the  second  Friday  in  April,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  and  on  the  third  Friday  in  March 
in  each  succeeding  third  year  thereafter,  and  elect  by  ballot  one  per¬ 
son  qualified  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Senate  of  this  common¬ 
wealth,  and  who  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  said  city  for  at 
least  four  years  next  preceding  his  election,  to  be  mayor  of  the  said 
city,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  commencing  on  the  Friday  next  Term  of. 
following  such  election ;  such  election  of  mayor  shall  be  holden  at  jjanner  of 
the  same  time  and  places,  by  the  same  officers  and  in  the  same  man-  conducting 
ner  as  is  herein  provided  for  holding  the  election  of  members  of  elections.  3 
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council  of  the  said  city;  the  candidate  having  the  highest  number  of 
votes  polled  shall  be  elected  as  such  mayor,  and  when  the  election, 
to  be  had  and  held  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  shall  be  closed,  and 
the  number  of  votes  for  each  candidate  or  person  voted  for  shall  be 
counted  and  ascertained,  the  persons  herein  authorized  and  required 
to  hold  and  conduct  such  election,  shall  prepare  and  make,  under 
their  respective  hands  and  seals,  duplicate  returns  of  all  the  votes 
given  at  such  election,  one  of  which  shall,  with  the  tally  list,  be 
deposited  in  one  of  the  ballot  boxes,  and  be  sealed  with  the  seals  of 
the  said  officers,  and  delivered  within  twenty-four  hours,  from  and 
after  such  election,  to  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman, 
within  the  respective  wards,  for  safe-keeping,  and  the  other  be 
delivered  to  the  president  of  the  council  of  the  said  city,  or  for  the 
first  election  under  this  act,  the  same  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
nearest  justice  of  the  peace,  and  the  other  to  the  president  of  the 
town  council  of  the  said  borough. 

Section  14.  That  the  said  president  of  the  town  council  of 
Harrisburg,  or  the  president  of  the  council  of  the  said  city,  or  the 
person  acting  as  such,  shall,  at  a  meeting  of  the  said  town  council 
of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  or  at  a  meeting  of  the  council  of  the 
said  city,  on  the  Friday  next  following  the  said  election,  open 
and  publish  said  returns,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  entered  on  the 
journal  of  the  town  council  of  the  said  borough,  or  on  the  journal 
of  the  council  of  the  said  city;  and  some  person  duly  qualified  to 
administer  oaths  and  affirmations,  shall  then  and  there  administer 
the  usual  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  person  having  the  highest  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  for  mayor  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  thenceforth  enter  upon 
and  perform  all  the  duties,  and  possess  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  appertaining  to  the  office  of  mayor  of  said  city,  by  virtue 
of  any  law  of  this  commonwealth,  or  any  ordinance,  by-law,  regula¬ 
tion  or  resolution  of  said  city,  for  the  term  of  three  years  as  afore¬ 
said,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  quali¬ 
fied;  but  if  any  election  for  mayor  shall  be  contested,  and  there  shall 
be  from  the  returns  received,  or  other  competent  testimony,  to  be 
judged  of  by  the  members  present  at  such  meeting,  a  reasonable 
doubt  whether  the  person  having  the  return  has  been  duly  elected, 
then  the  members  of  the  council,  in  meeting  as  aforesaid,  which 
they  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  and  determining  the  matter,  shall,  within  a  reasonable 
time,  not  exceeding  two  weeks  thereafter,  decide  upon  such  contested 
election,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  of  council  pres¬ 
ent  at  such  meeting;  and  if  such  return  be  confirmed,  the  person 
having  it  shall  be  forthwith  qualified  as  aforesaid;  and  if  such  return 
be  not  confirmed,  and  the  election  be  set  aside,  a  special  election 
shall  be  ordered  to  be  holden  by  the  citizens  of  the  said  city,  within

hereinbefore  prescribed;  the  person  having  the  highest  number  of 
votes  at  such  special  election  for  mayor,  shall  be  duly  qualified  to 
act  as  such  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have 
been  elected;  and  whenever  the  office  of  mayor  shall  become  vacant 
by  the  refusal  or  omission  to  serve  by  any  person  elected  as  aforesaid, 
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ot  Toy  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  said  city,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  council,  in  meeting,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be

and  duties,  to  see  that  the  said  by-laws,  ordinances,  regulations  and 
resolutions  shall  be  executed,  and  to  be  vigilant  and  active  in  caus¬ 
ing  the  same  to  be  duly  enforced ;  also,  to  preserve  the  peace  and 
promote  good  order  within  the  said  city,  as  well  as  to  secure  the 
comfort  and  happiness  of  the  citizens  thereof,  and  of  all  strangers 
and  sojourners  therein;  the  said  mayor  shall  have  jurisdiction,  within 
and  throughout  the  said  city,  of  all  actions,  complaints  and  proceed¬ 
ings  for  fines,  penalties,  prosecutions  and  forfeitures  imposed  or 
enacted,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  imposed  and  enacted,  by  the 
laws  of  this  commonwealth  relative  to  the  said  city,  and  the  by-laws, 
ordinances,  regulations  and  resolutions  of  the  said  city,  and  for  the 
prevention  and  punishment  of  offences,  violations  and  neglects  of. 
duty  as  prescribed  and  provided  for  by  the  said  by-laws,  ordinances, 
regulations  and  resolutions,  and  to  hear,  try  and  determine  the  said 
actions,  prosecutions,  complaints  and  proceedings,  as  fully  and  in 
the  same  manner,  and  with  the  same  rights  and  privileges,  as  any 
alderman  of  said  city  has  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  may  hereafter  have 
jurisdiction  and  power  to  exercise,  do  and  perform,  within  the  ward 
for  which  the  said  alderman  may  be  appointed,  and  within  and 
throughout  the  said  pity;  the  said  mayor  shall  also  have,  hold  and 
exercise  criminal  jurisdiction  and  power  within  and  throughout  the 
said  city,  as  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  this  commonwealth,  and  gener¬ 
ally  as  a  conservator  of  the  peace,  in  respect  to,  concerning,  and  so

the  said  city,  or  by  the  by-laws,  ordinances,  regulations  and  resolu¬ 
tions  of  the  said  city,  for  offences,  acts,  neglects,  matters  and  things 
done  or  committed  any  where  within  the  said  city,  and  to  hear,  try 
and  determine  the  said  actions,  prosecutions  and  complaints,  in  pur¬ 
suance  of  the  said  laws,  ordinances,  regulations  and  resolutions,  and 
in  the  manner  prescribed  and  directed  thereby.

withiu  the  said  city  or  county  of  Dauphin,  all  warrants,  orders,  writs 
and  process,  made  or  issued  by  the  said  mayor  or  any  alderman  of 
the  said  city,  in  pursuance  of  the  aforesaid  jurisdiction  and  powers 
of  the  said  mayor  or  aldermen,  and  which  may  be  directed,  issued  or

of  by  the  said  mayor  or  alderman,  before  the  said  mayor  or  alderman, 
in  a  sum  sufficient  to  cover  the  said  judgment;  and  all  costs  that

ditioned  that  such  defendant  shall  prosecute  his  appeal  with  effect : 
Proviso,  And  'provided,  That  such  appeal  shall  be  taken,  the  recognizance 
entered  into,  and  a  certified  transcript  of  the  judgment  and  recog¬ 
nizance  to  be  furnished  by  the  said  mayor  or  alderman,  to  the  said 
defendant,  on  his  demand  therefor,  shall  be  filed  by  the  said  defend¬ 
ant  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  said  court,  within  twenty 
days  after  the  rendition  of  the  said  judgment.  In  case  the  said 
transcript  shall  not  be  so  filed  within  the  said  time,  the  said  mayor 
or  alderman,  shall  proceed  in  the  said  case  as  if  no  such  appeal  had 
been  taken;  and  in  case  of  the  forfeiture  or  breach  of  the  condition 
of  the  said  recognizance,  the  same  shall  be  brought  in  the  corporate 
name  of  the  said  city,  and  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  thereon, 
in  the  same  manner  as  debts  on  contract  of  like  amount  are  sued  and 
Proviso,  recovered  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth :  Provided  further,  That 
the  said  mayor  or  alderman  may  issue  process  and  execution  on  the 
said  judgment,  immediately  on  the  rendition  of  the  said  judgment, 
and  before  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  twenty  days,  unless  an 
appeal  shall  at  the  time  have  been  taken  and  the  said  recognizance 
entered  into,  the  said  process  and  execution  to  be  stayed  on  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  costs  of  said  execution;  on  an  appeal  being  taken  and 
recognizance  entered  into  and  transcript  filed  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  on  the  said  appeal,  and  on  any  judgment  thereon  in  the 
said  court,  shall  be  by  the  said  court,  with  like  process,  proceedings 
and  writs  of  execution,  as  directed  or  authorized  by  the  acts  of  as- 
Proviso.  sembly  of  this  commonwealth :  And  provided,  That  in  case  of  a 
judgment  for  the  defendant,  by  the  said  mayor  or  alderman,  in  any 
such  action  or  prosecution  instituted  in  the  name  of  the  said  city, 
for  a  fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture  greater  than  the  sum  of  five  dollars, 
the  said  city  shall  have  the  same  right  of  appeal  as  the  defendant, 
as  aforesaid,  under  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  except  entering 
into  recognizance  as  aforesaid. 


Election  and  Section  21.  That  there  shall  be  one  alderman  elected  in  each 
term  of  ser-  0f  the  wards  of  the  said  city,  to  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  in 
vice  of  alder-  each  ward,  and  commissioned  for  the  same  term  of  years,  and  in  the 
same  manner;  and  all  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  the  said  aldermen, 
to  be  supplied  in  the  same  manner  as  aldermen  are  elected  under  the 
act  of  assembly  of  this  state,  passed  the  twenty-first  day  of  J une,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and  the  sup¬ 
plement  or  supplements  thereto,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  The  said  aldermen  to  give  security,  as  provided  in  the  said 
Subject  to.  acts  of  assembly,  and  to  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  and  penalties, 
to  be  removed  from  office  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  be  entitled  to  the 
same  powers,  rights  and  privileges  as  aldermen,  generally,  under  the 
laws  and  statutes  of  this  commonwealth.  The  first  election  for  al¬ 
dermen  aforesaid,  shall  be  held  in  the  respective  wards,  on  the  second 
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Friday  ip  April,  A.  I).  1860,  and  on  the  third  Friday  in  March  in 
every  succeeding  fifth  year  thereafter,  to  he  held  and  conducted  as 
is  in  this  act  provided  for  in  respect  to  municipal  elections :  Provided ,  Proviso. 

That  the  justices  of  the  peace  elected  and  commissioned  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  said  city,  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall 
hold  and  enjoy  their  ofiices,  and  perform  all  the  duties  pertaining 
thereto,  until  the  times  for  which  they  were  respectively  elected  and 
commissioned  shall  have  expired :  Provided  also,  That  if  any  of  the  Proviso, 
said  justices  shall  be  elected  alderman  for  either  of  the  said  wards, 
at  the  first  election  for  aldermen  to  be  held  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  commission  of  such  justice,  so  elected,  shall  be  thereby 
determined  and  ended. 

Section  22.  That  the  aldermen  of  the  said  city  shall  have  and  jurisdiction 
exercise,  within  their  respective  wards,  the  same  jurisdictions  in  all  of  aldermen 
civil  actions,  cases,  matters  and  proceedings,  as  justices  of  the  peace  in  civil  eases, 
of  this  commonwealth  have  and  exercise,  severally,  or  two  or  more 
of  them  jointly,  within  their  several  districts  and  counties;  and  the 
said  aldermen  shall  proceed  therein  in  like  manner,  and  with  the 
like  powers  and  authorities,  and  under  and  subject  to  the  like  rules, 
regulations  and  restrictions,  and  with  the  like  means,  process  and 
writs  of  execution  as  justices  of  the  peace  now  may,  or  hereafter  can 
have  under  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  with  the  like  right  of 
appeal,  by  the  party  or  parties  aggrieved,  from  any  judgment,  order 
or  decree  of  any  such  alderman  or  aldermen,  to  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  county  of  Dauphin. 

Section  23.  That  on  the  second  Friday  in  April,  in  the  year  Constables, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  and  on  the  third  Friday  in  election  of,  &c 
March  in  each  year  thereafter,  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  of 
Harrisburg,  in  each  ward,  shall  elect  one  constable;  the  said  con¬ 
stable  shall  be  qualified  as  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  require 
such  officers  to  be,  and  shall,  upon  entering  the  requisite  security, 
be  appointed  by  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  of  Dau¬ 
phin;  and  they  shall  be  under  and  subject  to  the  same  legal  penalties 
and  provisions,  and  exercise  all  the  powers,  and  do  and  perform  all 
duties,  that,  by  the  usages  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  are  en¬ 
joined  upon  such  officers.  All  vacancies  that  may,  from  any  cause,  Vacancies, 
occur  in  the  said  office  of  constable,  shall  be  filled  by  the  court  of  bow  filled, 
quarter  sessions  of  the  said  county  of  Dauphin  :  Provided ,  That  the  Proviso, 
constables  now  elected  for  the  borough  of  Harrisburg  shall  hold  and 
enjoy  their  said  offices,  and  perform  all  the  duties  respectively  be¬ 
longing  to  the  said  office,  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and 
duly  qualified  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  24.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg  Assessors, 
shall,  on  the  second  Friday  in  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  election  and 
hundred  and  sixty,  and  on  the  third  Friday  in  March,  in  each  and 
every  year  thereafter,  elect  one  person  for  assessor  in  each  ward  in 
said  city,  who  shall  have  and  possess  the  qualifications  of  a  member 
of  the  Senate;  which  several  assessors,  after  their  election,  being 
duly  qualified,  shall  do  and  perform,  within  their  respective  wards, 
all  the  duties  that  by  the  usages  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth  are 
now  enjoined  upon  assessors  and  assistant  assessors.  After  said  County  corn- 
election  the  county  commissioners  shall  make  out  their  precepts,  and  missioners, 
forward  the  same  to  the  several  assessors,  as  in  other  cases ;  that  c!uty  of'

after  the  several  assessors  shall  have  taken  an  estimate  of  the  real  meet  &  equaj. 
and  personal  estate  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  city,  they  shall  ize  taxation. 
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meet  together  and  equalize  their  valuation,  according  to  the  best  of 
their  judgment,  and  after  said  valuation  is  finally  settled,  the  city 
council  shall  levy  and  assess  their  city  tax,  according  to  or  upon  the 
valuation  made  by  the  city  assessors,  for  county  rates  and  levies; 
the  assessors  elected  by  the  city,  under  this  charter,  shall  be  gov¬ 
erned  and  regulated  by  the  act  of  assembly  of  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-five,  regulating  township  officers;  there  shall  be 
no  assistant  assessors  elected  in  the  said  city;  so  much  of  the  afore¬ 
said  act  as  authorizes  the  election  of  assistant  assessors  is  hereby 
Repeal.  repealed,  so  far  as  the  same  may  apply  to  the  city  of  Harrisburg; 

that  the  assessors,  in  making  such  assessment  of  property  in  the 
city  of  Harrisburg,  shall  assess  all  the  property  which  is  now  by  law 
subject  to  taxation  for  borough  purposes,  in  the  said  borough  of 
Harrisburg,  and  shall  also  assess  for  taxation,  for  city  purposes,  the 
Certain  real  real  estate  of  all  incorporated  companies  within  the  limits  of  the  said 
estate  exempt  city,  except  the  real  estate  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  company, 
Irom  taxation  Harrisburg  and  Lancaster  railroad  company,  the  Cumberland 
PU1  valley  railroad  company,  the  Reading  railroad  company,  and  the 
several  cemeteries,  together  with  the  buildings  thereon  erected. 
Council  to  Section  25.  That  the  council,  in  meeting  assembled,  shall  have 
elect  certain  p0wer,  at  their  first  meeting  after  they  shall  have  been  elected  and 
qualified,  and  yearly  thereafter,  to  elect,  viva  voce,  as  many  suitable 
persons  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  to  be  collectors  of  taxes  for 
the  said  city,  who  shall  collect  the  taxes  for  the  year  for  which  they 
shall  be  appointed,  and  shall  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  dis¬ 
charge  of  their  duty,  as  the  said  council  shall  direct;  and  also  one 
solicitor  of  the  said  corporation,  if  deemed  necessary;  one  or  more 
regulators  of  the  streets,  one  or  more  street  commissioners,  one  or 
more  city  police  constables,  a  clerk  of  the  market,  and  such  other 
officers  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  execution  of  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances,  and  the  carrying  of  the  police  regulations 
of  the  said  city  into  elfect,  and  shall  have  power,  by  by-laws  or 
ordinances,  to  fix  the  compensation  of  all  the  said  officers,  and  to 
prescribe  their  duties,  and  by  resolution  of  the  said  council,  at  their 
will  and  pleasure,  to  dismiss  and  remove  all  or  any  of  them,  except 
the  tax  collectors. 

Election  for  Section  26.  That  the  election  for  municipal  officers,  by  the 
municipal  of-  qualified  voters  of  the  said  city,  shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  and 
ftcers, le  ative  pjaceg  ag  js  hereinafter  provided  for  the  holding  of  the  general, 
special  and  municipal  elections;  the  notice  of  every  municipal  elec¬ 
tion  shall  be  given  by  the  mayor,  or  by  the  president  of  the  town 
council,  or  by  the  chief  police  constable  of  the  said  city,  designating 
the  officers  to  be  elected,  and  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said 
election,  the  notice  to  be  by  advertisement  in  two  newspapers  pub¬ 
lished  weekly  in  the  said  city,  for  not  less  than  fifteen  days  prior  to 
said  election;  the  expenses  of  said  advertising  to  be  paid  by  the 
city;  and  the  judges  of  election  of  the  several  wards,  and  the  return 
judges,  shall,  respectively,  make  out  certified  returns  of  the  votes 
given  for  such  municipal  officers,  and  shall  deliver  and  deposit  such 
returns  in  the  same  manner  as  is  directed  by  law  with  respect  to  the 
votes  given  thereat  for  other  officers,  or  as  provided  by  this  act. 
In  case  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  act,  or  of  the  death  or  absence 
from  the  county  of  the  said  mayor  or  chief  police  constable,  the 
president  of  the  city  council  shall  give  notice  of  the  said  election, 
Proviso.  as  aforesaid :  Provided,  That  the  said  president  of  the  city  council 
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shall  not  be  required  to  give  more  than  ten  days’  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  such  election  as  aforesaid. 

Section  27.  That  the  said  council  assembled  shall  have  power  Power  to  bor- 
to  borrow,  for  the  use  of  the  said  city,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money 
which  they  shall  deem  necessary,  and  to  issue  certificates  of  loan  for 
the  amount  so  borrowed,  to  the  person  respectively  lending  the  same; 
and  the  said  certificates,  signed  by  the  mayor  of  the  said  city,  and 
attested  by  the  president  of  council,  under  the  common  seal  of  the 
said  city,  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  on  the  said  corporation : 

Provided,  That  the  sums  of  money  so  borrowed  shall  not  in  the  Proviso, 
whole  exceed,  at  any  one  time,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  for  the  re-payment  of  which  the  faith  of  the  said  city  shall 
be  pledged;  and  the  faith  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  and  of  the 
said  city,  shall  continue  pledged  for  the  redemption  and  payment  of 
the  existing  debt  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg;  and  the  said  coun¬ 
cil,  in  council  assembled,  shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect  taxes, 
within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into 
effect  the  by-laws,  rules  and  ordinances  of  the  said  city,  and  for  the 
re-payment  of  all  loans,  with  the  interest  thereon,  heretofore  made 
for  the  use  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  for  the  re-payment  of 
which  the  faith  of  the  said  borough  is  now  pledged,  and  for  the  re¬ 
payment  of  all  loans,  with  the  interest  thereon,  hereafter  to  be  made 
for  the  use  of  the  said  city,  for  the  re-payment  of  which  the  faith 
of  the  said  city  shall  hereafter  be  pledged :  Provided,  That  the  debt  Proviso, 
of  the  said  city  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  And  that  the  assessment  of  such  taxes  upon  real 
and  personal  property  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  shall  be 
made  upon  the  valuation  of  property  taken  for  the  purposes  of  county 
rates  and  levies,  and  upon  all  other  real  and  personal  estate  mentioned 
and  referred  to,  or  intended  so  to  be,  in  the  twenty-fourth  section  of 
this  act:  Provided  also,  That  the  taxes  levied  in  any  one  year  shall  Proviso, 
not  exceed  six  mills  on  the  dollar  (the  present  rate  of  taxation  of  the 
borough  of  Harrisburg)  upon  such  valuation;  and  the  collectors  of 
taxes  appointed  by  the  said  councils,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall, 
on  the  delivery  of  the  duplicates  to  them  respectively,  proceed  to 
collect  the  amount  of  such  duplicates  from  the  persons  therein 
respectively  charged,  and  pay  over  the  same  when  collected,  without 
delay,  to  the  city  treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  therefor;  and  if  any 
person  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  payment  of  the  amount  due 
by  him  for  such  tax,  within  sixty  days  from  the  time  of  demand 
made,  the  collector  holding  the  duplicate  wherein  such  tax  shall  be 
charged  may  proceed  to  levy  such  amount  by  distress  and  sale  of  the 
goods  and  chattels  of  such  delinquents,  giving  ten  days’  public  notice 
of  such  sale  by  written  or  printed  advertisements;  and  in  case  goods 
and  chattels  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  same,  with  the  costs,  cannot  be 
found,  such  collector  shall  be  exonerated  from  said  tax :  Provided  Proviso. 
further,  That  such  collector  shall  have  faithfully  discharged  his  duty 
in  endeavoring  to  collect  said  tax,  and  shall  have  made  timely,  dili¬ 
gent  and  honest  efforts  to  collect  the  same. 

Section  28.  That  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  or  any  of  them,  Mayor  or  al- 
shall  and  may  take  and  receive  the  acknowledgment  and  probate  0f  dermen^may 
all  deeds,  conveyances,  mortgages  or  other  instruments  of  writing,  aCj(now' 
touching  or  concerning  any  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  situ-  dee^jg  &q 
ate,  lying  and  being  in  any  part  of  this  state  or  elsewhere;  and  also 
shall  and  may  take  and  receive  the  separate  examination  of  any  feme 
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covert,  touching  or  concerning  her  right  of  dower,  or  the  conveyance 
of  her  estate,  or  right  in  or  to  any  such  lands,  tenements  and  here¬ 
ditaments;  and  also  shall  and  may  take  and  receive  the  acknowledg¬ 
ment  and  probate  of  any  instrument  of  writing,  to  the  recording  of 
which  probate  or  acknowledgment  is  rendered  necessary  by  the 
recording  acts  of  this  state,  as  fully,  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
whatsoever,  as  any  judge  of  the  supreme  court,  or  president  or 
associate  judge  of  any  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  within  this 
commonwealth,  can  or  may  take  and  receive  the  same;  and  they, 
the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  or  any  of  them,  so  taking  and  receiv¬ 
ing  such  acknowledgment  and  probates,  or  examinations  as  afore¬ 
said,  shall  and  may  receive  such  legal  fees  therefor  as  may  be 
provided  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Towers  and  Section  29.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  constable  or  con- 
duties  of  con-  stables  of  the  said  city,  to  whom  any  warrant,  under  the  hand  and 
stables.  seal  0f  ^he  sa](j  may0r  0r  aldermen,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  delivered, 
commanding  him  or  them  to  take  any  person  or  persons  who  shall 
have  been  charged  with  having  committed  any  offence  within  the 
said  city,  and  to  bring  him,  her  or  them  before  the  said  mayor  or 
aldermen,  or  any  of  them;  and  he  or  they  are  hereby  enjoined  and 
required  to  execute  the  same  by  making  the  arrest,  if  the  same  can 
be  done  at  any  place  within  the  county  of  Dauphin,  or  in  any  of  the 
cities  or  counties  of  this  commonwealth,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  assembly  of  said  commonwealth,  passed  the  sixteenth  day  of 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  entitled  “An 
Act  concerning  the  backing  of  warrants  by  justices  of  the  peace,” 
and  also  by  bringing  such  offender  or  offenders  before  the  said  mayor 
or  aldermen,  or  some  of  them. 

Tower  of  Section  30.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  mayor 

mayor  and  and  aldermen,  or  any  of  them,  before  whom  any  complaint,  matter 
aldermen  in  or  thing  of  a  criminal  or  civil  nature,  within  his  or  their  jurisdiction, 
certain  cases,  macie  or  depending,  to  issue  their  subpoena,  in  common  form, 

to  any  person  or  persons  within  this  commonwealth,  commanding 
him  or  them  to  appear  and  give  evidence  therein;  and  every  person 
to  whom  the  same  shall  be  directed,  and  on  whom  service  thereof 
shall  be  duly  made,  shall  attend  accordingly,  and  give  evidence, 
'  under  such  pains  and  penalties  as  are  by  law  incurred  by  any  person 
or  persons  refusing  to  attend  and  give  evidence  before  any  alderman, 
justice  of  the  peace  or  courts  of  this  commonwealth,  when  duly 
subpoenaed  for  that  purpose. 

Duty  of  kee-  Section  31.  That  the  keeper  of  the  Dauphin  county  prison  is 
per  of  the  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  receive  and  keep  in  safe  custody, 
Dauphin  co.  ;n  the  prison  of  said  county,  at  the  expense  of  the  said  county,  until 
prison.  legally  discharged  therefrom,  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be 

committed  by  virtue  of  lawful  process,  issued  by  the  mayor  or  any 
alderman  or  aldermen  of  the  said  city,  in  the  manner  and  under  the 
same  penalties  as  if  he,  she  or  they  had  been  committed  by  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  of  Dauphin  county,  or  any  judge  thereof;  and  all 
neglect  of  duty  or  wilful  misbehavior  in  said  keeper  of  said  prison 
toward  such  prisoners,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  made  cognizable  and  punishable  as  a  like  neglect  of  duty  or 
a  like  wilful  misbehavior  in  said  keeper  of  said  prison  towards 
prisoners  committed  by  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  by  the  said 
court  of  quarter  sessions,  or  any  judge  thereof,  of  the  said  county, 
is  or  would  be  cognizable  and  punishable. 
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Section  32.  That  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  qualified  to  vote  Election  of 
for  mayor,  may,  at  the  times  and  places,  and  in  the  same  manner  Clty  tieasur- 
they  elect  the  mayor  of  the  said  city,  elect  a  city  treasurer,  to  serve  er 
for  two  years  from  the  fourth  Friday  in  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty,  and  from  the  fourth  Friday  in  March  in  each  and 
every  succeeding  second  year  thereafter,  and  until  another  person  he 
duly  elected  and  qualified  to  serve  in  his  stead;  and  the  said  treas¬ 
urer  shall  give  security,  by  bond,  with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  for  the  payment 
over  of  all  moneys  remaining  in  his  hands,  in  his  official  capacity, 
at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  and  the  delivery  of  all  books 
and  papers  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  said  office  to  his  successor 
in  office ;  and  the  said  bond  shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  city  of 
Harrisburg,  and  shall  be  docketed  and  filed  of  record  in  the  office  of 
the  prothsnotary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  said  county  of 
Dauphin,  and  when  so  entered,  shall  be  a  lien  against  the  real  estate 
of  said  treasurer  and  his  sureties;  and  may  also,  at  the  same  time 
and  place,  and  in  the  same  manner,  elect  three  reputable  persons  as 
auditors,  for  two  years,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Auditors, 
said  city. 

Section  33.  That  Charles  F.  Muench,  William  Colder,  junior,  Commission- 
A.  Boyd  Hamilton,  Henry  Peffer,  John  H.  Briggs,  George  W.  Har-  ers>  duty  of 
ris  and  Rudolph  F.  Kelker,  of  Harrisburg,  and  David  Herr,  of  Sus¬ 
quehanna  township,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  to  do  and 
perform  the  duties  herein  specified;  and  in  ease  of  the  death, 
removal  or  refusal  of  either  of  them  to  serve,  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  council  of  said  city;  said  commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized,  and  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  said  mayor  and 
council,  to  select  and  employ  competent  engineers,  surveyors  or 
draughtsmen,  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  said  commissioners, 
shall  execute  a  survey  and  plan  of  all  lands  embraced  within  the 
limits  of  said  city,  designating  thereon  the  avenues,  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys  now  existing  and  opened,  also  such  tracts,  pieces  or  parcels 
of  land  through  which  no  avenues,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  have 
been  located.  When  said  draft  is  completed,  it  shall  be  the  further  Further  du- 
duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  complete  said  ties 
plan,  by  designating  where  new  avenues,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys 
shall  hereafter  be  opened.  The  said  avenues,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys 
shall  be  laid  out  by  the  said  commissioners,  in  such  manner  as  to 
conform,  as  nearly  as  possible,  in  their  courses  and  distances,  with 
the  courses  and  distances  of  the  present  existing  avenues,  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  and  the  villages  of 
West  Harrisburg,  Paxton,  Fairhill,  and  those  laid  out  by  the  Har¬ 
risburg  building  association,  and  to  make  a  plot  or  draft  thereof, 
showing  the  courses,  distances  and  width  of  the  avenues,  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys  so  as  aforesaid  laid  out  by  the  said  commissioners, 
and  make  report  of  the  same,  together  with  a  plot  or  draft  thereof, 
signed  by  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  of  Dauphin,  and  the  same 
being  approved  of  by  the  said  court,  the  same  shall  be  recorded  in 
the  recorder’s  office  at  Harrisburg;  and  the  said  avenues,  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys  so  laid  out  by  the  said  commissioners,  shall,  when 
thus  approved  of  by  the  said  court,  be  deemed,  taken  and  allowed 
to  be  public  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  said  city  of  Harrisburg, 
and  to  be  hereafter  opened,  as  is  hereinafter  directed  by  the  provi- 
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sious  of  this  act;  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
■Reservoirs  or  may  designate,  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  a  plot,  piece  or 
OreTto  r,'la"  Parcel  of  ground,  containing  not  less  than  twenty  acres,  to  be  for  the 
use  of  the  public  and  of  the  said  city,  upon  which  plot,  piece  or 
parcel  of  ground,  reservoirs  or  basins  for  holding  water,  or  other 
necessary  buildings  and  works,  for  the  use  of  the  said  city  and  its 
inhabitants,  may  be  hereafter  erected;  said  plot,  piece  or  parcel  of 
ground  to  be  appropriated,  taken  and  occupied,  and  the  damages  to 
be  ascertained  and  adjusted,  as  in  this  act  provided  for  the  opening 
Proviso.  of.  avenues,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  within  the  said  city:  Provided , 
That  the  damages  for  the  said  plot,  piece  or  parcel  of  ground  shall 
be  paid  by  the  city  of  Harrisburg. 

Commission-  Section  84.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  receive  no  corn- 
era  to  receive  pensation  for  their  services,  except  the  necessary  expenses  for 
no  compensa-  stationery  and  carriage  hire;  they  may  be  allowed  the  time  necessary 
(not  exceeding  two  years)  to  fulfil  and  complete  the  duties  assigned 
to  them  by  this  act,  and  arc  hereby  authorized,  by  and  with  the  con- 
Compensation  sent  of  the  mayor  and  council,  to  fix  the  number  and  compensation 
of  employees,  0f  their  employees,  and  the  amounts  to  be  respectively  paid  to  such 
how  fixed  and  empl0yees  for  their  services,  whilst  actually  employed  in  the  discharge 
of  their  several  and  respective. duties;  such  compensation  to  be  paid 
to  such  employees  respectively,  upon  certificates  signed  by  said  com¬ 
missioners,  or  a  majority  of  them;  when  countersigned  and  approved 
by  the  said  mayor,  said  certificates  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  said  city,  out  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  said 
city,  and  not  otherwise  specifically  appropriated,  which  certificates 
shall  be  proper  vouchers  for  such  treasurer,  and  be  allowed  as  credits 
to  the  said  treasurers  in  the  settlement  of  their  respective  accounts; 
the  said  commissioners  to  use,  occupy  and  enjoy  the  council  chamber 
of  the  said  city  as  their  office,  which  shall  be  furnished  by  the  said 
council,  with  the  proper  and  necessary  accommodations  for  the  use 
of  the  said  commissioners,  their  engineers,  surveyors  and  draughts¬ 
men.

Section  85.  That  at  any  time  hereafter,  when  the  necessities  of 
the  said  city,  and  the  increase  of  the  population  thereof,  shall  require 
the  same  to  be  done,  the  council  of  the  said  city,  by  an  ordinance  or 
ordinances  passed  by  the  said  council,  and  approved  of  by  the  said 
mayor,  may  direct  such  or  so  many  of  the  said  avenues,  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys  to  be  opened,  graded  and  curbed,  as  the  said  council 
for  the  time  beiug  may  deem  necessary  to  accommodate  the  desire  for 
improvement  and  building  thereon,  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
city,  or  by  other  persons;  and  after  the  said  avenues,  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys  shall  be  thus  ordered  to  be  opened,  graded  find  curbed, 
the  said  court  shall,  upon  the  application  by  petition,  presented  in 
open  couit  by  the  mayor  of  the  said  city,  or  by  the  president  of  said 
council,  or  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lands,  occupied  and  taken 
for  the  said  avenues,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  so  as  aforesaid  ordered 
to  be  opened,  curbed  and  graded,  appoint  six  discreet  and  disinter¬ 
ested  freeholders,  residents  (of  the  said  city  of  Harrisburg,  or)  of 
the  said  county  of  Dauphin,  who  being  first  duly  sworn  or  affirmed 
according  to  law,  shall  inquire  what  damage  the  owner  or  owners  of 
the  said  lands,  houses  or  other  buildings  shall  or  may  sustain,  by 
reason  of  the  same  being  injured,  taken,  used  and  occupied  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid:  Provided ,  That  in  assessing  said  damages,  no 
compensation  shall  be  maJe  or  allowed  by  the  said  freeholders,  to  any 
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person  or  persons  for  houses  or  other  buildings,  erected  or  built  by 
any  person  or  persons  on  any  of  the  avenues,  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  ctf  the  said  city,  from  and  after  the  said  avenues,  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys  shall  have  been  designated  and  laid  out  by  the  said  com¬ 
missioners  or  a  majority  of  them:  Provided  also,  That  it  shall  also  Proviso, 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  freeholders,  in  assessing  such  damages,  to 
take  into  consideration  the  advantages  which  have  accrued,  or  may 
thereafter  accrue  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  houses  or 
other  buildings  erected  thereon,  before  the  designation  thereof  by 
the  said  commissioners  as  aforesaid,  by  reason  of  the  opening,  grad¬ 
ing  and  curbing  of  the  said  avenues,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  of 
the  avenues,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  adjoining  thereto,  or  connected 
therewith;  and  if  any  live  of  the  said  freeholders,  being  first  duly 
sworn  or  affirmed,  view  the  said  premises,  they  or  any  four  of  the 
said  freeholders  may  make  report  of  their  proceedings  thereon  to  the 
said  court:  And  provided  further,  That  before  such  avenues,  streets,  Proviso, 
lanes  and  alleys  shall  be  opened,  used  and  occupied,  in  pursuance  of 
the  ordinance  or  ordinances  of  the  said  council,  compensation  shall 
be  made  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  property,  or  adequate 
security  given  therefor,  before  said  avenues,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys 
shall  be  opened,  graded  and  curbed. 

Section  36.  That  upon  the  return  of  the  valuation  and  assess-  Damages, 
ment  of  damages  as  aforesaid,  for  lands,  houses  or  other  buildings  wll0n  to  1)0 
injured,  or  so  as  aforesaid  opened,  taken,  used  and  occupied  for  any  pai  * 
of  the  public  avenues,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  within  the  said  city, 
and  the  same  having  been  approved  of  by  the  court  of  quarter  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  said  county  of  Dauphin,  the  amount  of  damages,  so 
awarded  and  approved  by  the  said  court,  shall  be  paid  within  six 
months  from  and  after  the  same  shall  have  been  so  approved  by  the 
said  court,  by  the  county  of  Dauphin,  or  secured  to  be  paid  there¬ 
after  by  the  said  county,  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  owner  or  owners : 

Provided,  That  unless  the  said  damages  shall  be  paid  within  one  Proviso, 
year  next  from  aud  after  the  confirmation,  by  the  said  court,  of  the 
report  made  by  the  said  freeholders,  or  secured  to  be  paid  as  provided 
in  this  section,  the  said  owner  or  owners  may  proceed  to  collect  the 
same  as  judgments  are  now  collected  under  the  laws  of  this  com¬ 
monwealth,  by  execution  or  executions  issued  thereon  against  the 
said  county  of  Dauphin. 

Section  37.  That  all  general,  special  and  municipal  elections,  Elections, 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  said  city,  except  elections  for  military  where  to  be 
officers,  £  na  1  be  held  in  their  respective  wards  as  follows,  to  wit : 

The  election  for  the  First  ward  shall  be  held  at  the  public  school 
house  at  the  corner  of  Mary’s  alley  and  Front  street;  the  election 
for  the  Second  ward  shall  be  held  at  the  court  house,  on  Market 
street,  at  the  place  where  the  elections  for  the  South  ward  are  now 
held;  the  election  for  the  Third  ward  shall  be  held  at  the  court 
house,  on  Market  street,  at  the  place  where  the  elections  for  the 
West  ward  are  now  held;  the  election  for  the  Fourth  ward  shall  be 
held  at  the  public  school  house  in  State  street,  between  Second  and 
Third  st  reets;  the  elections  for  the  Fifth  ward  shall  be  held  at  the 
house  belonging  to  General  John  Forster,  on  the  state  road  leading 
from  the  reservoir  grounds  to  the  state  road  leading  from  the  Sus¬ 
quehanna  river  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  hospital;  and  the 
elections  for  the  Sixth  ward  shall  be  held  at  the  school  house  in 
West  Harrisburg:  Provided,  That  the  places  of  holding  the  election,  Proviso, 
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designated  in  this  section,  for  the  Second  and  Third  wards,  in  case 
of  the  pulling  down  of  the  present  court  house,  and  until  another 
be  erected,  shall  be  held  at  the  following  places,  to  wit:  for  the 
Second  ward,  at  the  western  window  of  Herr’s  hotel,  on  Market 
street,  and  for  the  Third  ward  at  the  school  house  in  Walnut  street, 
between  Second  and  Front  streets,  in  said  city. 

Section  38.  That  the  general,  special,  municipal  and  all  other 
elections,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  said  city  of  Harrisburg, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  and 
the  ordinances  of  the  said  city,  except  military  elections,  shall  be 
held  at  the  same  place  in  the  respective  wards  of  the  said  city,  as  is 
provided  for  in  the  next  preceding  section  of  this  act;  the  said  elec¬ 
tions  to  be  held  and  conducted  by  the  same  judges,  inspectors  and 
clerks,  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  election  of  members  of 
the  common  council;  said  elections  to  be  conducted  in  the  same  way 
and  manner,  in  all  respects,  as  is  or  shall  be  directed  by  the  laws 
relating  to  the  general  elections  of  this  commonwealth;  the  county 
commissioners  of  the  said  county  of  Dauphin,  shall  have  the  respect¬ 
ive  places,  appointed  for  holding  such  elections,  put  in  convenient 
and  proper  order  for  holding  and  conducting  the  same,  and  shall 
furnish  to  the  election  officers  of  each  ward,  a  list  of  all  the  taxables 
of  such  ward ;  also  the  necessary  blanks  and  stationery  for  all  such 
general  and  special  elections;  in  all  general  and  special  elections 
within  the  said  city,  each  ward  thereof  shall  be  an  election  district, 
and  have  a  return  judge;  and  in  such  elections,  the  return  judges 
shall  meet  at  the  court  house  in  the  said  city,  as  is  now  by  law  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  meeting  of  the  return  judges  of  election  for  the  county 
of  Dauphin. 

Section  39.  That  the  several  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  now  ex¬ 
isting  and  being  within  the  said  city,  shall  be  of  the  width  laid  out 
originally  by  the  proprietors  of  the  ground,  or  according  to  law,  as 
they  have  been  heretofore  established  and  recorded  for  the  borough 
of  Harrisburg,  namely:  Paxton  street,  Second  street  and  Market 
street,  shall  each  be  eighty  feet  wide;  Meadow  lane,  from  Second  to 
Market  street,  shall  be  thirty-three  feet  wide;  Yine  street,  forty  feet 
wide;  Front  street,  extended  below  Paxton  street,  forty-five  feet 
wide;  Mulberry  street,  Chestnut  street,  Walnut  street,  Locust  street, 
Pine  street,  Third  street,  to  Meadow  lane,  Fifth  street,  Sixth  street, 
High  street,  in  the  rear  of  the  arsenal,  and  Short  street,  shall  each 
be  fifty-two  and  a-half  feet  wide;  State  street,  in  front  and  rear  of 
the  capitol,  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  wide;  High  or  Fourth 
street,  in  the  rear  of  the  capitol,  North  street,  Spruce  and  Filbert 
street,  each  sixty  feet  wide;  Canal  street,  below  North  street,  in¬ 
cluding  the  twenty  feet  given  to  public  use  by  lot  holders,  to  be  fifty- 
three  feet  wide;  South  street,  in  the  rear  of  the  public  grounds, 
forty  feet  and  six  inches  at  High  street,  and  thirty-eight  feet  at 
Poplar  lane;  South  street,  in  front  of  the  public  grounds,  Third 
street,  from  South  to  North  street,  each  sixty  feet  wide;  the  streets 
on  the  east,  north  and  west  of  the  reservoir  grounds,  shall  be  forty 
feet  wide;  Third  street,  extending  from  North  street  to  the  road 
from  Hammou’s  to  the  canal,  shall  be  sixty  feet  wide;  Washington 
avenue,  from  Second  to  Front  street,  fifty-five  feet  wide;  Liberty 
street,  thirty  feet  wide;  Myrtle  alley,  Willow  alley,  Spring  alley, 
Church  alley,  Chestnut  alley,  Cedar  alley,  Buttonwood  alley,  West 
alley,  Poplar  lane,  Tanner’s  lane,  Barbara  alley,  Cranberry  alley, 
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Strawberry  alley,  Blackberry  alley,  Cherry  alley,  Mary’s  alley,  River 
alley,  Raspberry  alley,  Dewberry  alley,  Huckleberry  alley,  Love 
lane,  and  the  alleys  from  Fourth  street  and  from  Market  street,  to 
the  English  and  German  burying  grounds,  each  twenty  feet  wide; 

North  alley,  seventeen  feet  wide,  and  South  alley  fourteen  feet  wide; 

Canal  street,  from  Market  to  Walnut,  shall  be  feet  wide. 

Section  40.  That  Water  street,  running  from  the  west  end  of  Water  street, 
State  street  to  the  water  house,  and  thence  extending  up  the  river  relative  to. 
the  several  courses  and  distances  as  laid  down  upon  the  draft  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  of 
Dauphin,  to  intersect  Second  street,  shall  be  thirty-three  feet  wide ; 
and  that  the  corporation  may  occupy  so  much  of  said  street  as  is 
necessary  for  the  erection  of  their  wharf  to  lay  their  coal  upon,  to 
carry  on  the  water  works  for  the  supplying  the  city  with  water,  with¬ 
out  being  amenable  as  trespassers  for  obstructing  any  part  of  said 
street. 

Section  41.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  Sanitary  reg- 
supervisors  or  commissioners  of  streets  and  council  of  the  city  of  nlations,  rela- 
Harrisburg,  shall  be  amenable  for  any  gross  neglect  of  duty  in  per- tive  t0, 
mitting  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  said  city  to  be  violated  or 
neglected,  or  by  suffering  the  avenues,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys 
within  the  said  city  to  be  obstructed  in  any  way  or  manner,  by 
neglecting  to  cause  any  filth  or  nuisance  to  be  removed,  which  is 
injurious  to  the  health  of  the  city  or  the  comfort  of  its  inhabitants; 
for  any  of  the  aforesaid  neglects  or  violations  of  duty,  the  said 
supervisors,  commissioners  of  streets  or  council  may  be  proceeded 
against  by  information  and  indictment;  and  upon  conviction  before 
the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county  of 
Dauphin,  they,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  individually  fined,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  said  court. 

Section  42.  That  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg  are  Paxton  creek 
hereby  authorized  to  straighten  Paxton  creek,  wherever  the  same  authorized  to 
may  be  necessary  within  the  boundary  lines  of  the  said  city  and  be  straight- 
Swatara  township,  and  also  to  change  the  bed  of  the  said  stream  ene  ' 
wherever  it  may  become  necessary  to  accomplish  the  desired  object 
of  removing  all  obstructions  in  said  creek,  so  that  no  stagnant  water 
will  remain  in  the  said  creek  or  its  immediate  vicinity. 

Section  43.  That  all  persons  who  may  feel  themselves  aggrieved  Damages  by 
or  in  any  way  damaged  by  the  straightening  or  changing  of  the  bed  straightening 
of  Paxton  creek,  shall  or  may  apply  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  relative  to. 
of  the  county  of  Dauphin,  and  have  their  damages  valued  and 
assessed,  as  is  provided  for  in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act, 
relating  to  the  opening,  grading  and  curbing  of  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  within  the  said  city,  and  the  damages,  if  any,  to  be  paid  by 
the  county  of  Dauphin. 

Section  44.  That  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  Council  to 
council  of  the  said  city  shall  take  measures  to  carry  out  all  the  carry  out  pro¬ 
necessary  provisions  contained  in  this  act,  for  the  benefit  and  interest  ^lons 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  city. 

Section  45.  That  the  mayor  of  the  said  city  shall  appoint  some  Police  consta- 
proper  person  to  attend  his  office,  and  act  as  a  police  constable  ble,  duties  of. 
throughout  the  bounds  of  the  city,  who  shall  be  styled  and  known 
as  the  chief  police  constable  of  the  said  city,  and  be  authorized  to 
arrest  all  vagrants  and  disorderly  persons,  and  bring  them  before  the 
mayor  of  the  said  city,  or  in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  from 
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sickness  or  any  other  cause,  he  shall  in  that  case  take  the  said  offend¬ 
ers  before  any  of  the  aldermen  of  the  said  city,  to  be  dealt  with 
according  to  law,  and  to  execute  and  serve  all  process  issued  by  the 
mayor  or  aldermen  of  the  said  city;  and  on  all  extraordinary  occa¬ 
sions,  when  imperious  necessity  requires,  the  said  mayor  shall  be 
authorized  to  appoint  so  many  police  officers  as  the  emergency  of  the 
case  may  require,  whose  fees  for  services  shall  be  the  same  as  con¬ 
stables;  and  in  case  of  disobedience  or  neglect  of  duty,  or  when  the 
said  emergency  has  passed  or  ceased  to  exist,  the  mayor  shall  have 
power,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  dismiss  such  special  police 
officer,  or  any  of  them. 

Section  46.  That  all  acts  of  assembly  now  in  force,  touching  or 
concerning  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  and  all  the  by  laws  and  ordi¬ 
nances  of  the  said  borough  of  Harrisburg,  not  being  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force  and 
virtue,  in  the  said  city,  until  the  same  shall  be  re-enacted,  repealed, 
altered  or  supplied  by  other  acts  of  assembly,  or  by  the  by-laws  or 
ordinances  enacted  under  the  authority  hereby  given  to  the  council 
of  the  said  city. 

Section  47.  That  no  alderman  of  the  said  city,  or  any  person 
holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of 
the  said  city,  the  emoluments  whereof  are  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  said  city,  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  council. 

Section  48.  That  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the  first  election, 
to  be  held  on  the  second  Friday  of  April  next,  for  municipal  officers 
of  the  said  city,  the  judges  and  inspectors  thereof  shall  be  chosen 
at  the  time  and  places  fixed  for  said  election,  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  said  wards  present  at  the  said  time,  and  at  the  several  places 
named  in  this  act  in  the  respective  wards;  at  which  election  the 
qualified  citizens  of  the  said  wards  shall  elect  judges  and  inspectors 
of  elections  for  their  several  and  respective  wards,  to  hold  the  next 
general  and  presidential  elections  in  their  said  wards,  in  the  manner 
now  provided  by  law  for  the  election  of  judges  and  inspectors  of 
such  elections. 

Section  49.  That  the  said  council  shall  rent,  until  they  can 
provide  for,  erect  or  purchase,  a  lock-up  or  watch  house  in  some  con¬ 
venient  part  of  the  said  city,  for  the  detainer  and  confining  of 
vagrants  and  persons  arrested  by  the  police  officers,  until  the  persons 
so  arrested  can  be  taken  before  the  mayor  or  some  proper  magistrate 
for  hearing,  and  committed  to  prison  or  discharged;  but  no  person 
shall  be  detained  in  the  said  watch  house  for  a  longer  time  than 
twenty-four  hours,  except  upon  the  order  of  the  mayor,  or  a  magis¬ 
trate  legally  authorized,  who  may  commit  such  person  for  further 
hearing. 

Section  50.  That  each  and  every  mayor  and  alderman  of  the 
said  city,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  office,  shall  be 
liable  to  be  removed  from  office  in  the  same  manner  that  justices  of 
the  peace  are,  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth, 
removable  for  misconduct  in  office 

Section  51.  That  all  persons  elected  or  appointed  under  the 
authority  of  this  act,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  usual  oath  of  office,  be 
sworn  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this 
state;  and  any  person  so  elected  or  appointed,  who  shall  refuse  to 
take  upon  himself  the  duties  of  such  office,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  debts  under  one  hundred 
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dollars  are  by  law  recoverable,  unless  tbe  fine  shall  be  remitted  by 
the  mayor  of  said  city,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  remit  the  same 
on  sufficient  cause  shown,  or  by  the  council,  who  are  hereby  authori¬ 
zed,  on  sufficient  cause  shown,  to  remit  the  said  fine,  in  case  of  the 
refusal  to  act  of  the  person  elected  to  serve  as  mayor. 

Section  52.  That  all  property  and  estates  whatsoever,  real,  per-  Borough  pro- 
sonal  and  mixed,  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  are  hereby  severally  Perty>  re!a_ 
and  respectively  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  corporation  or  body  tlYe  t0' 
politic  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  and  their  successors;  the  said  city 
to  have  and  to  hold  the  same,  to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
said  city,  and  its  citizens  or  inhabitants  forever;  and  until  the  cor¬ 
poration  of  the  said  city  shall  be  duly  organized  under  this  act,  the 
present  charter  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg  shall  continue  in  full 
force  and  operation;  and  all  persons  now  holding  offices  under  the 
said  charter  shall  hold  their  offices  as  they  now  may  or  can  do  by 
law,  until  the  officers  provided  for  in  this  act  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  as  soon  as  this  act 
shall  go  into  operation,  all  suits,  prosecutions,  debts  and  claims  what¬ 
soever,  to  which  the  said  borough  shall  be  a  party,  shall,  by  force 
thereof,  become  transferred  to  the  said  city,  which,  in  all  suits  now 
.  pending,  shall  be  substituted  as  party  therein,  and  be  under  the 
management  and  control  thereof,  as  fully  and  completely  as  if  no 
alteration  had  been  made  in  the  said  charter;  and  all  contracts, 
claims  and  demands  of  whatsoever  nature,  now  existing,  and  whether 
the  same  be  performable  or  payable,  presently  or  in  future,  by  the 
said  borough  of  Harrisburg,  shall,  by  force  and  virtue  of  this  act,  be 
fulfilled  by,  and  be  recoverable  from,  or  payable  by  the  city  of  Har¬ 
risburg. 


Section  53.  That  the  said  council  shall,  once  in  every  year 
cause  to  be  published,  in  one  or  more  of  tile  newspapers  printed  in 
the  said  city,  a  just  and  true  account  of  all  the  moneys  which  shall 
halve  accrued  to  them  in  their  corporate  capacity  during  the  year 
preceding  such  publication,  and  also  of  the  disposition  thereof,  ex¬ 
hibiting  the  amount  of  taxes  levied  and  assessed  on  all  taxable 
property,  and  on  all  persons,  for  water  rents,  together  with  the  rents 
of  the  market  houses  and  stalls  on  the  streets,  and  all  other  revenues 
of  the  said  city;  also  exhibiting  all  outstanding  taxes  and  revenues 
of  every  kind;  also  the  credits  for  all  exonerations  of  taxes  which 
could  not  be  collected,  the  amount  of  per  centage  paid  for  collecting 
taxes  and  water  rents,  and  all  other  revenue  of  the  said  city,  together 
with  all  the  expenses  of  the  city,  all  outstanding  debts  due  by  the 
said  city,  including  the  permanent  or  funded  debt  of  the  said  city. 

Section  54.  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  taken, 
deemed,  held  or  construed  so  as  to  affect  the  school  districts  at  pres¬ 
ent  existing  in  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  but  the  same  shall  be 
and  remain  as  now  established  by  law :  Provided,  That  all  the  terri¬ 
tory  iucluded  within  the  First  and  Second  wards  of  the  said  city 
shall  constitute  the  school  district  now  designated  and  known  as  the 
South  ward  school  district,  and  all  the  other  territory  of  the  said 
city  shall  be  included  in  what  is  now  the  North  ward  school  district 
of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  until  otherwise  arranged  and  altered 
by  law. 

Section  55.  That  as  often  as  any  doubts  shall  arise  touching  the 
construction  of  this  act,  the  same  shall,  in  all  courts  of  law  and 
equity  and  elsewhere,  be  construed  and  taken  most  favorably  for  the 
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said  corporation:  Provided,  That  this  act,  and  the  powers  and 
authorities  herein  vested  in  the  said  city,  shall  not  be  impaired, 
affected,  defeated  or  destroyed  by  any  neglect  or  omission  to  appoint 
all  or  any  of  its  officers  at  the  time  or  times  appointed  for  electing 
or  appointing  the  said  officers;  and  in  case  of  any  such  neglect  or 
omission,  the  mayor  and  alderman  of  the  said  city,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  forthwith  take  all  necessary  measures  to  cure  and  supply 
all  such  defects  aud  omissions,  giving  due  notice  thereof  in  the 
public  newspapers  of  the  said  city:  And  provided  further,  That  all 
acts  or  parts  of  acts  relating  to  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  which 
are  altered  or  supplied  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby 
repealed.

AN  ACT 

To  alter  an  act,  entitled  “An  Act  to  erect  the  town  of  Harrisburg,  in  the 

county  of  Dauphin,  into  a  borough.” 

» 

Whereas,  By  the  sixth  section  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  of  this  Commonwealth,  passed  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  April, 
Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled 
“  An  Act  to  erect  the  town  of  Harrisburg,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin, 
into  a  borough,”  it  is  enacted,  “That  the  burgesses,  and  freeholders, 
inhabitants  of  Harrisburg,  respectively,  forever  shall  enjoy  all  the 
power's,  jurisdictions,  exclusions,  authorities  and  privileges,  and  be 
subject  to  the  same  qualifications,  restrictions,  penalties,  fines  and 
forfeitures,  within  the  said  borough,  as  are  enjoyed  by,  and  limited 
to,  the  burgesses  and  inhabitants  of  the  borough  of  Reading,  in  the 
county  of  Berks And  whereas,  It  appears  by  petition  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  said  borough  of  Harrisburg,  that  experience  has 
fully  proved,  that  owing  to  a  difference  in  the  local  situation  of  the 
two  places,  and  various  other  causes,  the  act  of  assembly  for  erecting 
the  town  of  Reading  into  a  borough,  however  applicable  to  the  pur¬ 
pose  for  which  it  was  originally  intended  by  the  legislature,  is  not 
well  calculated  for  the  good  government  of  the  borough  of  Harris¬ 
burg;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  said  town  of  Harrisburg  shall  still  continue  and  forever  remain 
a  borough  under  the  name  and  title  of  “The  Borough  of  Harrisburg,” 
the  extent  and  bounds  of  which  shall  be  the  same  as  in  the  original 
law,  to  wit :  Beginning  at  low-water  mark  on  the  eastern  shore  of  the 
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Susquehanna  river ;  thence  by  the  pine-apple  tree,  north  sixty  degrees 
and  one  quarter,  east  seventy-nine  perches,  to  an  ash  tree  on  the 
west  hank  of  Paxton  creek;  thence  by  the  several  courses  thereof 
three  hundred  and  twenty-three  perches,  to  a  white-hickory  in  Wil¬ 
liam  Maclay’s  line;  thence  by  the  same  south  sixty-seven  degrees 
and  three  quarters,  west  two  hundred  and  twelve  perches  to  a  marked 
chestnut-oak  on  the  eastern  bank  of  the  Susquehanna ;  thence  by  the 
same  course  to  low-water  mark,  and  from  thence  by  the  low-water 
mark  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore-  Who  may 
said,  That  the  freeholders,  housekeepers  and  other  inhabitants  of  the  Yote  for  oft-

reputable  citizens,  to  be  a  town  .council,*  and  shall  also  elect  as  afore¬ 
said  one  reputable  citizen  as  high  constable,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
residents  and  freeholders  of  the  said  borough.  And  also  shall,  at 
the  same  time  and  place,  elect  four  suitable  persons  for  constables, f  Constables, 
and  return  the  said  persons  so  elected  for  constables  to  the  next  court 
of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  of  Dauphin ;  and  the  said  court 
shall  appoint  two  of  them  to  be  constables  of  the  said  borough,  for 
one  year,  from  and  after  the  time  of  their  appointment ;  but  previous 
to  the  opening  of  said  election,  such  of  the  inhabitants  as  are  present 
at  the  court  house,  shall  elect  three  reputable  citizens  as  judges,  one 
as  inspector  and  two  as  clerks  of  the  said  election,  which  shall  be 
regulated  and  conducted  throughout  according  to  the  general  elec-  Mode  of  con- 
tion  law  of  this  commonwealth,  and  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  ducting  the 
penalties,  for  mal-practices,  as  by  the  said  law  is  imposed ;  and  the  election, 
said  judges,  inspectors  and  clerks,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  to  perform  the  same  with  fidelity, 
and  after  said  election  shall  be  closed,  shall  declare  the  persons  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  to  be  duly  elected ;  and  in  case  that 
any  two  or  more  candidates  should  have  an  equal  number  of  votes, 
the  preference  shall  be  determined  by  lot,  to  be  drawn  by  the  three 
judges,  in  the  presence  of  the  inspector  and  clerks,  whereupon  du¬ 
plicate  certificates  of  said  election  shall  be  signed  by  the  said  judges,  Certificates  of 
one  of  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  election  to  be 
sessions  of  the  said  county,  to  be  deposited  in  his  office,  and  the 
other  shall  be  filed  with  the  papers  belonging  to  the  corporation. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  high  constable  for  the  preceding 
year,  to  give  notice  in  writing  to  each  of  the  persons  so  elected  as 
aforesaid ;  and  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal  or  refusal 
to  accept  of  any  of  the  said  offices,  the  chief  burgess,  or  in  his  ab-

How  vacan-  sence  or  inability  to  act,  the  assistant  burgess  shall  issue  his  precept' 
cies  are  to  be  dieted  to  the  high  constable  to  hold  an  election  in  manner  afore¬ 
said,  to  supply  such  vacancy,  giving  at  least  eight  days’  notice  of 
such  election  by  six  advertisements  set  up  in  the  most  public  places 
in  the  said  borough. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore¬ 
said ,  That  from  and  after  the  third  Friday  in  March  next,  the  chief 
burgess,  assistant  burgess  and  town  council,  duly  elected  as  afore¬ 
said,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  “  The  chief  burgess,  assistant  burgess  and 
town  council  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,”  and  shall  have  per¬ 
petual  succession ;  and  the  said  chief  burgess,  assistant  burgess  and 
town  council,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  have, 
get,  receive,  hold  and  possess,  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tene¬ 
ments,  rents,  liberties,  jurisdictions,  franchises  and  hereditaments, 
to  them  and  their  successors,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  not  exceed-  . 
ing  the  yearly  value  of  five  thousand  dollars;  and  also  to  grant,  sell 
let  and  assign  the  same,  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  rents ; 
and  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  they  shall  be  capable  in  law  te> 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  law 
in  this  commonwealth,  in  all  manner  of  actions  whatsoever;  and  to 
have  and  use  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  at 
their  will  to  change  and  alter,  until  it  be  otherwise  directed  by  law ; 
and  the  said  inhabitants  shall  hereafter  forever  hold  two  markets  in 
each  week,  one  on  Wednesday  and  one  on  Saturday,  and  two  fairs 
in  each  year,  one  on  the  second  Thursday  and  succeeding  Friday  in 
June,  and  the  other  on  the  second  Thursday  and  succeeding  Friday 
in  October,  forever.* 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore¬ 
said ,  That  if  any  person,  duly  elected  as  chief  burgess,  assistant 
burgess,  member  of  the  town  council,  or  high  constable,  as  afore¬ 
said,  and  having  received  notice  thereof,  as  directed  by  this  act,  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon  himself  the  execution  of  the  office  to 
which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  or  having  taken  upon  himself  the 
duties  of  said  office,  shall  neglect  to  discharge  the  same  according  to 
•  law,  every  person  so  refusing  or  neglecting,  shall,  for  every  such 
offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  which  fine  and  all 
other  fines  and  forfeitures  incurred  and  made  payable  in  pursuance 
of  this  act,  or  of  any  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  town  coun¬ 
cil,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  be  recov- 
Fiaes,  how  re-  ered  before  the  chief  burgess,  or  in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
covered,  and  |jefore  the  assistant  burgess,  in  the  same  manner  that  debts  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  one  hundred  dollars  are  recoverable  before  a  justice  of  the

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore-

Providing  for  a  lock-up  in  the  borough  of  Harrisburg;  relative  to  the  audit¬ 
ors  of  said  borough  and  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  same,  &c.,  passed 

February  26,  1852. 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  chief  burgess,  assistant 
burgess,  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  in  the  county  To  provide  for 
of  Dauphin,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  have  lock-up 
built,  or  otherwise  provided  and  supported  within  the  bounds  of  said  ofe 

borough,  at  the  expense  thereof,  a  suitable  building  for  the  security  Harrisburg 
and  temporary  detention  and  confinement  of  any  person  or  persons 
committed  by  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  any  constable,  or  the  chief 
burgess  of  said  borough,  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  of  this  common¬ 
wealth,  or  of  the  ordinances  of  the  borough  aforesaid,  there  to  remain 
and  be  .kept  until  such  offender  or  offenders  can  be  removed  to  the  com¬ 
mon  jail  of  said  county  (if  committed  for  any  indictable  offence),  or 
until  discharged  according  to  law:  Provided,  That  no  person  or  per-  Proviso, 
sons  shall  be  confined  in  said  lock-up  house  at  any  one  time  for  a 
longer  period  than  forty-eight  hours,  except  such  person  or  persons 
be  charged  with  an  indictable  offence,  or  until  discharged  by  law  or 
removed  to  the  common  jail  of  the  aforesaid  county,  by  the  proper 
officer. 

Section  2.  That  the  expense  of  arresting,  binding  over,  or  com-  Expenses, 
mitting  and  keeping  any  such  person  or  persons  in  said  lock-up  house  k°w  P^d. 
or  conveying  him,  her,  or  them,  on  any  indictable  offence,  to  the 
common  jail  of  Dauphin  county,  shall  be  paid  by  the  commissioners 
of  said  county, .on  the  presentation  of  proper  accounts  to  the  said 
commissioners;  but  if,  upon  a  hearing  before  any  of  the  justices  of 
the  peace  of  said  borough,  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  discharged 
for  want  of  sufficient  cause  to  bind  him,  her,  or  them,  over  for  trial 
at  the  next  criminal  court  of  said  county,  the  said  magistrate  shall 
have  power  to  require  such  person  or  persons  to  pay  all  the  costs 
that  may  have  accrued  in  the  case  (if  to  him  it  shall  seem  just  and 
proper  under  all  the  circumstances),  and  to  enforce  the  collection  of 
the  same  by  judgment  and  execution  in  the  ordinary  way  of  collect¬ 
ing  debts  of  like  amount:  Provided,  however,  That  if  such  offender 
or  offenders  are  unable  to  pay  the  costs,  or  should  not  be  ordered  to 
pay  them  by  the  magistrate,  as  above  authorized,  the  same  shall  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg. 

Section  3.  That  the  high  constable  and  other  constables  of  the  Constables  to

That  the  fifty-fourth  section  of  the  act  of  the  fourth  Repeal  of  cer- 
day  of  March,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-  ^  aud^" 
two,  relating  to  auditors  in  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  be,  and  the  or^in0  Harris- 
same  is  hereby  repealed ;  and  the  auditing  and  settling  of  the  borough  burg. 
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accounts  in  said  section  referred  to,  shall  be  audited,  settled  and  ad¬ 
justed  by  a  committee  of  the  town  council  of  said  borough,  appointed 
for  that  purpose,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  act 
of  incorporation  of  said  borough  of  Harrisburg.

That  all  that  part  of  the  North  ward  of  the  bor-  Borough  divi- 
ou"h  of  Harrisburg,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin,  lying  north  of  the  decl  'nt0  f°U1' 
centre  of  Market  street  and  west  of  the  centre  of  Third  street,  as  wartis- 
extended  to  the  northern  line  of  said  borough,  shall  hereafter  form 
a  separate  election  district,  and  shall  be  called  the  West  district  of 
the  North  ward  of  the  borough  of  Harrisbug;  and  the  qualified 
electors  of  said  district  shall  hold  their  elections  at  the  front  window 
of  the  court  room,  in  the  north-west  wing  of  the  court  house  in  said 
borough,  and  that  Samuel  Brenizer  shall  be  the  judge,  and  Daniel 
A.  Kepner  and  Alexander  W.  Watson  the  inspectors  to  hold  the 
first  elections  under  this  act  for  said  West  district;  and  that  the  rest 
of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  North  ward  of  the  borough  of  Har¬ 
risburg  aforesaid,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  elections  at  the  west 
window  in  the  rotunda  of  the  court  house  aforesaid;  and  that  all  that 
part  of  the  South  ward  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  as  aforesaid, 
lying  south  of  the  centre  of  Market  street  and  east  of  the  centre  of 
Second  street,  to  its  intersection  with  Paxton  street,  and  from  thence 
all  east  of  the  centi-e  of  Paxton  street  to  the  centre  of  Paxton  creek, 
the  eastern  line  of  said  borough  of  Harrisburg,  shall  hereafter  form 
a  separate  election  district,  and  shall  be  called  the  East  district  of 
the  South  ward  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg;  and  the  qualified 
electors  of  said  district  shall  hold  their  elections  at  the  east  window 
in  the  rotunda  of  the  court  house,  in  the  borough  aforesaid,  and  that 
Andrew  Graydon  shall  be  the  judge,  and  Jonathan  Hailman  and 
Elias  Zollinger  the  inspectors,  to  hold  the  first  elections  under  this 
act  for  said  East  district;  and  that  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  in 
any  manner  whatever,  to  interfere  with  the  common  school  districts 
as  at  present  constituted  in  said  borough  of  Harrisburg.

That  whenever  any  person  or  persons  shall  offend 
against  or  violate  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  any  individual  to  give  information  thereof  to 
any  justice  of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  cause  the  person  or  persons  so  offending,  to  be 
arrested  and  brought  before  him,  and  after  a  hearing  of  the  case,  if 
satisfied  of  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  he  shall  enter  judgment  for 
the  amount  of  the  aforesaid  penalty,  and  forthwith  issue  an  execu¬ 
tion  directed  to  any  constable  of  the  said  borough,  commanding  him 
to  make  the  amount  of  said  judgment  and  costs  out  of  any  property 
owned  or  possessed  by  any  person  or  persons  so  offending :  Provided, 
That  one-half  of  said  penalty  shall  go  to  the  use  of  the  informer, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  common  schools  of  said  borough.

That  all  taxes,  rates  and  levies,  which  may  hereafter 
be  lawfully  imposed  or  assessed  by  the  corporate  authority  of  the 
borough  of  Harrisburg,  on  real  estate  situate  in  said  borough,  shall 
be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  lien  on  the  said  real  estate 
on  which  they  may  hereafter  be  imposed  or  assessed,  and  the  said 
lien  shall  have  priority  to,  and  shall  be  fully  paid  and  satisfied  before 
any  recognizance,  mortgage,  judgment,  debt,  obligation  or  responsi¬ 
bility,  which  the  said  real  estate  may  become  charged  with,  or  liable 
to ;  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  said  liens  may  be  entered 
of  record  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county,  and  to 
be  recovered  as  other  debts  are  recoverable  in  said  court :  Provided, 
That  the  existence  of  such  lien  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  freehold 
in  any  real  estate  otherwise  unincumbered. 

Section  9.  That  the  water  rent  or  water  tax  now  authorized  by 
law  to  be  assessed  and  levied  in  said  borough  of  Harrisburg,  shall  be 
collected  and  disposed  of  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding 
section.

Taxing  dogs  in  certain  counties,  and  for  other  purposes,  passed  April 

21,  184G. 

Section  1.  That  all  dogs,  kept  or  owned  by  any  inhabitant  of 
the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  within  the  limits  of  said  borough,  shall 
be  deemed  personal  property,  and  subject  to  taxation,  for  the  use  of 
said  borough;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  of  said 
borough,  annually,  to  issue  their  precept  to  the  high  constable  of 
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said  borough,  authorizing  and  requiring  him  to  enumerate  and  return 
to  the  said  council,  within  twenty  days  thereafter,  the  names  of  all 
the  inhabitants  of  the  said  borough  who  own  or  keep  any  dog  or 
dogs  designating  the  number  kept  or  owned  by  each ;  whereupon  the 
said  town  council  shall  proceed  to  levy  and  assess,  on  every  such 
owner  or  keeper  as  afoi’esaid,  a  tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  for  the 
first  dog,  two  dollars  for  the  second  dog,  and  so  on  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  dogs  owned  or  kept  by  such  inhabitant;  which  said 
taxes  shall  be  enforced  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
taxes  are  collected  by  the  said  borough. 

Section  2.  The  thirty-second  section  of  the  act,  entitled  “an 
act  to  reduce  the  state  debt  and  to  incorporate  the  Pennsylvania 
canal  and  railroad  company,”  passed  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  April, 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-four,  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to 
the  levy  and  assessment  of  borough  taxes  in  said  borough  of  Harris¬ 
burg  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  town  council  of  said  borough  of 
Harrisburg,  after  completing  the  levy  and  assessment  of  the  borough 
taxes,  annually,  to  give  public  notice  thereof  to  the  inhabitants,  by 
advertisements,  in  at  least  two  newspapers,  published  in  the  said 
borough,  once  a  week,  for  at  least  three  weeks;  and  all  persons  on 
whom  borough  taxes  shall  have  been  assessed,  shall  have  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  paying  their  respective  taxes  directly  to  the  borough  treasurer, 
and  receiving  from  him  a  deduction  of  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount 
of  their  taxes  respectively  so  paid :  Provided,  They  shall  make  such 
payment  before  the  twentieth  day  cf  June,  of  each  year;  and  all 
taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  the  said  twentieth  day  of  June,  of  each 
year  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  collected  as  heretofore.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  if 
any  inhabitant  of  this  commonwealth  shall  make  complaint,  under 
oath,  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  county  in  which  he  re¬ 
sides,  that  any  dog  owned  by  a  citizen  of  said  county  is  mad,  or  has 
been  bitten  by  or  been  fighting  with  a  dog  that  is  mad,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  justice  to  give  notice  to  the  owner  to  appear 
forthwith,  for  the  hearing  of  the  said  complaint,  upon  which  hearing, 
if  the  justice  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  said  dog  is  mad,  or  that  he 
has  been  bitten  by  or  been  fighting  with  a  mad  dog,  he  shall  be 
authorized  to  make  an  order  that  the  said  dog  be  killed;  and  if  the 
owner  of  said  dog  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  put  him  to  death  imme¬ 
diately,  or  employ  some  one  to  kill  him,  he  shall  pay  all  legal  costs 
accruing  in  consequence  of  his  refusal  or  neglect;  and  in  such  case 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice  to  issue  an  order  to  any  constable 
of  the  county  who  may  be  most  convenient,  directing  him  forthwith 
to  put  the  said  dog  to  death,  and  who  shall  execute  the  same  under 
the  penalty  of  five  dollars;  and  if  no  constable  can  be  had  conve¬ 
niently  to  execute  the  said  order,  then  he  may  direct  the  order  to 
any  other  inhabitant  of  the  county  whom  he  may  designate,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  under  the  like  penalty  of  five  dollars,  to  execute 
the  said  order.

A  N  ACT 

To  supply  the  borough  of  Harrisburg  with  water,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
corporation  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin, 
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General  pow 
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be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  procure  and 
introduce  into  the  said  borough  a  sufficient  supply  of  pure  fresh 
water  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  thereof,  at  the  expense  of  the  said 
borough. 

Section  2.  In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the 
foregoing  section,  the  corporation  of  the  borough  of  Harrisburg 
aforesaid  are  hereby  authorized  to  occupy  and  use  such  streams  and 
springs  of  water  as  may  be  fixed  upon  and  found  suitable  or  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  said  corporation  for  that  purpose,  and  to  bring  and 
convey  the  requisite  supply  of  water  into  the  said  borough,  by  means 
of  pipes,  trunks  or  aqueducts;  and  also  to  dig  and  wall  up  the  said 
springs  and  streams,  and  to  provide  and  construct  the  proper  cisterns 
or  reservoirs  for  the  reception  of  the  water  thereof.  And  for  these 
purposes  the  said  corporation,  by  their  agents  and  workmen,  may  at 
all  times  enter  in  and  upon  and  occupy  and  use  such  lands  and  en¬ 
closures  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and  dig  trenches  and  drains 
or  ditches,  lay  and  construct  pipes,  trunks  or  aqueducts  through  the 
same,  and  whatever  else  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  as  well  as  constantly  to  protect,  uphold,  alter,  extend  and 
repair  the  same,  the  said  corporation  doing  as  little  injury  to  private 
property  as  may  he  practicable,  and  paying  for  whatever  land  shall 
be  occupied  or  damage  done  by  them  to  the  owners  thereof  such 
compensation  as  shall  be  amicably  agreed  upon  between  the  parties, 
or  as  shall  be  assessed  by  three  disinterested  citizens,  mutually  to  he 
■  chosen  between  them,  or,  in  case  of  disagreement,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county,  on  the  application 
'  of  either  party  to  the  said  court  for  that  purpose,  and  who  shall  first 
be  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  justly  aud  truly  to  make  such  assessment, 
after  viewing  the  premises  ai}d  hearing  the  parties.  And  the  said 
corporation  shall  at  all  times  thereafter  have  the  liberty  to  construct, 
renew,  repair,  extend  and  protect  the  .said  pipes,  trunks,  aqueducts, 
reservoirs,  and  all  other  works  which  they  may  deem  necessary  to 
construct  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  on  and  through  private  property, 
doing  as  little  damage  as  possible;  and  the  said  corporation  shall  also 
at  all  times  have  the  liberty  to  dig,  construct  and  lay  pipes,  trunks, 
aqueducts,  along  the  roads  and  highways,  streets  and  alleys,  within 
the  said  county,  and  under  the  Pennsylvania  canal,  and  to  revise, 
extend,  protect  and  repair  the  same,  whenever  required,  shutting  up 
and  amending  any  breaches  which  they  may  occasion  as  soon  as 
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practicable. 

Section  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  erect  hydrants  in  such 
streets  of  the  said  borough  where  pipes  shall  be  laid,  at  such  points 
as  they  may  deem  most  suitable,  to  be  used  solely  for  the  extinguish¬ 
ment  of  fires.  And  the  said  corporation  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  sell  out  of  the  said  water,  for  the  benefit  and  use  of 
the  said  borough,  to  all  and  every  person  and  persons  who  may  be 
disposed  to  use  the  same,  at  such  rates  as  may  be  by  them  from  time 
to  time  established,  having  regard  to  the  probable  quantity  of  water 
which  applicants  are  likely  to  consume,  and  regulating  the  price  ac¬ 
cordingly;  and  any  person  or  persons,  who  shall  take  any  of  the  said 
water  for  domestic,  manufacturing  or  other  purposes,  without  having 
previously  contracted  for  the  same  with  the  said  corporation,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  to  he 
recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  in  the  same 
manner  as  debts  of  equal  amount  are  now  by  law  recoverable,  one 
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half  of  such  fine  to  go  to  the  informant,  and  the  other  to  the  said 
corporation. 

Section  4  The  proceeds  of  sales  of  the  said  water  shall  be 
applied  by  the  said  corporation,  first  to  the  payment  of  the  interest 
on  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  borrow  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  so  long  as  it  may  be  thought  advisable  to  continue 
said  loan;  secondly,  to  the  discharge  of  the  principal  of  the  said 
loan,  and  lastly,  after  the  said  principal  and  interest  are  fully  paid 
olf,  to  apply  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  said  water  forever  thereafter 
to  the  extension  of  the  said  water  works  and  the  improvement  of  the 
said  borough :  Provided  always ,  That  the  expenses  of  all  the  neces¬ 
sary  repairs,  superintendence  and  care  of  the  said  water  works  be 
paid  first  out  of  the  said  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  said  water. 

Section  5.  That  any  person  or  persons,  who  shall  wilfully  destroy 
or  injure  in  any  manner  the  pipes,  aqueducts,  cisterns,  reservoirs, 
hydrants,  or  any  of  the  works  of  the  said  corporation,  (whether  for 
their  protection  or  otherwise,  erected  in  pursuance  of  this  act,)  or 
shall  wilfully  corrupt,  or  in  any  wise  render  impure  or  unwholesome 
any  of  the  springs  or  streams  of  water  which  shall  be  used  by  the 
said  corporation  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  or  any  of  the  waters 
thereof,  shall,  ou  being  convicted  thereof,  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  said  county,  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  one  or  more 
credible  witnesses,  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  the  first  offence,  and  double  those  rates  for  the 
second  offence,  one  half  of  such  fine  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said 
county,  and  the  other  half  to  .the  informant,  to  be  recovered  as  debts 
of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  recoverable,  and  shall  moreover 
remain  liable  for  all  damages  to  the  said  corporation. 

Section  6.  The  corporation  of  the  said  borough  of  Harrisburg 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  if  it  shall  be  found  to  be  ne¬ 
cessary  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  of  this  act,  to  borrow 
such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  required  therefor,  upon  the  faith  and 
bredit  of  the  said  borough,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six 
per  centum  per  annum,  and  to  apply  such  portion  of  the  taxes  raised 
upon  the  said  borough,  as  may  be  required  to  the  punctual  payment 
of  the  said  interest. 

Section  7 .  That  in  case  the  said  corporation  should,  upon  ex¬ 
amination,  find  that  they  were  not  able  to  accomplish  the  object  of 
bringing  water  into  the  said  borough  from  any  of  the  streams  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  same,  that  in  that  case  they  shall  have  full  power  to 
purchase  any  site  which  the}r  may  think  proper,  upon  the  bank  of 
the  Susquehanna  river,  and  there  to  construct,  erect  and  put  up  any 
buildings  and  machinery  which  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
forcing  water  into  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  with  power  to  place  a 
reservoir  on  the  north-east  corner  of  the  enclosed  public  ground  on 
Capitol  Hill :  Provided ,  The  buildings  of  the  commonwealth  shall  Proviso, 
be  supplied  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  from  said  reservoir,

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AN  ACT 

To  regulate  the  inspection  of  flour  in  the  boroughs  of  Harrisburg  and 

Columbia. 
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Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  Governor  shall  appoint 
and  commission  two  persons  of  good  character  and  competent  abilities, 
to  be  inspectors  of  flour,  in  and  for  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  in 
the  county  of  Dauphin,  and  one  in  and  for  the  borough  of  Columbia, 
in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  who  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or 
affirmation,  before  some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  to  perforin  the 
duties  enjoined  by  this  act  with  impartiality  and  fidelity. 

Section  2.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  every-  cask 
or  barrel  of  wheat  flour  bolted,  which  shall  be  offered  for  sale  in  said 
borough,  shall  be  made  merchantable,  and  of  due  fineness,  without 
any  mixture  of  coarser  or  other  flour,  and  shall  contain  the  full 
quantity  and  weight  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  pounds. 

Section  3.  All  casks  or  barrels  in  which  wheat  flour  shall  be 
packed,  and  which  shall  be  offered  for  sale  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
weighed  and  tare  marked  thereon,  and  if  any  person  shall  put  a  false 
or  wrong  tare  on  any  such  cask  or  barrel  of  flour  to  the  disadvantage 
of  the  purchaser,  he  or  she  shall  forfeit  for  every  cask  or  barrel  so 
falsely  tared,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents,  and  the  said  inspector 
upon  suspicion,  or  upon  the  request  of  the  buyers,  shall,  and  is 
hereby  required,  to  unpack  any  such  cask  or  barrel  of  flour  as  afore¬ 
said,  and  if  there  shall  be  a  lesser  quantity  of  flour  therein  than  is 
above  directed,  or,  if  the  cask  or  barrel  wherein  the  said  flour  is 
packed,  shall  be  found  to  weigh  more  than  the  tare  marked  thereon, 
then  the  said  person  or  persons  offering  the  said  flour  for  sale,  shall 
pay  the  charges  for  unpacking  and  repacking,  over  and  above  the 
penalty  aforesaid,  but  otherwise  the  said  charges  shall  he  paid  by  the 
inspector  or  by  the  purchaser  if  the  trial  be  made  at  his  request. 

Section  4.  Upon  the  request  of  the  purchasers  of  wheat  flour 
offered  for  sale  as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  offered  to  the  view  and 
examination  of  the  aforesaid  inspector,  who  shall  try  and  search  the 
same  by  boring  the  head  and  piercing  it  through  with  a  proper  in¬ 
strument,  in  order  to  prove  whether  it  be  honestly  and  well  packed, 
and  also  to  enable  him  to  judge  of  the  goodness  thereof,  and  shall 
afterwards  plug  up  the  hole,  which  plug  or  plugs  shall  be  stamped 
with  letters  B.  H.  when  the  inspection  is  made  in  Harrisburg,  and 
with  the  letters  B.  C.  when  the  inspection  is  made  in  Columbia,  by 
the  said  inspectors  respectively,  who  shall  also  designate  the  quality 
of  flour  so  viewed  and  examined  by  him  as  aforesaid,  by  marking  the 
same  in  plain  and  legible  characters  on  each  cask  or  barrel,  so  viewed 
and  examined  as  aforesaid,  for  which  services  he  shall  receive  three 
cents  for  each  cask,  and  no  more. 

Section  5.  Where  any  dispute  shall  arise  between  the  inspector 
or  owner  or  possessor,  concerning  the  fineness  or  goodness  of  such 
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flour  then  upon  application  made  by  the  owner  or  possessor  of  such  In  case  of 
flour,  to  one  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  borough,  the  said  jllspi?0t(?geq°W 
justice  shall  issue  his  warrant  to  three  indifferent  and  judicious  per-  0  P10cee'  • 
sons  to  be  triers  thereof,  one  of  them  to  be  named  by  the  said  owner 
or  possessor,  one  by  the  said  inspector,  and  the  third  by  the  said  jus¬ 
tice  of  the  peace,  directing  the  said  triers  to  view  and  examine  the 
said  flour  and  make  report  to  him  forthwith,  touching  the  condition 
thereof,  and  if  they  find  the  said  flour  not  merchantable  and  of  such 
quality  as  it  is  insisted  to  be  by  such  owner  or  possessor,  that  they 
certify  to  him  the  cause  thereof,  and  whether  it  b6  that  the  said  flour 
wants  due  fineness,  is  musty,  sour,  or  the  like,  and  the  said  justice 
shall  thereupon  give  his  judgment  agreeably  to  the  report  of  the  said 
triers,  or  any  two  of  them,  and  in  case  the  said  triers  shall  in  such 
report,  adjudge  the  said  flour  not  to  be  merchantable  and  of  such 
quality  as  it  is  insisted  to  be  by  the  owner  or  possessor,  in  opposition 
to  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  he  shall  award  the  said  owner  or 
possessor  to  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  said  inspector  twelve  and  a 
half  cents  for  each  and  every  such  cask  or  barrel  adjudged  to  be  un¬ 
merchantable,  and  not  of  the  quality  insisted  upon  by  the  owner  or 
possessor  besides  reasonable  costs,  but  in  case  the  said  flour  shall  be 
found  merchantable  and  of  the  quality  insisted  upon  by  the  said 
owner  or  possessor,  the  inspector  shall  be  adjudged  to  pay  all  costs 
which  may  have  accrued,  and  shall  brand  and  mark  the  same  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  quality  it  shall  be  so  found  to  possess. 

Section  6.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  counterfeit  the  afore¬ 
said  brand,  mark,  or  either  of  them,  or  impress  or  brand  the  same  Penalty 
on  any  cask  or  barrel  of  flour,  he,  she  or  they  being  thereof  legally  against  false 
convicted,  shall  for  the  first  offence  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  branding- 
dollars,  for  the  second  offence  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  and  for  the 
third  offence  shall  suffer  imprisonment  for  a  period  not  less  than  one 
month  nor  more  than  six  months,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  7.  The  said  inspector  is  hereby  authorized  to  demand  Inspector’s 
and  receive  payment  of  fees  of  inspection  from  the  owner  or  owners,  *®e3- 
his,  her  or  their  agents  or  factors,  or  other  persons  in  possession  of 
said  flour  at  the  time  of  inspection,  and  t£e  said  owner  or  owners, 
his,  her  or  their  agents  or  factors,  or  other  persons  in  possession  of 
said  flour,  shall  pay  to  the  said  inspector  the  full  amount  of  the  fees 
due  and  owing  for  the  said  inspection. 

Section  8.  The  owner  or  owners,  his,  her  or  their  agents  or 
factors,  or  other  persons  in  possession  of  said  flour  at  the  time  of 
inspection,  so  paying  the  fees  of  inspection,  are  hereby  authorized  Persons  pur- 
to  demand  and  receive  the  said  fees  of  inspection  from  the  persons  chasing  sub¬ 
purchasing  from  the  owner  or  owners,  his,  her  or  their  agents  or  fac- 
tors,  or  other  persons  in  possession  of  the  flour  so  inspected,  and  the  ingp6Cti0n 
said  fees  of  inspection  so  paid  shall  be  a  charge  on  the  sale  of  the 
said  flour,  by  the  owner  or  owners,  his,  her  or  their  agents  or  factors 
or  other  persons  in  possession  after  its  inspection,  distinct  and  sepa¬ 
rate  from  the  price  agreed  on  for  said  flour. 

Section  9.  All  and  singular  the  fines,  forfeitures  and  charges  Penalties, 
mentioned  in  this  act  where  the  same  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  h°w  recovera- 
dollars  shall  be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  other  debts  and  ble‘ 
demands  under  the  said  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  are  recoverable, 
and  where  the  same  shall  exceed  the  said  sum  of  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars,  they  may  be  sued  for  and  be  recovered  in  any  court  having 
competent  jurisdiction  of  the  same,  all  which  said  fines  and  forfeit- 
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ures  not  herein  otherwise  applied,  shall  be  recovered  by  any  person 
who  shall  sue  for  the  same,  to  effect  the  one  half  thereof  to  the  use 
of  the  person  so  suing,  the  other  half  to  be  paid  to  the  directors  of 
the  poor  of  the  respective  counties,  for  the  use  of  the  poor.

Section  7 .  In  all  cases  of  the  breach  of  any  by-laws  of  any  city, 
borough,  town  or  corporate  body  within  this  commonwealth,  subject¬ 
ing  the  offender  to  a  penalty  or  fine  therefor,  that  suits  for  the  re¬ 
covery  thereof  may  he  maintained  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or 
alderman,  in  like  manner  as  suits  for  the  recovery  of  debts  under 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  may  now  be  maintained  before  them : 
Provided,  The  parties  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  as  in  other  casei.

towards  forming  a  junction  with  the  contemplated  out-let  locks  and 
cross  cut,  from  the  state  canal  to  the  river  Susquehanna:  And  pro¬ 
vided  further,  That  proper  bridges  across  the  said  canal  shall  be  con¬ 
structed  by  the  said  company  at  suitable  intervals,  for  the  accommo¬ 
dation  of  the  public,  so  as  to  afford  convenient  access  to  the  landing 
alone:  che  front  of  the  town.

erty  to  subscribe  in  his  own  name  or  in  the  name  of  any  other  per¬ 
son  or  body  corporate  by  whom  he  shall  be  authorized,  for  any  num¬ 
ber  of  shares  not  exceeding  twenty,  and  on  any  succeeding  day  while 
the  said  books  shall  remain  open,  for  any  number  of  shares  of  the 
said  stock,  and  if  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  three  days  the  said 
book  or  books  shall  not  have  two  thousand  shares  therein  subscribed, 
the  said  commissioners  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from 
place  to  place,  until  the  said  number  of  shares  shall  be  subscribed, 
and  when  the  said  number  of  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  the  said 
books  shall  be  closed :  Provided  always,  That  every  person  offering 
to  subscribe  in  the  said  book  or  books  in  his  own  name  or  in  the 
name  of  any  other  person  or  body  corporate,  shall  at  the  time  of 
subscribing  be  required  to  pay  to  the  attending  commissioner  or  com¬ 
missioners,  fifty  cents  on  each  share,  to  defray  the  expenses  attending 
the  taking  of  such  subscription,  and  other  incidental  chai’ges,  which 
expenses  and  charges  the  said  commissioners  shall  pay  out  of  the 
moneys  so  received  by  them,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  company,  as  soon  as  the  same  shall 
be  organized,  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Section  2.  That  when  twenty  or  more  persons  shall  have  sub¬ 
scribed  not  less  than  one  thousand  shares,  the  commissioners  aforesaid, 
or  any  three  of  them,  may,  or  when  the  whole  number  of  the  shares 
aforesaid  are  subscribed,  shall  certify  under  their  hands  and  seals  the 
names  of  the  subscribers  and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by 
each,  and  the  amount  paid  on  each  share,  to  the  Governor  of  this 
commonwealth,  and  if  it  shall  appear  from  such  certificate  that  the 
subscriptions  have  been  bona  fide  made,  and  the  amount  required  by 
the  said  commissioners  at  the  time  of  subscription  actually  paid,  then 
the  Governor  shall,  by  letters  patent,  under  his  hand  and  the  great 
seal  of  the  state,  create  and  erect  the  said  subscribers,  and  if  the 
whole  number  of  shares  aforesaid  be  not  then  subscribed,  then  also 
all  those  who  shall  afterwards  subscribe  to  the  number  aforesaid,  into 
one  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  with  perpetual 
succession,  and  with  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a 
corporation,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  “the  Harrisburg  water 
company,”  and  by  such  name  the  said  subscribers,  and  such  others 
as  may  thereafter  become  subscribers  and  share-holders,  shall  be  ca- 
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pable  of  holding  their  said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits 
thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same  from  time  to  time  by  new  sub¬ 
scriptions,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  they  shall  think  proper,  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  of  pur-

chasing,  taking 


and  holding  to  them  and  their  successors  and  as¬ 


signs,  in  fee  simple  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments,  goods,  chattels  or  effects,  as  shall  be  necessary  for 
them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work,  and  in  the  full  enjoyment 
thereof,  and  the  same  to  sell  and  dispose  of  at  their  pleasure,  if  ne¬ 
cessary,  and  of  doing  every  act,  matter  and  thing  which  a  corpora¬ 
tion  or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  3.  That  the  five  persons  first  named  in  the  said  letters 
patent,  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  give  notice  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  newspapers  printed  in  Harrisburg,  of  a  time  and  place  to  be  by 
them  appointed,  not  less  than  thirty  days  after  publishing  such 
notice,  at  which  time  and  place  the  said  subscribers  shall  proceed  to 
organize  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  choose,  by  a  majority  of  votes 
of  the  said  subscribers,  by  ballot,  to  be  delivered  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  one  president  and  six  managers  to  conduct  the  business  of 
the  said  company,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  suc¬ 
ceeding  annual  election,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  until  such  other 
officers  shall  be  elected,  and  shall  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  of  this  state,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  well  ordering  of 
the  affairs  of  the  said  company :  Provided,  That  no  person  or  body 
corporate  shall  have  more  than  twenty  votes  on  his  own  account  at 
any  election,  or  in  determining  any  question  arising  at  such  meet¬ 
ing,  whatever  number  of  shares  such  individual  or  body  corporate 
may  be  entitled  to,  and  that  each  person  and  body  corporate  holding 
one  or  more  shares,  not  exceeding  the  number  of  twenty,  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  so  held. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  immediately  after  obtaining  their  charter  of  in¬ 
corporation,  to  construct  a  canal  or  race  solely  for  the  conveyance  of 
water,  and  free  for  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  lands  through  which 
the  same  passes  for  navigation,  commencing  at  a  point  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  perches  above  Brushy  rock,  and  ex¬ 
tending  the  same  down  the  river  near  to  the  Pennsylvania  canal,  to, 
into  or  near  to  the  land  of  John  Fox,  thence  along  the  south  side  of 
the  ridge,  on  the  lowest  practicable  ground,  to  a  point  above  State 
street,  to  the  river,  thence  along  the  bank  of  the  river  to  Pine  street, 
in  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  but  in  such  manner  as  not  to  inter¬ 
fere  with  or  prejudice  the  public  landing,  excavating  the  same  deep 
and  wide  enough  the  whole  way :  Provided,  The  same  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  sixty  feet  in  width  at  the  surface  of  the  water,  without  any  dam 
or  obstruction  in  the  river  being  necessary;  and  when  the  said  canal 
shall  so  be  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  president  and  man¬ 
agers  to  construct,  erect  and  build  such  machinery  and  devices  at  or 
near  the  bank  of  the  river  Susquehanna,  in  Maclaysburg,  or  near  the 
name,  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct,  by  means  of  forcing  pumps  or 
otherwise,  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  out  of  the  river,  through 
pipes,  trunks  or  aqueducts,  into  a  cistern  or  reservoir  of  sufficient 
dimensions,  to  be  constructed  on  the  unenclosed  public  ground  near 
the  State  Capitol,  at  such  place  as  may  be  selected  by  the  said  pre¬ 
sident  and  managers,  and  approved  of  by  the  (Governor,  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  supplying  the  said  town  and  borough  with  water;  and  the 
said  company  shall  have  the  privileges  to  convey  water  from  the  same 
through  the  public  ground  and  the  several  streets,  lanes  and  alleys 
of  the  said  town  and  borough,  and  to  alter,  renew  and  repair  any 
of  the  said  works  when  necessary,  and  shall  erect  and  keep  in  repair 
eight  hydrants  for  the  public  use,  of  such  form  and  size  and  at  such 
places  as  the  legislature  may  direct,  near  the  public  buildings,  for 
extinguishing  fire,  and  for  such  other  purposes  as  the  legislature  may 
direct,  at  the  expense  of  the  company,  and  that  no  compensation 
shall  be  allowed  for  the  use  of  the  water  from  said  hydrants :  Provi¬ 
ded,  That  the  company  shall  prevent  any  injury  to  the  state  arsenal 
or  other  public  buildings  by  the  erection  of  a  basin,  cistern  or  reser¬ 
voir  on  the  public  ground :  Provided,  That  all  damages  to  private 
property  shall  be  ascertained  and  paid  for  before  any  work  is  com¬ 
menced,  on  such  private  grounds  as  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  and 
the  said  company  shall  not  do  any  damage  or  injury  whatever  to  the 
works  of  the  Pennsylvania  canal,  and  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages 
which  shall  be  done  to  the  Harrisburg  and  Millerstown  turnpike 
road;  that  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  in  such  streets  or 
parts  of  said  town  and  borough,  where  pipes  shall  have  been  laid ^ 
erect  hydrants,  to  be  used  solely  for  extinguishing  fires  and  cleansing 
the  streets,  under  the  direction  of  the  town  council  of  Harrisburg, 
and  they  shall  suffer  individuals  at  all  times  to  be  supplied  with 
water  from  the  said  pipes  for  domestic  or  manufacturing  use,  for  such 
reasonable  compensation  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  said  president  and  managers  and  such  individuals,  according 
to  certain  uniform  rates  which  the  said  president  and  managers  shall 
adopt,  and  any  person  within  the  said  town  or  borough,  who  shall 
draw  off'  and  appropriate  any  of  the  said  water  for  domestic  or  manu¬ 
facturing  use,  without  having  previously  contracted  for  the  same  with 
the  said  president  and  managers,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such 
offence  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  to  the  said  president  and  managers, 
to  be  recovered  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  same  manner  as 
debts  of  equal  amount  are  now  recoverable :  Provided,  That  nothing 
contained  in  this  act  shall  authorize  the  said  company  to  make  or 
erect  any  dam  in  the  river  Susquehanna :  And  provided  further,  That 
the  said  canal  or  race  shall  not  pass  through  or  within  fifty  feet  of 
any  public  or  private  burial  ground :  And  provided  further,  That  in 
the  construction  of  said  race  or  canal,  no  clay,  earth  or  other  mate¬ 
rial  for  embankment,  shall  be  taken  or  removed  from  the  land  near 
to  or  adjoining  the  same,  until  all  the  clay,  earth,  or  other  material 
obtained  in  excavating  the  said  race  or  canal  along  its  whole  course, 
shall  have  been  first  applied  to  and  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
embankments  thereof. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  lease,  sell, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  surplus  water  and  water  power  created 
by  the  said  canal  and  works,  as  may  best  promote  the  interests  of 
said  company  and  the  public,  for  manufacturing  and  other  purposes  : 
Provided,  That  the  said  company  shall  not  be  engaged  or  interested 
either  directly  or  indirectly  in  establishing  or  conducting  any  manu¬ 
factory  whatever :  And  provided  further,  That  the  said  company  shall 
not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  of  their  surplus  water  power 
until  the  borough  of  Harrisburg  and  the  village  of  Maclaysburg  shall 
be  fully  supplied  with  water,  agreeably  to  the  true  intent  and  pur¬ 
pose  of  this  act. 
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Section  6.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  Right  of  en-

thereto :  Provided ,  That  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  give,  Proviso, 
or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  to  the  owner  or  occupier  of  lands  thus  Notice  to 
entered  upon,  and  doing  as  little  damage  as  possible.  owner. 

Section  7.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  presi-  Right  of  entry

the  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  have  and  hold  the  lands  and 
tenements  so  paid  for,  and  described  and  set  out  in  and  by  the  draft 
accompanying  and  filed  with  the  report  of  viewers  to  them  and  their 
successors  and  assigns  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Section  10.  That,  whenever  the  said  canal  shall  cross  any  public 
or  private  road  or  highway,  and  shall  divide  the  ground  of  any  per¬ 
son  into  two  parts,  the  viewers  who  shall  inquire  of  the  damages  in 
manner  hereinbefore  directed,  shall  also  find  and  report  whether  a 
bridge  be  necessary,  and  if  so,  the  said  president  and  managers  shall 
cause  a  bridge  fit  for  the  passage  of  carts,  wagons  and  other  carriages, 
to  be  built  and  forever  after  maintained  and  kept  in  repair,  at  all  and 
every  place  so  ascertained  and  reported  to  be  necessary,  and  applica¬ 
tion  may  be  made  by  any  pei'son  interested  at  any  time  to  the  court 
for  viewers  to  make  report  of  the  necessity  for  a  bridge  as  aforesaid : 
Provided,  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  land  through  which  said  canal 
passes,  shall  not  be  prevented  from  constructing  foot  ways  over  said 
canal;  and  said  company  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made,  good  and 
sufficient  fences  along  the  line  or  route  of  the  said  canal,  as  soon  as 
expedient  after  the  canal  or  race  shall  have  been  excavated  through 
the  different  farms  or  lots  whenever  the  owners  of  the  same  shall  re¬ 
quire. 

Section  11.  That  the  stockholders  of  the  said  company  shall  meet 
on  the  first  Monday  of  May  in  each  year  after  they  shall  have  re¬ 
ceived  their  letters  patent  as  hereinbefore  provided,  at  such  place  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  said  company,  to  be  made

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Court  of  quar-

reside  or  own  real  estate  in  the  borough  aforesaid,  who  being  first 
sworn  or  affirmed,  shall,  together  with  the  commissioners  of  the  county  To  be  sworn 
for  the  time  being,  or  a  majority  of  the  said  commissioners,  view  the  °r  affirmed, 
ground  proposed  for  opening  or  extending  such  street,  lane  or  alley; 
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and  if  they,  or  any  ten  of  them,  view  the  said  ground,  and  any  Severn 
of  the  actual  viewers,  exclusive  of  the  county  commissioners,  agree 
that  there  is  occasion  for  such  street,  lane  or  alley  to  be  opened  or 
extended,  they  shall  proceed  to  lay  out  the  same,  as  agreeably  to  the 
desire  of  the  petitioners  as  may  be,  in  such  manner  as  to  do  the  least 
injury  to  private  property,  and  shall  make  report  thereof,  stating  par¬ 
ticularly  whether  they  judge  the  same  necessary,  together  with  a  plot 
or  draft  thereof,  to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions;  and  if  then 
and  there  the  court  aforesaid  shall  approve  of  the  same,  it  shall  at 
the  next  court  thereafter  be  entered  on  record,  and  thenceforth  shall 
be  taken,  deemed  and  allowed  to  he  a  public  street,  lane  or  alley, 
compensation  being  first  made  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  ground, 
or  other  property  as  herein  directed. 

Section  2.  That  on  the  return  of  the  viewers  reporting  in  favor 
of  opening  or  extending  any  street,  lane  or  alley  as  aforesaid,  and 
the  same  being  approved  of  by  the  court  at  their  next  sessions  there¬ 
after  to  which  the  report  is  returned,  the  court  shall  appoint  six  dis¬ 
creet  and  disinterested  freeholders,  neither  of  whom  shall  reside,  or 
own  real  estate  within  the  borough  of  Harrisburg  aforesaid,  who  being 
first  sworn  or  affirmed,  shall  inquire  what  damages  the  owner  or  owners 
of  lands,  house  or  houses,  or  other  property  shall  or  may  sustain  by 
reason  of  the  same  being  taken,  used  and  appropriated  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  aforesaid :  Provided  always,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  freeholders,  in  assessing  damages,  to  consider  the  advantages 
which  may  accrue  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  house,  or 
houses,  or  other  property,  by  reason  of  opening  such  street,  lane  or 
alley. 

Section  3.  That  upon  the  return  of  valuation  and  assessment  of 
damages  as  aforesaid,  for  ground  or  other  property  taken  and  appro¬ 
priated  for  any  public  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  within  the  borough 
aforesaid,  and  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said  county  of  Dau¬ 
phin  having  approved  the  same,,  the  amount  of  damages  awarded  as 
aforesaid  shall  he  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  said  county;  and  so 
soon  as  the  said 'damages  are  paid,  the  chief  burgess  and  town  coun¬ 
cil  of  the  said  borough  shall  cause  such  street,  lane  or  other  passage, 
to  be  opened  or  extended,  agreeably  to  the  direction  of  the  court: 
Pi  ' ovided  always,  That  unless  the  same  shall  be  paid  within  one  year 
next  after  the  return  made  by  the  viewers,  all  such  proceedings  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect  whatever.

Section  29.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  May  next,  all 
churches,  meeting  houses  or  other  regular  places  of  stated  religious  Exempting 
worship,  with  the  grounds  thereto  annexed  for  the  occupancy  and  certain  pro¬ 
better  enjoyment  of  the  same,  all  burial  grounds  belonging  to  any 
religious  congregation,  all  universities,  colleges,  academies  and  school 
houses  belonging  to  auy  county,  borough  or  school  district,  or  incor¬ 
porated,  erected,  endowed  or  established,  by  virtue  of  any  law  of  this 
commonwealth,  with  the  grounds  thereto  annexed,  all  court  houses 
and  jails  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  exempted  from  all  and  every 
county,  road,  city,  borough,  poor  and  school  tax  and  all  taxes  here¬ 
tofore  assessed  on  any  such  property,  shall  not  hereafter  be  collected, 
but  the  respective  officers  charged  with  the  collection  thereof  shall 
and  are  hereby  exonerated  from  the  collection  and  paying  over  of  the 
same. 


AN  ACT 

To  authorize  the  administrators  of  Henry  Mineum,  late  of  Crawford  county, 
deceased,  to  sell  and  convey  certain  real  estate,  and  for  other  purposes, 
passed  July  2,  1839. 

Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  Limiting 
twenty-ninth  section  of  the  act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  legis-  number  of 
lature,  entitled  “an  act  to  authorize  the  committee  of  the  estate  of  acres  °f  lan(l 
Michael  Fox,  a  lunatic,  to  sell  and  convey  certain  real  estate,  and  j130  exemP 
for  other  purposes/’  which  provides  for  the  exemption  from  taxation 
of  all  churches,  meeting  houses,  and  other  places  of  stated  religious 
worship,  with  the  grounds  thereto  annexed,  for  the  occupancy  and 
better  enjoyment  of  the  same;  all  burial  grounds  belonging  to  any 
religious  congregation;  all  universities,  colleges,  academies,  and 
school  houses  belonging  to  any  county,  borough,  or  school  district, 
or  incorporated,  erected,  endowed,  or  established,  by  virtue  of  any 
law  of  this  commonwealth,  with  the  grounds  thereto  annexed;  and 
all  court  houses  and  jails  shall  be  taken  and  construed  to  mean,  and 
is  by  this  act  declared  and  explained  to  mean  five  acres  of  land,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  improvements  thereon,  attached  to  all  such  religious 
congregations,  universities,  colleges,  academies,  and  school  houses 
belonging  to  any  county,  borough,  or  school  district,  as  aforesaid; 
and  no  more  than  five  acres  of  land,  with  the  improvements  thereon, 
attached  thereto,  shall  be  exempted  from  taxation,  as  aforesaid. 
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AN  ACT 

To  regulate  the  assize  of  bread,  and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned, 
passed  March  18,  1775. 

Section  7.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  adulterate  or  mix 
any  improper  or  unwholesome  ingredient  iu  any  kind  of  flour,  of 
which  bread  shall  be  made  for  sale  as  aforesaid,  every  such  person  or 
persons,  being  thereof  legally  convicted  before  any  magistrate  or  jus¬ 
tice  of  the  city,  borough  or  county,  where  such  bread  shall  be  so 
made,  sold  or  exposed  to  sale,  who  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow¬ 
ered  to  hear,  try  and  determine  the  same,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  five  pounds  for  every  such  offence. 


AN  ACT 

To  regulate  the  manner  of  selling  loaf-bread,  and  to  repeal  certain  existing 
laws  respecting  the  same,  passed  April  1,  1797. 

Section  2.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  May  next,  all 
loaf-bread  made  for  sale  within  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  sold  by 
the  pound  avoirdupois;  and  every  baker  or  other  person  offering  the 
same  for  sale,  shall  keep  at  his  or  her  house,  or  at  such  other  place 
at  which  he  or  she  shall  at  any  time  offer  or  expose  for  sale  any  such 
bread,  sufficient  scales  and  weights,  lawfully  regulated,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  weighing  the  same;  and  if  any  baker  or  other  person  shall, 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  May  next,  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  loaf- 
bread  in  any  other  manner,  the  contract  respecting  the  same  shall 
be  void;  and  the  person  offending  against  this  act  shall,  on  convic¬ 
tion,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence, 
one-half  to  the  use  of  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of 
this  commonwealth ;  and  it  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  clerk  of 
the  market,  in  any  place  where  such  officer  is  appointed,  to  discover 
and  prosecute  all  persons  offending  against  this  act. 


AN  ACT 

For  the  prevention  of  vice  and  immorality,  and  of  unlawful  gaming,  and  to 
restrain  disorderly  sports  and  dissipation,  passed  April  22,  1794. 

Section  4.  That  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court,  severally 
throughout  this  state,  every  president  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas 
within  his  district,  every  associate  judge  of  the  courts  of  common 
pleas,  and  every  justice  of  the  peace  within  his  county,  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  each  of  them,  within 
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the  limits  of  said  city,  and  each  burgess  of  a  town  corporate  within 
his  borough,  are  hereby  empowered,  authorized  and  required  to  pro¬ 
ceed  against  and  punish  all  persons  offending  against  this  act,  and 
every  person  who  shall  profane  the  Lord’s  day,  or  who  shall  pro¬ 
fanely  curse  or  swear,  or  who  shall  intoxicate  him  or  herself,  as  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  next  preceding  section  of  this  act;  and  for  that  pur-  Of  evidence 
pose  each  of  the  said  justices  or  magistrates  severally  may  and  shall  and  process  to 
convict  such  offenders  upon  his  own  view  and  hearing,  or  shall  issue,  convict" 
if  need  be,  a  warrant,  summons  or  capias,  (according  to  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  case,)  to  bring  the  body  of  the  person  accused  as  afore¬ 
said  before  him;  and  the  same  justices  and  magistrates  respectively 
shall,  in  a  summary  way,  iuquire  into  the  truth  of  the  accusation, 
and  upon  the  testimony  of  one  or  more  credible  witnesses,  or  the  con¬ 
fession  of  the  party,  shall  convict  the  person  who  shall  be  guilty  as 
aforesaid,  and  thereupon  shall  proceed  to  pronounce  the  forfeiture 
incurred  by  the  person  so  convicted,  as  hereinbefore  directed ;  and  if 
the  person  so  convicted  refuse  or  neglect  to  satisfy  such  forfeiture  Of  the  fine, 
immediately,  with  costs,  or  produce  goods  and  chattels,  whereon  to  &c. 
levy  the  said  forfeiture,  together  with  costs,  then  the  said  justices 
or  magistrates  shall  commit  the  offender,  without  bail  or  mainprize, 
to  the  house  of  correction  of  the  county  wherein  the  offence  shall  be 
committed,  during  such  time  as  is  hereinbefore  directed,  there  to  be 
fed  upon  bread  and  water  only,  and  to  be  kept  at  hard  labor;  and  if 
such  commitment  shall  be  in  any  county  wherein  no  distinct  house 
of  correction  hath  been  erected,  then  the  offender  shall  be  committed 
to  the  common  gaol  of  the  county,  to  be  therein  fed  and  kept  at  hard 
labor  as  aforesaid ;  and  every  such  conviction  may  be  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  terms,  viz :  Be  it  remembered,  that  on  the  day  of  Form  of  the

AN  ACT 

To  supply  certain  defects  in  the  acts  incorporating  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
and  sundry  towns  and  boroughs  within  this  commonwealth,  &e.,  passed 
April  11,  1799. 

Whereas,  The  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  the  city  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  and  of  sundry  other  incorporated  towns  and  boroughs  within 
this  commonwealth,  impose,  in  certain  cases,  fines,  penalties  and  for¬ 
feitures,  which  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  said  corporations,  respect¬ 
ively,  by  reason  whereof  it  has  been  held  that  none  of  the  freemen 
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of  the  said  corporations  are  competent  to  prove  the  breach  of  the 
said  ordi  nances  and  by-laws  ,and  the  accruing  of  such  fines,  forfeitures 
and  penalties,  or  to  hear,  judge  and  determine  respecting  the  same, 
inasmuch  as  the  same  would  operate  a  diminution  of  their  share  of 
contribution  for  supporting  such  corporation :  And  whereas,  It  would 
be  in  all  cases  difficult,  and  in  many  instances  impracticable,  to  prove 
such  breaches  by  any  other  testimony,  or  to  hear,  judge  and  deter¬ 
mine  respecting  the  same,  before  any  other  than  judges  or  jurors 
liable  to  such  exception,  aud  the  interest  of  each  individual  in  the 
application  of  such  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties,  is  too  remote  and 
inconsiderable  to  give  an  improper  bias  to  his  testimony,  judgment 
or  verdict,  respecting  the  same;  therefore  for  futherance  of  justice, 
and  the  due  enforcement  of  wholesome  regulations, 


No  freemen  of  Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  no  free*

as  to  paupers,  any  of  the  said  fines,  forfeitures  or  penalties  are  appropriated,  to  give 
testimony  touching  the  breach  of  such  ordinances  or  by-laws,  and 
the  accruing  of  such  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties. 

No  court,  al-  Section  2.  That  no  court,  aldermen  or  burgesses,  otherwise  by 
the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  qualified  and  authorized  to  hear, 
judge  and  determine,  respecting  the  breach  of  any  such  ordinances 
or  by-laws,  and  the  accruing  of  such  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties, 
shall  be  disqualified  to  hear,  judge  and  determine  the  same,  by  reason 
of  the  interest  they,  as  members  of  such  borough  or  corporation, 
may  have  in  the  said  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties,  hut  shall  have 
as  full,  perfect  and  complete  jurisdiction,  respecting  the  same,  as  if 
no  such  fine,  forfeiture  or  penalty  were  to  be  incurred,  or  they  had 
no  such  interest  in  the  same. 

Section  3.  And  whereas,  The  freemen  and  citizens  of  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  only  are  competent  and  compellable  to  serve  in  the 
courts  of  the  said  city,  held  by  the  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen,  as 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  justices  of  oyer  and  terminer  and  gaol  de¬ 
livery;  therefore, 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  in  all  prose¬ 
cutions  and  proceedings  before  the  said  mayor,  recorder  and  aider- 
men  of  the  said  city,  for  or  respecting  the  breach  of  any  ordinances, 
by-laws  or  regulations  of  the  said  city,  the  said  freemen  and  citizens 
of  the  said  city  shall  be  competent  to  be  jurymen  on  such  prosecu¬ 
tions  and  proceedings,  and  the  trials  thereof;  and  no  exception  shall 
as  members  of  allowed  against  the  said  freemen  or  citizens,  either  to  the  array 
the  corpora-  or  p0]|S)  for  or  by  reason  that  the  same  fine,  forfeiture  or  penalty, 
imposed  for  such  breach,  is  expressly  or  by  implication  forfeited  to 
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the  said  corporation,  or  is  or  may  be  appropriated  in  aid  of  the  funds 
of  the  said  city,  or  for  the  use  thereof,  in  the  same  manner,  and 
under  like  rules  and  regulations,  as  if  the  said  tines,  penalties  and 
forfeitures  had  not  been  appropriated,  and  were  not  to  accrue  to  the 
use  of  the  corporation  of  the  said  city. 


AN  ACT 

Regulating  election  districts,  passed  April  16,  1838. 

Section  38.  That  no  inspector,  judge  or  other  officer  of  any

That  every  person  who  shall  hold  any  office  or  appoint- 
irust  under  nient  of  profit  or  trust,  under  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
the  govern-  whether  a  commissioned  officer  or  otherwise,  a  subordinate  officer  or 
ment  of  the  agent,  who  is  or  shall  be  employed  under  the  legislature,  executive  or 
United  States  jU(jiciary  departments  of  the  United  States,  and  also  every  member  of 
hsqu  thued  COngress,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  incapable  of  holding  or  exercising,  at

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Section  2.  That  the  holding  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  offices  or 
appointments  under  this  state,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  incompatible 
with  any  office  or  appointment  under  the  United  States;  and  every 
such  commission,  office  or  appointment,  so  holden  under  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  this  state,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act,  shall  he,  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to  be  null  and  void. 

Section  3.  That  if  any  person,  after  the  expiration  of  six  months 
from  the  passing  of  this  act,  shall  exercise  any  offices  or  appoint- 
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ments,  the  exercise  of  which  is  by  this  act  declared  to  be  incom¬ 
patible,  every  person  so  offending  shall  for  every  such  offence,  being 
thereof  legally  convicted  in  any  court  of  record,  forfeit  and  pay  any 
sum  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court;  one  moiety  of  the  said  forfeiture  to  be  paid 
to  the  overseers,  guardians,  or  directors  of  the  poor  of  the  township, 
district,  county  or  place  where  such  offence  shall  have  been  com¬ 
mitted,  to  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  poor,  and  the  other  moiety 
thereof  to  the  prosecutor  who  shall  sue  for  the  same. 


AN  ACT 

Regulating  the  weight  of  butter,  and  relating  to  the  clerk  of  the  market  in 
any  city,  borough  or  town  within  this  commonwealth,  &c.,  passed  April 
6,  1802. 

Section  8.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  clerk  of  the 
market  of  any  city,  borough,  or  town,  within  this  province,  to  weigh 
all  butter  brought  into  the  same,  to  be  sold  by  weight,  which,  if 
found  deficient,  the  said  clerk  shall  forthwith,  in  the  presence  of  two 
reputable  freeholders,  weigh  again,  and  if  it  appears  to  the  said  free¬ 
holders,  that  the  said  butter  is  under  weight,  the  same  shall  be  seiza- 
ble;  one-third  part  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  said  clerk,  and  the 
other  two-thirds  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  place  where  seized; 
and  in  case  any  owner  or  owners  of  butter  so  seized  shall  conceive 
him,  her  or  themselves  aggrieved  by  such  seizure,  he,  she  or  they 
may  appeal  to  any  magistrate  or  justice  of  the  city,  borough  or  place, 
where  such  seizure  is  made,  who  shall  hear,  try  and  determine  the 
same. 

Section  9.  The  clerks  of  the  several  markets  within  this  prov¬ 
ince,  now  in  office,  and  all  such  clerks  as  shall  hereafter  be  appointed, 
before  they  enter  upon  the  execution  of  their  office,  shall  take  the 
following  oath  or  affirmation,  before  some  magistrate  or  justice  of  the 
city,  borough  or  county,  wherein  they  shall  reside,  viz:  “That  he 
will  well  and  truly,  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  judgment,  do  and 
perform  all  things  enjoined  and  required  of  him  as  clerk  of  the  mar¬ 
ket,  by  the  laws  of  this  province.” 


AN  ACT 

For  the  more  effectual  preventing  accidents  which  may  happen  by  fire,  and 
for  suppressing:  idleness,  drunkenness,  and  other  debaucheries,  passed 
February  9,  1750-1. 

Section  1.  To  the  end  the  provisions  already  made  by  our  laws, 
for  preventing  accidents  which  may  happen  by  fire  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  and  several  other  boroughs  and  towns,  within  this 
province,  may  be  made  more  generally  useful,  and  to  prevent,  as 
much  as  in  us  lies,  the  growing  sins  of  idleness,  drunkenness,  and 
other  debaucheries,  too  frequent  among  us, 
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Former  laws  Be  it  enacted ,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  within 
against  tiring  any  county  town,  or  within  any  other  town  or  borough,  in  this  prov- 
nu'ns^S-  ince,  already  built  and  settled,  or  hereafter  to  be  built  and  settled, 
works,  &c.  not  hitherto  restricted  nor  provided  for  by  our  laws,  shall  set  on  fire 

extended.  their  chimnies  to  cleanse  them,  or  shall  suffer  them  or  any  of  them 

to  take  fire,  and  blaze  out  at  the  top,  or  shall  fire  any  gun  or  other 
fire-arm,  or  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  or  sell  or  utter,  or  offer 
to  expose  to  sale,  any  squibs,  rockets  or  other  fire-works,  or  shall 
cast,  throw  or  fire  any  squibs,  rockets  or  other  fire-works,  within  any 
of  the  said  towns  or  boroughs,  withorrt  the  Governor’s  special  license 
for  the  same,  every  such  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  like  penalties  and  forfeitures,  and  to  be  recovered  in 
like  manner,  as  in  and  by  an  act,  passed  in  the  eighth  year  of  the 
reign  of  King  George  the  first,  entitled  “an  act  for  preventing  ac¬ 
cidents  that  may  happen  by  fire,”  are  directed  to  be  levied  and  re¬ 
covered. 


AN  ACT 

For  preventing  accidents  that  may  happen  by  fire,  passed  August  26,  1721. 


Penalty  on 
firing  of 
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Section  3.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  within  the  city  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  or  towns  of  Chester,  Bristol,  Germantown,  Darby  or  Chiches¬ 
ter,  shall  set  on  fire  their  chimnies  to  cleanse  them,  or  shall  suffer 
them  or  any  of  them  to  take  fire  and  blaze  out  at  the  top,  and  be 
duly  convicted  thereof,  by  one  credible  witness,  before  any  one  jus¬ 
tice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  city  or  counties,  such  person  or  persons 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  twenty  shillings  for  the 
use  of  the  said  city  or  towns  respectively,  where  such  offence  shall 
happen;  and  the  first  paragraph  of  an  act  of  assembly  of  this  prov¬ 
ince,  imposing  a  fine  of  forty  shillings  upon  every  person  that  shall 
fire,  or  suffer  their  chimnies  to  be  fired,  shall  and  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  repealed  and  made  void. 

Section  4.  And  whereas,  Much  mischief  may  happen  by  shoot¬ 
ing  of  guns,  throwing,  casting  and  firing  of  squibs,  serpents,  rockets, 
and  other  fire-works,  within  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  if  not  speedily 

prevented : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  of  what  sex, 
not  to  be  fired  age,  degree  or  quality  soever,  from  and  after  publication  hereof,  shall 
in  Philadel-  fire  any  gUn  0r  other  fire-arms,  or  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made, 
or  sell  or  utter,  or  offer  to  expose  to  sale  any  squibs,  rockets  or  other 
fire-works,  or  shall  cast,  throw  or  fire  any  squibs,  rockets  or  other 
fire-works  within  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  without  the  Governor’s 
special  license  for  the  same,  of  which  license  due  notice  shall  first  be 
given  to  the  mayor  of  the  said  city,  such  person  or  persons  so  offend¬ 
ing,  and  being  thereof  convicted  before  any  one  justice  of  the  peace 
of  the  said  city,  either  by  confession  of  the  party  so  offending,  or  by 
the  view  of  any  of  the  said  justices,  or  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of 
one  or  more  witnesses,  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  five  shillings;  one-half  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
city,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  him  or  them  who  shall  prose- 
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cute  and  cause  such  offender  to  be  as  aforesaid  convicted ;  which  Limitation  of 
forfeitures  shall  be  levied  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  offender’s  goods  prosecutions, 
as  aforesaid ;  and  for  want  of  such  distress,  if  the  offender  refuse  to 
pay  the  said  forfeiture,  he  shall  be  committed  to  prison  for  every 
such  offence  the  space  of  two  days,  without  bail  or  mainprize :  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  such  conviction  be  made  within  ten  days  after  such 
offence  committed;  and  if  such  offender  be  a  negro  or  Indian  slave, 
he  shall,  instead  of  imprisonment,  be  publicly  whipped,  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  magistrate. 


AN  ACT 

To  suppress  the  disorderly  practice  of  firing  guns,  &c.,  on  the  times  therein 
mentioned,  passed  December  24,  1774. 

Whereas,  A  disorderly  practice  prevails  in  many  parts  of  this 
province,  of  firing  guns  at  or  near  new-year’s  day,  which  is  frequently 
attended  with  much  mischief,  and  greatly  disturbs  the  public  peace : 
for  remedy  whereof  for  the  future, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted ,  That  if,  after  the  publication  of  this  Penalty  on 
act,  any  person  or  persons  shall,  on  any  thirty-first  day  of  December,  persons  dis- 
or  first  or  second  day  of  January,  in  every  year,  wantonly,  and  without  ^l^rg(J£ncS 
reasonable  occasion,  discharge  and  fire  off  any  hand-gun,  pistol  orfbe31st0f 
other  fire-arms,  or  shall  cast,  throw  or  fire  any  squibs,  rockets  or  other  December,  &c 
fire-works,  within  the  inhabited  parts  of  this  province,  to  the  distur¬ 
bance  of  any  of  his  majesty’s  subjects  there  inhabiting  and  being, 
every  such  person  so  offending,  and  being  thereof  convicted  before 
any  one  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county,  or  mayor  or  other  head 
officer,  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  any  city  or  town  corporate,  where 
such  offence  shall  be  committed,  either  by  confession  of  the  party  so 
offending,  or  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  one  or  more  credible  witness, 

(which  oath  or  affirmation  the  said  justice  or  other  officer  aforesaid 
is  hereby  empowered  and  required  to  administer,)  shall,  for  every 
such  offence,  forfeit,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  township  or  dis¬ 
trict  where  such  offender  lives,  the  sum  of  ten  shillings,  to  be  levied 
by  distress  and  sale  of  the  offender’s  goods  and  chattels,  by  warrant, 
under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  justice,  or  other  officer  before  whom 
such  offenders  shall  be  convicted,  returning  the  overplus,  if  any,  to 
the  owner,  the  reasonable  charge  of  distraining  being  first  deducted; 
and  for  want  of  such  distress,  such  offender  shall  be  committed  to 
prison  for  the  space  of  five  days,  without  bail  or  mainprize. 

Section  2.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  after  the  publication  Penalty  on 
of  this,  act,  shall  willingly  permit  or  suffer,  within  the  time  afore-  housekeepers 
said,  any  person  or  persons  to  discharge  or  fire  off,  at  his  or  her  house, 
any  hand-gun,  pistol  or  other  fire-arms,  or  to  cast,  throw  or  fire  any  befired  off°at 
squibs,  rockets  or  other  fire-works,  as  aforesaid,  every  person  so  as  their  houses, 
aforesaid  offending,  and  being  thereof  convicted  in  manner  aforesaid, 
shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay,  for  the  use  aforesaid, 
the  sum  of  twenty  shillings,  to  be  recovered  in  manner  aforesaid.

Section  8.  That  the  constable  of  each  respective  city,  borough, 
township  or  place,  in  every  county  of  this  province,  having  any  knowl¬ 
edge  of  any  offences  against  this  act,  shall  and  he  is  hereby  required, 
under  the  penalty  of  twenty  shillings,  to  present,  on  oath  or  affirma¬ 
tion,  every  such  offence  to  one  of  the  nest  justices  of  the  peace  of 
their  respective  counties,  or  before  the  justices  of  the  general  quarter 
sessions  of  the  peace  for  the  same  county,  together  with  the  name 
or  names  of  all  such  offenders,  that  they  may  be  tried,  agreeable  to 
the  directions  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  Provided  always,  That  if  any  person  shall  conceive 
him  or  herself  aggrieved  by  the  judgment  of  any  such  justice,  he  or 
she  may  appeal  to  the  next  county  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the 
said  county,  who  shall,  on  the  petition  of  the  party,  take  such  order 
therein,  as  to  them  shall  appear  just  and  reasonable,  and  the  same 
shall  be  conclusive  to  all  parties.  .  ' 

Section  5.  Provided  always,  That  no  person  or  persons  shall 
he  prosecuted  or  troubled  for  any  offence  against  this  act,  unless  the 
same  be  prosecuted  within  four  months  after  the  offence  committed. 


AN  ACT 

To  prevent  the  hunting  of  deer  and  other  wild  beasts,  &c.,  passed  April 

9,  1760. 

Section  7.  That  no  person  whatsoever  shall  presume  to  shoot  at, 
or  kill  with  a  fire-arm,  any  pigeon,  dove,  partridge  or  other  fowl,  in 
the  open  streets  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  or  in  the  gardens,  or¬ 
chards  and  inclosures  adjoining  upon,  and  belonging  to  any  of  the 
dwelling  houses  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city  or  suburbs  thereof, 
or  any  of  the  boroughs  or  towns  within  this  province,  upon  the  for¬ 
feiture  of  forty  shillings  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  convicted  in 
manner  aforesaid. 

Section  8.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  hunt  or  kill  any 
kind  of  game  on  the  Sabbath-day,  and  shall  he  convicted  thereof  in 
manner  last  aforesaid,  every  such  offender  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  forty  shillings  for  every  such  offence. 


AN  ACT 

For  the  prevention  of  vice  and  immorality,  and  of  unlawful  gaming,  and  to 
restrain  disorderly  sports  and  dissipation,  passed  April  22,  1794. 

Section  5.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  after  the  first  day  of 
August  next,  cause  to  fight  any  cock  or  cocks,  for  money,  or  any 
other  valuable  thing,  or  shall  promote  or  encourage  any  match  or 
matches  of  cock-fighting,  by  betting  thereon,  or  shall  play  at  any 
match  of  bullets  in  any  place,  for  money,  or  other  valuable  thing,  or 
on.  any  public  highway,  with  or  without  a  bet,  or  shall  play  at  cards, 
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dice,  billiards,  bowls,  shuffle-boards,  or  any  game  of  hazard  or  ad¬ 
dress,  for  money,  or  other  valuable  thing,  every  such  person,  so 
offending,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  or  magis¬ 
trate  as  aforesaid,  forfeit  and  pay  three  dollars  for  every  such  offence ; 
and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  enter,  start,  or  run  any  horse, 
mare  or  gelding,  for  any  plate,  prize,  wager,  bet,  sum  of  money,  or 
other  valuable  thing,  every  such  person,  so  offending,  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof  as  aforesaid,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars. 


A  N  ACT 

Authorizing  the  sale  of  provisions,  vegetables  and  fruit,  in  the  markets  of 
any  city,  borough  or  corporate  town  within  this  commonwealth,  passed 
April  6,  1802. 

Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  to  sell  or  expose  to 
sale,  provisions,  vegetables  or  fruit,  in  the  markets  of  any  city,  bor¬ 
ough,  or  corporate  town  within  this  commonwealth:  Provided  al¬ 
ways,  That  such  provisions,  vegetables  or  fruit,  shall  not  have  been 
previously  purchased  within  the  limits  of  such  city,  borough,  or  cor¬ 
porate  town ;  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 


AN  ACT 

To  prevent  obstructions  being  placed  on  turnpike  roads,  passed  March  21 

1833. 

Section  3.  That  no  carter  or  teamster  shall  leave  his  wagon  or 
team  stand  during  the  night  within  less  than  ten  feet  of  the  "centre 
of  the  turnpike  road,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offence,  to  be  recovered  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  jus¬ 
tice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  county,  with  costs  of  suit,  the  one 
half  for  the  use  of  the  prosecutor,  and  the  other  half  to  and  for  the 
repair  of  the  roads  in  the  township  where  such  offence  may  be  com¬ 
mitted.

That  Robert  Harris,  George  Hoyer  and  John  Downey, 
of  Harrisburg;  Thomas  Smith,  Edward  Crouch  and  Elisha  Green,  of 
Middletown;  Jacob  Gisch,  Michael  Koble  and  Christian  Ober,  of  Eliz¬ 
abethtown;  John  Cook,  Thomas  P.  Cope  and  John  Tomlinson,  of  Phil¬ 
adelphia;  John  Bausman,  Amos  Slaymaker  and  Adam  Weaver,  of 
Lancaster,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  do  and  perform  the

Giving  to  the  president,  managers  and  company  of  the  Harrisburg  and  Mid¬ 
dletown  turnpike  road,  privilege  to  extend  the  same  along  Second  street, 
in  Harrisburg,  to  the  northern  boundary  thereof,  passed  April  9,  1823.

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road,  to  extend  the  same  through  and  along  Second  street,  in  the 
borough  of  Harrisburg,  to  the  northern  boundary  thereof ;  and  that 
the  assent  of  the  borough  is  hereby  given  to  the  president,  managers 
and  company  aforesaid :  Provided,  That  the  road  shall  be  located  so 
as  to  conform,  in  every  respect,  with  the  present  regulations  of  said 
street,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  board  of  regulators,  in  pur¬ 
suance  of  an  order  of  council. 


AN  ACT 

To  extend  to  the  cities  of  Lancaster,  Harrisburg,  Pittsburg  and  Allegheny, 
the  provisions  of  an  act  to  authorize  the  arrest  of  professional  thieves, 
burglars,  &c.,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  provisions  of  the  act,  entitled  “an  act  to  authorize  the  arrest  of 
professional  thieves,  burglars,  &c.,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,”  ap¬ 
proved  March  thirteenth,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  extended  to  the  cities  of 
Lancaster,  Harrisburg,  Pittsburg  and  Allegheny.

AN  ORDINANC  E 

In  relation  to  actions  and  other  legal  proceedings,  for  the  violation  of  any 
of  the  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  passed  December  6,  1860. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  nothing  in  any  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of 
the  said  city,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  the  party  or  parties 
injured  or  aggrieved  in  any  way,  nor  the  city  itself  from  resorting 
to  and  maintaining  any  other  remedy  or  legal  proceedings  for  injuries 
sustained,  or  violations  of  law,  which  have  been  and  are  provided, 
either  by  the  statutes  of  this  commonwealth,  or  the  common  law,  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  said  party  or  parties,  or  of  the  executive  offi¬ 
cers  of  said  corporation,  a  more  efficient  and  substantial  remedy  is 
afforded,  for  the  injury  or  wrong  complained  of,  by  statute  or  the 
common  law,  than  that  which  is  provided  in  the  several  ordinances 
of  the  said  city;  nor  shall  any  thing  therein  contained  be  so  con¬ 
strued  as  to  prevent  the  party  or  parties,  or  the  said  city  itself,  from 
asserting,  maintaining  and  prosecuting  both  remedies  or  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  at  the  same  time,  and  in  each  and  every  case  where  it  may 
become  necessary.

AN  ORDINANCE 
Relating  to  private  alleys,  passed  December  11,  1860. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  Dutyofsuper- 
or  street  commissioners  of  the  respective  wards,  to  examine,  from  visors, 
time  to  time,  the  condition  of  all  the  private  alleys  within  their  dis¬ 
tricts,  to  see  whether  there  be  any  dirt,  filth  or  other  nuisance  de¬ 
posited  or  placed  therein,  and  if  so,  to  have  the  same  removed,  or 
cause  it  to  be  removed  forthwith,  at  the  expense  of  the  person  or 
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persons  who  may  have  placed,  cast  or  deposited  said  dirt,  filth  or 
other  nuisance  in  said  private  alley ;  and  further,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  supervisors  or  street  commissioners,  to  see  to  it  that  all 
the  private  alleys  within  the  limits  of  said  city  are  kept  clean  and  in 
good  order,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  owners  of  property  having 
the  right  of  access  to  or  passage  along  the  same,  in  equal  proportions; 
and,  when  necessary  to  effect  this  object,  and  to  carry  out  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  section,  the  said  supervisors  or  street  commissioners  are 
further  authorized  and  required  to  have  said  alleys  properly  graded 
and  provided  with  gutters  or  sewers,  which  shall  be  made  and  done 
under  the  directions  of  the  city  regulators,  in  the  manner  provided 
by  the  ordinance  in  relation  to  the  regulation  of  the  several  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys,  at  the  expense  of  the  respective  owners  of  property 
on  said  private  alleys,  in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  their  property 
thereon;  which  expenses  and  costs  shall  be  reimbursed  to  said  city 
when  it  does  the  work,  or  recovered  by  due  course  of  law,  as  provi¬ 
ded  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  charter  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  any  supervisor  or  street  commissioner,  who  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  case  of 
refusal  or  neglect  so  to  perform  his  duty;  which  fine  shall  be  recov¬ 
ered,  for  the  use  of  said  city,  before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman 
thereof,  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  charter;  and  shall  further 
be  liable  to  be  removed  from  office,  at  the  discretion  of  the  council.

AN  ORDINANCE 
In  relation  to  bathing,  passed  December  11,  1860, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg ,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  swim 
or  bathe,  at  any  time,  between  the  hours  of  five  in  the  morning  and 
eight  o’clock  in  the  evening,  in  any  part  of  the  Susquehanna  river, 
within  two  hundred  yards  of  the  Dauphin  county  shore,  and  between 
the  northern  and  southern  boundaries  of  the  city;  nor  shall  any  person 
swim  or  bathe  in  the  Pennsylvania  canal  or  Paxton  creek,  between 
the  hours  of  five  o’clock  in  the  morning  and  eight  o’clock  in  the 
evening,  within  the  said  city,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city

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shall  be  the  duty  of  all  collectors  of  taxes  and  water  rents,  (who 
may  be  appointed  or  elected  by  the  said  council  under  the  provisions 
of  the  city  charter,  or  any  ordinance  relating  thereto,)  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  to  give  an  official  bond,  to  be  taken  Bonds  in  dou- 
in  the  name  of  “the  city  of  Harrisburg,”  with  two  good  and  suffi- l,lc  t,ie 
cient  sureties,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  president  of  the  council,  in 
double  the  amount  of  the  duplicate  to  be  issued  to  said  collectors,  given.

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  lay  Treasurer  to 
before  the  committee  of  finance,  from  time  to  time,  at  least  once  in  report  month- 
every  month,  a  statement,  in  writing,  of  the  money  received  by  him 
during  the  preceding  month,  from  whom  received  and  on  what  ac¬

bond  to  be  approved  of  by  the  president  of  council,  as  in  other  cases 
hereinbefore  referred  to.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  deposit,  cast  or  lay,  or  cause  to  be  deposited,  cast  or 
laid,  or  thrown  over  or  on  the  upper  bank  of  the  river,  on  Front 
street,  in  said  city,  between  Walnut  street  and  what  is  commonly 
known  as  the  old  ferry,  near  the  red  warehouse,  any  stones,  brick¬ 
bats,  plaster,  stone  coal  ashes,  oyster  shells,  tin  or  sheet  iron  cuttings 
or  strips,  leather  cuttings,  or  the  rubbish  or  sweepings  of  paper,  or 
other  matter  from  any  store  room,  cellar,  shop,  office  or  tobacco  shop, 
or  any  brush,  branches  or  limbs  of  trees  or  shrubbery,  or  the  grass, 
weeds  or  other  dirt  from  any  garden,  yard  or  lot  of  ground,  or  any 
corn  husks,  dirt,  filth  or  other  matter  of  any  kind  whatsoever;  and 
any  person  or  persons,  he,  she  or  they,  so  offending,  either  by  them¬ 
selves  or  through  the  servants  in  their  employment,  and  being  thereof 
duly  convicted  before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman  of  said  city,  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  and  costs,  and  also 
shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  expense  of  removing  such  prohibited  matter 
by  the  order  of  the  mayor ;  the  one  half  of  said  fine  to  be  for  the 
use  of  the  informer  and  the  other  half  to  be  paid  into  the  city 
treasury,  as  in  other  cases  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be 
so  construed,  as  to  prohibit  earth  or  other  material  from  being  placed 
or  deposited  on  the  upper  bank  of  the  river  as  aforesaid,  in  order  to 
repair,  improve  and  keep  in  order  the  same,  under  the  permission  of 
the  council  aforesaid.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg ,  That  any  dog  or  slut,  which  may  have  been,  or  shall 
hereafter  be  bitten  by  any  mad  dog,  or  other  mad  animal,  such  dog 
or  slut,  so  bitten,  shall  forthwith  be  killed  and  buried  sufficiently 
deep  to  prevent  any  nuisance  therefrom;  and  if  any  owner  of  any 
dog  or  slut  so  bitten,  shall  refuse  to  kill  the  same,  and  shall  permit 
the  said  dog  or  slut  to  go  at  large  thereafter,  he,  she  or  they  so  offend¬ 
ing,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence, 
the  sum  of  eight  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  are  by  law  re¬ 
coverable;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  police  constable,  or 
such  person  as  he  may  authorize,  to  kill  and  bury  every  such  dog  or 
slut  found  running  at  large.

allowed  to  aldermen  and  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  for 
similar  services  by  sections  ten  and  eleven  of  an  act  of  assembly, 
passed  February  twenty-second,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-one,  entitled  “an  act  to  alter  and  amend  the  fee 
bill,” — 7  Smith’s  L.,  pages  374-5  and  6 — except  so  far  as  said  sec¬ 
tions  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  an  act  of  assembly,  passed  the 
second  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty,  entitled  “an  act  relating  to  vagrants  in  Lancaster  and  Dau¬ 
phin  counties.” — Pamphlet  laws  of  1860,  page  536.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  prevent  fires  and  the  firing  of  guns,  &c.,  passed  December  11,  1860. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  except  on  military 
occasions,  shall  fire  off  any  gun,  pistol  or  fire-arm,  or  shall  at  any 
time  sell  or  cause  to  be  sold,  or  shall  fire  off  any  squib,  cracker  or 
other  annoyance,  in  the  nature  of  a  squib  or  cracker,  within  the 
limits  of  the  said  city,  he,  she  or  they,  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
each  offence  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  for  the  use  of  the  city :  Provided, 
That  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  or  prohibit 
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the  sale,  or  casting,  throwing  or  firing  squibs,  rockets,  or  other  fire 
works  on  the  third  and  fourth  days  of  July  of  each  and  every  year 
(Sundays  excepted). 

Section  2.  That  every  householder,  tenant  or  occupier  of  any  Chimneys  to 
dwelling  house  or  shop  within  the  city,  shall  cause  each  and  every  aptear 
the  occupied  chimneys  and  stove  pipes  in  his  or  her  house  or  shop,  wice  a  ^ear' 
respectively,  to  be  swept  at  least  twice  in  each  and  every  year;  and 
not  having  been  so  swept,  if  any  fire  should  occur  therein  so  as  to 
blaze  out  at  the  top,  the  person  occupying  the  same  shall  pay  a  fine  pena;ty 
of  five  dollars,  one  half  to  the  informer  and  the  other  half  to  the 
use  of  the  city. 

Section  3.  That  the  practice  of  burning  shavings,  straw  or  other 
inflammable  matter  in  the  streets  and  alleys,  the  projecting  of  stove 
pipes  through  roofs,  sides  and  ends  of  buildings,  the  smoking  of 
lighted  pipes  and  cigars  in  and  near  barns  and  stables,  and  carrying 
lighted  candles  in  or  about  stables  or  barns,  except  in  lanterns,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  severally  declared  unlawful. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  be  found  disre-  Penalty, 
garding  the  provisions  contained  in  this  ordinance,  and  being  thereof 
convicted  before  the  mayor  or  any  of  the  aldermen  of  said  city,  he, 
she  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of 
five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  are  made  recoverable  by 
the  ordinances  of  said  city. 

Section  5.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  from  and  after  the  Penalty  for 
passing  of  this  ordinance,  shall  wilfully  or  designedly  raise  or  cause  raising  false 
to  be  raised  any  false  alarm  of  fire,  and  shall  be  convicted  thereof  alarm  ^re- 
before  the  mayor  or  any  of  the  aldermen  of  said  city,  such  offender 
or  offenders  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recov¬ 
ered  under  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  said  city;  the  one  half 
of  said  fine  or  penalty  to  go  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  to  be 
paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  the  use  of  said  city. 

Section  6.  That  each  fire  company  belonging  to  the  city,  shall  pire  police, 
nominate  annually,  and  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  council  ap¬ 
point  three  of  the  members  of  said  fire  company  to'  act  as  a  special 
police  force,  without  compensation,  wdiose  duty  it  shall  be  in  case  of 
lire,  to  exercise  all  necessary  authority  to  preserve  order,  and  to  pre¬ 
vent  property  from  being  destroyed,  stolen  or  carried  away  without 
authority. 

Section  7.  That  the  persons  nominated  and  appointed  as  provi-  Members  of 
ded  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  conform  to  all  the  police  regu-  police  to 
lations  now  in  force  in  the  city,  and  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  coaform  to

That  all  ordinances  heretofore  passed,  upon  the  sub¬ 
jects  embraced  within  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  all  physicians  residing  within  the  limits  of  the 
city,  who  shall  have  any  cases  of  contagions  or  infections  diseases, 
shall  report  the  same  in  writing  to  the  mayor,  immediately  after  the 
same  shall  come  to  their  knowledge,  and  for  every  neglect  to  report 
any  such  case  as  required,  the  physician  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars,  to  he  recovered  before  the  mayor  as  other  fines  are  by 
law  recoverable,  for  the  use  of  the  city.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  in  any  manner,  Injure  or  de- 
wilfully,  negligently  or  carelessly  break,  injure,  deface  or  disturb  face  Sas  posts 
any  of  the  gas  posts  or  lanterns,  or  any  of  the  fixtures  thereof,  be-  anterns> 
longing  to  the  said  city,  or  any  private  lantern,  post  or  light  belong¬ 
ing  to  any  individual  or  association,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done, 
he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  their  aiders  or  abettors,  shall  on  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  before  the  mayor  or  one  of  the  aldermen  of  said  city, 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars,  for  each  and  every  offence.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city! 
of  Harrisburg,  That  immediately  after  the  happening  of  every  fire, 
Detection  of  within  the  city  limits,  from  an  unknown  cause,  whereby  property 
incendiaiies.  may  pe  destroyed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  and  he  is  here¬ 
by  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint,  three  disinterested,  sub¬ 
stantial  and  reputable  citizens,  neither  of  whom  were  owners  of  the 
property  injured,  who  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  inquiry,  without  fee,  (all 
of  whom  must  reside  in  the  ward  in  which  said  fire  originated,)  and 
who  shall  proceed  to  examine  the  premises,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  origin  of  said  fire,  may  issue  subpoenas  to  a  consta¬ 
ble  of  said  city  to  summons  to  attend  before  them,  at  some  place  to 
be  designated,  the  persons  first  discovering  the  fire,  the  inmates  of 
the  premises,  the  neighbors,  any  members  of  the  fire  department, 
and  all  others  who  could  give  any  information  of  value  concerning 
the  origin  of  said  fire,  or  who  was  last  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
property  fired,  immediately  preceding  the  fire;  and.  the  said  jury  of 
inquiry  shall  briefly  report  in  writing,  within  five  days,  to  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  city  council,  all  facts  and  circumstances  which  might 
lead  to  the  detection  of  the  offender,  or  might  be  useful  for  future 
reference  in  the  event  of  incendiarisms.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Concerning  the  Markets,  passed  March  2,  1861. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  there  shall  be  held  two  markets  in  each  week 
during  the  year — the  one  on  Wednesday  and  the  other  on  Saturday; 

Market  hours  and  the  market  hours  shall  be  between  the  hours  of  five  and  eight 
o’clock,  A.  M.,  during  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  July, 
August  and  September,  and  between  the  hours  of  six  and  nine 
o’clock,  A.  M.,  during  the  residue  of  the  year;  and  each  and  every 
person  who  shall  buy  or  sell  any  thing  in  market  before  the  hour 
appointed  for  the  opening  of  the  markets  as  aforesaid,  shall  pay  a 
fine  of  one  dollar  for  each  and  every  offence,  and  the  costs  of  suit : 
^Provided ,  That  nothing  contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  so 
construed,  as  to  interfere  with  the  evening  markets,  as  heretofore 
held. 

Section  2.  That  the  stalls  in  both  market  houses  be  numbered 
as  follows: 
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And  that  the  clerk  of  the  market  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
and  instructed,  to  lay  off  and  designate  by  numbers,  on  a  plan  or 
draft  to  be  prepared  for  that  purpose,  all  the  stations  or  stands  be¬ 
tween  the  two  market  houses,  and  at  the  ends  thereof;  and  also 
similar  stands  or  stations  (from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  may  re¬ 
quire,)  for  the  use  of  the  country  people,  and  others  attending  the 
markets,  from  the  side  of  the  square  out  Market  street,  on  both  sides 
thereof,  as  far  as  Fourth  street,  and  out  Market  street  towards  the 
Harrisburg  bridge,  as  far  as  River  alley;  and  also  along  both  sides 
of  Second  street  from  the  square,  as  far  as  Chestnut  and  Walnut 
streets;  and  also  around  the  square  itself. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  market, 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October  next,  and  on  the  first  Wednesday 
of  October  annually  thereafter,  to  rent  for  the  term  of  one  year  from 
said  day,  by  public  auction,  to  thG  highest  and  best  bidders,  the

That,  if  any  of  tbe  stalls  should  not  be  rented  at  the 
at  any  time,  time  appointed  for  renting,  according  to  the  provisions  of  tbe  third 
section  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  tbe  duty  of  tbe  clerk  of  tbe 
market  to  rent  tbe  same  by  private  agreement,  to  such  persons  as 
may  be  desirous  of  renting  them,  for  tbe  best  prices  be  can  obtain 
therefor,  payable  as  prescribed  in  tbe  third  section,  but  not  for  a 
longer  time  than  to  tbe  end  of  tbe  time  for  which  the  other  stalls 
shall  be  rented ;  and,  when  any  stall  shall  be  so  rented  by  private 
contract,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  market,  forthwith  to 
pay  over  the  amount  of  rents  received  to  the  city  treasurer,  and  to 
make  report  to  council,  as  directed  in  cases  of  renting  by  public 
auction. 

Section  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  butchers,  to  provide 
their  own  hooks,  and  find  their  own  blocks  and  accommodations, 
and  not  to  extend  their  benches  or  blocks  more  than  five  feet  and  a 
half  from  the  pillars  of  the  market  house  inwards;  they  shall  leave 
no  offal  in  or  about  the  market  house,  and  shall  also  clean  and  re¬ 
move  their  blocks  after  market  hours,  and  place  them  under  their 
respective  benches;  and  no  butcher  shall,  during  market  hours, 
keep  more  than  one  dog  at  his  stall,  which  shall  be  kept  tied  or 
chained  to  the  stall  during  the  continuance  of  market. 

Section  6.  That  all  beef,  pork,  mutton,  lamb,  veal,  and  all 
kinds  of  poultry  and  fish,  and  all  other  articles  of  food  whatever, 
that  shall  be  brought  to  market,  or  publicly  exposed  to  sale  in  the 
city,  and  shall  be  found  diseased,  tainted,  or  in  any  manner  rendered 
unwholesome,  or  unfit  for  use;  and  all  veal  which,  when  killed, 
shall  not  have  been  of  the  age  of  four  weeks,  shall  be  forfeited;  and 
the  person  or  persons  exposing  the  same  for  sale,  shall  moreover,  on 
conviction  thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  four  dollars  for  the  use 
of  the  city. 

Section  7.  That  the  occupants  of  stalls  on  the  inside  ranges  of 
the  lower  market  house,  shall  not  occupy  with  tables,  barrels,  bas- 
pants  of  stalls  or  produce,  more  space,  during  market  hours,  than  five  and  a 
half  feet  from  the  pillars  of  the  market  house  inwards,  nor  shall  the 
occupants  of  stalls  in  either  market  house,  on  the  outside  ranges, 
occupy  as  aforesaid  more  space  during  said  hours  than  three  feet 
from  said  pillars  outwards;  and  no  person  shall  occupy  or  obstruct 
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in  any  manner,  the  main  or  cross  passages  in  said  market  house, 
during  market  hours,  with  marketing  or  otherwise,  but  said  passages 
shall  be  kept  open  and  free  for  the  convenience  of  purchasers  and 
others  attending  market. 

Section  8.  That  no  person  shall  occupy  a  stall  in  either  of  the  Stalls  not  to 
market  houses,  or  a  stand  or  station,  which  has  been  laid  off  by  the 
clerk  of  the  market,  during  market  hours,  unless  he,  she,  or  they  b 
shall  have  rented  the  same. 

Section  9.  That  no  person  shall,  during  market  hours,  sell  meat  Meat  not  to  be 
of  any  kind  by  less  quantity  than  the  quarter  of  a  carcass,  unless  it  ^an Quarter 
he  from  a  stall  or  bench  in  one  of  the  market  houses,  or  from  a  stand  1 
or  station  laid  off  by  the  clerk  of  the  market,  and  unless  the  said 
meat  so  offered  for  sale,  shall  be  of  their  own  raising:  Provided 
Jioicever,  That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  regular  butchers, 
who  are,  by  this  ordinance,  confined  to  the -inside  ranges  of  stalls  in 
the  upper  market  house,  and  to  such  stations  or  stands  outside  of  the 
upper  market  house,  as  may  be  set  apart  for  them  by  the  clerk  of  the

That  no  person  shall,  during  market  hours,  buy  or  Poses' 
cause  to  be  bought  any  articles  of  provision,  fruit  or  other  commo-  ^°a$ej^OIfor 
dity  whatsoever,  for  the  purpose  of  retailing  or  re-selling  the  same.  tjle  pUrpo^c  0f 
Section  16.  That  no  huckster,  dealer,  or  other  person  whatso-  retailing, 
ever,  shall  buy  or  cause  to  bought  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  any 
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articles  of  provision,  fruit,  vegetables  or  other  commodities  intended 
for  the  market,  for  the  purpose  of  retailing  or  re-selling  the  same , 
between  tbe  hours  of  two  o’clock,  P.  M.,  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 
of  each  and  every  week,  and  nine  o’clock,  A.  M.,  on  the  regular 
market  days  heretofore  established. 

Section  17.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  mar¬ 
ket  to  sweep  out  the  market  houses  every  market  day  after  market 
hours,  and  shall  once  in  each  week,  during  the  months  of  April, 
May,  June,  July,  August,  September,  October  and  November,  cause 
them  to  be  washed  and  thoroughly  cleansed  by  the  use  of  the  hose 
and  hydrant  water;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  moreover,  to  attend 
each  market  day  during  market  hours,  within  the  market  limits, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  necessary,  and  enforce  all  the 
laws,  or  ordinances,  and  regulations  relative  to  the  markets,  and 
shall  seize  and  prosecute  for  all  breaches  thereof,  and  shall  prevent 
all  persons  from  occupying  stalls  or  stations  without  authority,  or 
for  purposes  not  authorized;  he  shall  weigh,  try  and  examine  all 
bread,  butter,  lard  and  other  provisions,  purporting  to  be  of  a  given 
or  accustomed  weight  or  measure,  and  all  scales,  weights  and  mea¬ 
sures  which  arc  found  in  the  market;  he  shall  examine  all  persons 
suspected  of  unlawfully  purchasing,  during  market  hours,  articles 
for  retailing;  and  shall  take  such  order  respecting  all  provisions  and 
other  articles  which  may  be  seized  under  the  provisions  of  this  law, 
as  the  council  may  direct,  and  shall  not  accept  or  take  from  any 
person  attending  market,  any  donation,  fee,  perquisite  or  reward, 
under  any  pretence  whatever. 

Section  18.  That  no  regular  butcher  or  other  person  shall, 
directly  or  indirectly,  purchase  or  cause  to  be  purchased  from  any 
farmer  or  other  person,  any  fresh  meats  (except  pork  in  the  hog,) 
offered  for  sale  within  the  bounds  of  the  city,  and  re-sell  the  same 
meats  or  any  part  thereof,  at  wholesale  or  retail,  under  the  penalty 
of  five  dollars  for  every  offence. 

Section  19.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  mar¬ 
ket,  to  attend  every  Tuesday  and  Friday  morning  at  the  Harrisburg 
bridge  market,  and  see  to  it  that  all  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
in  relation  to  the  regular  market  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  are 
duly  observed  and  enforced,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable  to  this 
market,  and  said  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  made  and 
declared  to  be  in  full  force,  binding  and  obligatory  on  all  persons 
attending  the  said  bridge  market. 

Section  20.  That,  for  any  and  every  infraction  or  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  (not  otherwise  provided  for), 
the  offender  or  offenders  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than 
three,  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  mayor  or 
any  alderman  of  said  city,  before  whom  the  offender  or  offenders  may 
be  prosecuted  to  conviction. 

Section  21.  That  all  ordinances  heretofore  passed  upon  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  the  markets,  embraced  within  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
are  hereby  repealed.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Fixing  the  time  for  opening  and  closing  the  markets,  passed  October  5,  1861. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  market  hours  shall  be  between  the  hours  of 
four  and  a  half  and  eight  o’clock,  A.  M.,  during  the  months  of 
April,  May,  June,  July,  August  and  September,  and  between  five 
and  nine  o’clock,  A.  M.,  during  the  residue  of  the  year. 

Section  2.  That  so  much  of  the  market  ordinance  as  is  incon¬ 
sistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Prohibiting  nuisances  within  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  and  for  other  pur¬ 
poses,  passed  March  13,  1861. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  erect  or  maintain  Hog-styes  not 
any  hog-sty  adjoining  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  adjoining  the  pri-  adjoin 
vate  property  of  any  individual  or  society  within  the  inhabited  parts  or*pri- 
of  said  city,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  vio-  vateproperty. 
lat.ion  of  the  above  provision,  and  the  expense  of  removing  the  same 
by  the  supervisor  of  the  district  or  ward  in  which  said  nuisance  may 
be  erected  or  maintained. 

Section  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  erect  or  main-  To  be  kept  so 
tain  any  hog-sty  in  the  interior  of  his,  her  or  their  lot  or  lots  in  the  as  n°t  to  be 
city  aforesaid,  he,  she  or  they  shall  keep  the  same  so  clean  that  the  °ffensive- 
smell  thereof  shall  not  be  offensive  to  his,  her  or  their  neighbor  or 
neighbors,  or  other  citizens  of  the  said  city;  and  any  person  offend¬ 
ing  against  this  section,  and  being  thereof  duly  convicted,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  every  such  offence  and 
costs  of  prosecution. 

Section  3.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  ride  on  horse-  Riding  or  dri- 
back,  or  shall  drive  any  carriage  or  sleigh  through  or  along  any  of  viug  horses, 
the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  said  city,  faster  than  at  a  common 
traveling  gait,  or  shall  drive  his,  her  or  their  wagon  or  cart  through 
or  along  the  same  faster  than  a  common  trot  or  pace,  he,  she  or 
they  so  offending,  and  being  thereof  convicted,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence  and  costs  of  'prosecu¬ 
tion. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter  make  Bulk  win- 
and  set  up,  or  cause  to  be  made  and  set  up,  any  bulk,  jut-window  4°ws,  spouts 
or  incumbrance  whatsoever,  whereby  any  passage  of  any  street,  foot-  au'^  8atterB- 
way,  lane  or  alley  shall  be  obstructed,  or  shall  place  or  cause  to  be 
placed,  any  spout  or  gutter  whereby  the  passage  of  any  street,  lane 
or  alley  shall  be  incommoded,  every  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit 
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and  pay  for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  five  dollars;  and  shall, 
moreover,  remove  the  said  nuisance,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  remo¬ 
ved,  and  on  the  failure  thereof,  after  notice  to  him,  her  or  them 
given,  by  order  of  the  mayor,  then,  in  that  case,  the  supervisor  shall 
remove  the  same,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  and  the  costs 
and  expenses  attending  such  removal  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  or 
parties  so  offending. 

Section  5.  That  if  any  individual  or  society,  holding  lots  with¬ 
in  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  shall  suffer  water  or  other  offensive  matter 
to  stand  upon  said  lots,  so  as  to  become  putrid  and  offensive  to  any 
of  the  citizens  of  the  said  city,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance 
and  upon  information  being  given  of  the  existence  of  such  nuisance 
to  the  mayor  or  any  of  the  aldermen  of  said  city,  he  shall  issue  his 
warrant  to  the  regulators,  requiring  them  to  regulate  and  point  out 
the  manner  in  which  such  water  or  offensive  matter  may  be  drained 
off  or  removed;  and  also  shall  give  notice  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
such  lot  or  lots,  requiring  him,  her  or  them  forthwith  to  have  the 
said  water  or  offensive  matter  drained  off  or  removed  from  said  lot  or 
lots,  or  filled  up  with  earth,  according  to  the  direction  of  the  said 
regulators ;  and  if  the  said  owner  or  owners  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  have  their  said  lot  or  lots  drained  or  filled  tip  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
said  offensive  matter  removed  for  the  space  of  six  days  after  having 
been  notified  as  aforesaid,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  for  refusing  or  neglecting  to  remove 
said  nuisance,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  to  be 
recovered  before  tbe  mayor  or  any  of  the  aldermen  of  said  city,  as- 
other  fines  under  the  city  charter  are  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  6.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  after  the  due  promul¬ 
gation  hereof,  shall  cast  or  lay,  or  cause  to  be  cast  or  laid,  any 
shavings,  mud,  straw,  ashes,  stones,  brick-bats,  dung,  or  the  heads,, 
entrails  or  other  offal  of  fish,  or  any  dead  carcass,  excrement  or  other 
filth  or  annoyance  whatever,  on  any  pavement,  foot-walk,  street, 
lane  or  alley  within  the  said  city,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  and 
being  thereof  convicted  before  the  mayor  or  any  of  the  aldermen  of 
said  city,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  such, 
offence;  and  shall,  moreover,  pay  the  expense  of  removing  such 
nuisance  or  nuisances. 

Section  7.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  shall  cast,, 
carry,  draw  out  or  lay  any  dead  carcass,  or  excrement,  or  filth,  from 
vaults,  privies  or  necessary-houses,  and  shall  leave  such  dead  carcass, 
excrement  or  filth  any  place  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  and 
out  of  the  inhabited  parts  thereof,  or  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
done,  without  burying  the  same  a  sufficient  depth  to  prevent  any 
disagreeable  smell  arising  therefrom,  every  person  or  persons  so 
offending,  and  being  thereof  convicted  in  manner  aforesaid,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence ;  and 
shall,  moreover,  pay  the  expense  of  removing  such  nuisance  or 
nuisances. 

Section  8.  That  if  any  distiller,  soap  boiler  or  tallow  chandler 
within  the  said  city,  shall  discharge  any  foul  or  nauseous  liquor  from 
any  still-house  or  work -shop,  so  that  such  liquor  shall  pass  into  or 
along  any  of  the  said  streets,  lanes  or  alleys;  or  if  any  soap  boiler  or 
tallow  chandler  shall  keep,  collect  or  use,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  col¬ 
lected  or  used,  in  any  of  the  said  inhabited  parts  of  the  said  city, 
any  stale,  putrid  or  stinking  fat,  grease  or  other  matter;  or  if  any 
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butcher  shall  keep  at  or  near  his  slaughter  house,  any  blood,  garbage, 
entrails,  offal  or  filth  whatsoever,  so  as  to  annoy  any  of  the  inhab¬ 
itants  of  the  said  city,  or  any  other  person,  he,  she  or  they  so  offend¬ 
ing,  and  being  thereof  convicted  in  manner  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Section  9.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  stop  or  Penalty  for 
obstruct  the  passage  of  the  waters  of  any  common  sewer,  made  or  to  obstructing 
be  made  within  the  said  city,  or  shall  in  any  manner  injure  or  dam-  0 

age  such  sewer  or  sewers,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  and  being 
thereof  convicted  in  manner  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

Section  10.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  cor-  Brick,  lum- 
porations,  except  in  such  cases  as  are  hereinafter  excepted,  shall  ^er’  w°°d> 
place  or  cause  to  be  placed  any  logs,  scantling,  boards,  stone,  brick,  ’&c 

lumber,  fire  wood,  stone  coal,  cars  or  locomotives,  wagons,  carts,  not  t0°remain 
stages,  carriages  or  any  other  obstruction  whatever,  in  any  part  of  in  streets, 
the  public  streets,  lanes,  alleys  or  foot-ways  within  the  said  city, 
and  shall  permit  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  remain  after  notice 
by  the  supervisor  to  remove  the  same  forthwith  from  said  street, 
lane,  alley  or  foot- way;  every  such  offender  or  offenders,  either  neg¬ 
lecting  or  refusing  to  remove  said  obstructions,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  the  use  of  the  said  city,  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten,  nor  less  than 
three  dollars  and  costs,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  mayor  or 
any  alderman  of  said  city,  and  also  the  expense  of  removing  said 
obstruction :  Provided,  That  in  the  case  of  fire  wood  and  stone  coal 
or  other  fuel,  intended  for  household  purposes,  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof  shall  have  one  day  after  notice  by  the  supervisor,  to  remove 
the  same. 


Section  11.  That  all  and  every  person  or  persons  who  now  Lumber  for 
have  brought,  or  may  hereafter  bring  materials  into  any  public  building,  bow 
street,  lane  or  alley  in  the  said  city,  for  the  purpose  of  building,  regalated. 
shall  not  occupy  more  than  one  third  of  any  of  the  streets,  and  in 
the  lanes  or  alleys  not  more  than  six  feet  on  one  side;  and  such 
materials  not  to  remain  longer  than  six  months,  under  the  penalty 
of  five  dollars  per  week,  upon  notice  and  conviction  thereof. 

Section  12.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  ride  or  drive  Not  to  ride 
any  horse,  mare  or  gelding,  or  shall  drive  any  wagon,  cart,  or  other  or  drive  over 
wheel  carriage,  along  or  over  any  foot-pavement  in  any  of  the  streets  Pavements- 
in  said  city,  he  or  she  so  offending,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  for¬ 
feit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  every  such  offence :  Provided, 

That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  any  person  from  riding, 
driving  or  leading  across  any  of  the  foot-ways  any  carriage,  cart  or 
other  vehicle,  or  horse  or  beast  of  burden,  into  or  out  of  any  lot, 
stable  or  tenement,  by  permission  of  the  owner  of  such  lot  or  tene¬ 
ment. 


Section  13.  That  if  any  store-keeper,  mechanic,  or  other  per¬ 
son,  shall  lay  or  cause  to  be  laid  on  his,  her  or  their  pavement  or 
foot-way,  any  boxes,  hogsheads,  barrels,  wood,  or  other  annoyance, 
more  than  five  feet  from  the  front  of  his,  her  or  their  house,  on  the 
pavement  or  foot-way  on  Front,  Second,  Market,  State  and  Broad 
streets,  and  more  than  three  feet  on  any  other  pavement  or  foot-way 
in  any  other  street  within  the  city,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending, 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  three  dollars 
for  every  such  offence.

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Boses,  &c.  on  Section  14.  That  any  store-keeper,  mechanic,  or  other  person,, 
outer  edge  of  may  set  Up  boxes  or  barrels  on  the  outer  edge  of  their  pavements, 
pavement.  for  f.jie  purp0se  0f  exposing  to  view  their  goods,  &o.,  from  sunrise  to 
sunset:  Provided,  That  not  more  than  four  feet  of  the  outer  edge 
of  the  pavement  be  occupied  along  Front,  Second,  Market,  State  and 
Broad  streets,  and  not  more  than  three  feet  of  the  outer  edge  of  the 
pavements  be  taken  up  thereby  along  the  pavement  in  any  of  the 
other  streets  of  the  city :  And  provided  also,  That  the  said  boxes, 
& c.,  be  removed  at  or  before  sundown  of  each  day;  and  if  any  per¬ 
son  shall  occupy  any  greater  space  than  is  hereby  allowed,  or  shall 
not  remove  their  boxes  or  barrels  as  herein  specified,  he,  she  or  they, 
on  conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding 
three  dollars,  nor  less  than  one  dollar,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  for 
each  offence. 

Section  15.  That  no  locomotive  engine,  with  or  without  cars 
attached  thereto,  shall  be  suffered,  by  the  engineer  or  conductor,  to 
run  at  a  greater  speed  than  five  miles  to  the  hour,  within  the  limits 
of  the  city;  and  any  engineer  or  other  person,  guilty  of  a  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be 
fined  in  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  levied  and 
collected  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Section  16.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons,  to  erect  any  wooden  awning  or  sign  across  the  pavement  or 
foot-way  of  any  of  the  streets  within  the  city,  under  the  penalty  of 
ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  the  city,  as  other  fines  are 
by  law  recoverable. 

Section  17.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  erect,  maintain 
or  keep  any  old  privy  vault  or  sink  in  the  interior  of  his,  her  or  their 
lots  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  so  that  the  filth  or  other  matter  com¬ 
ing  or  proceeding  from  said  privy,  or  old  privy  vault,  or  sink,  shall 
be  so  offensive  as  to  annoy  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city,  or 
shall  suffer  the  contents  of  said  privy,  old  privy  vault,  or  sink,  to 
overflow  or  leak  through  the  sides  thereof,  so  as  to  run  upon  any  of 
the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  or  upon  his,  her  or  their  lots,  or  any  ad¬ 
joining  lots,  or  in  anywise  be  an  anuoyance  to  his,  her  or  their 
neighbors,  or  be  a  nuisance  to  the  citizens  generally,  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman  of  said  city, 
forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  ten  dollars 
and  costs,  for  the  use  of  the  city  aforesaid;  and  upon  conviction  as 
aforesaid,  the  said  mayor  or  alderman  shall  forthwith  issue  his  war¬ 
rant  to  the  supervisor  of  the  ward  or  district  wherein  the  nuisance 
exists,  to  remove  the  said  nuisance  or  annoyance  complained  of,  at 
the  expense  of  the  defendant. 

Section  18.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  lot-holders  within 
the  inhabited  parts  of  the  city,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the 
fall  of  a  snow,  to  have  the  same  removed  from  their  pavements  and 
gutters  into  the  street,  in  front  of  their  dwellings  or  lots,  under  the 
penalty  of  one  dollar  for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered  for  the  use  of 
the  city,  as  other  fines  are  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  19.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisoi's  of  the 
city,  or  the  chief  police  constable,  to  see  that  the  several  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  be  carried  into  effect;  to  keep  the  streets,  lanes, 
alleys,  highways  and  cross-walks  within  the  city,  clear,  free,  open 
and  in  good  repair;  to  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  therefrom  any 
dead  carcass  or  other  nuisance,  or  obstruction  or  impediment,  in  the

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Way  of  the  citizens  passing  and  repassing  along  the  same ;  and  to 
take  care  that  no  water  be  suffered  to  remain  upon  any  of  the  said 
streets,  lanes,  alleys  or  highways,  so  as  to  become  offensive  to  any  of 
the  inhabitants,  under  the  penalty  of  four  dollars  for  every  neglect 
of  duty  hereby  imposed,  to  he  recovered  on  conviction  before  the 
mayor  or  any  alderman,  as  other  fines  by  law  are  recoverable. 

Section  20.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  allowed  to  open  Menageries 
and  exhibit  any  menagerie  or  collection  of  animals,  or  circus,  within  ancl  c/rcus  t° 
the  limits  of  the  city,  until  he,  she  or  they  shall  have  first  obtained  twenty^ dM-  ° 
from  the  city  treasurer,  a  license  for  that  purpose,  for  which  license,  iars 
he,  she  or  they  shall  pay  to  said  treasurer,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars ; 
and  if  any  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  guilty  of  making  or  caus¬ 
ing  such  exhibition  within  said  limits  at  any  time,  without  first 
having  obtained  such  license,  he,  she  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  the  use  of  said  city,  the  sum  of  forty  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
before  the  mayor  or  any  of  the  aldermen,  as  other  fines  are  by  law 


recoverable. 

Section  21.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter  build  or  Privies  not  to 
erect  any  privy,  vault  or  sink,  in  the  interior  of  his,  her  or  their  lot  erected  in 

or  lots,  within  the  city,  nearer  to  the  line  of  the  adjoining  lot  of  his  °f 

neighbor  than  eighteen  inches,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  thau  eighteen 
for  any  violation  of  this  section;  and  in  any  case  of  conviction  under  inches  of 
this  section,  before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman  of  this  city,  it  is  neighbors  lot. 
hereby  made  his  duty  to  issue  his  warrant  to  the  supervisor  of 

the  respective  ward  to  have  the  evil  or  nuisance  complained  of  re¬

carriages  of  any  kind,  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  three  dollars  and  costs,  for 
each  and  every  offence.

before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman  of  said  city,  shall  be  fined  in  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Section  26.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons  hereafter,  to  push  or  pull  any  hand  cart  or  other  wheel  carriage, 
or  any  wheel  barrow  with  swill,  slop  or  mortar  thereon,  along  and 
over  any  of  the  foot  pavements  or  side  walks,  or  any  of  the  cross 
walks  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city  of  Harrisburg;  and  any  per¬ 
son  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  section,  or 
any  one  who  shall  aid  or  assist  in  any  way  in  the  same,  (including 
the  employer  of  any  hand  cart,  wheel  barrow  or  other  wheel  carriage 
as  aforesaid,)  and  being  thereof  duly  convicted,  as  provided  in  the 
foregoing  section,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  three 
dollars  for  each  and  every  offence :  Provided ,  That  bread  carts  shall 
be  allowed  to  pass  over  the  pavements  until  ten  o’clock,  A.  M.,  of 
each  and  every  day,  and  on  Saturday  from  two  o’clock,  P.  M.,  until 
sundown :  And  provided  further,  That  this  section  shall  not  be 
construed  to  include  any  carriages  for  the  exercise  or  amusement  of 
children. 

Section  27.  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  supervisors 
of  the  respective  wards,  in  all  cases  where  any  individual  or  indivi¬ 
duals  have  been  convicted  before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman  of  this 
city,  of  keeping  or  maintaining,  or  having  erected,  kept  or  main¬ 
tained  in  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  this  city,  or  in  the 
interior  of  his,  her  or  their  lot  or  lots  of  ground,  any  nuisance  or 
other  thing  prohibited  by  this  ordinance,  or  any  other  ordinance 
adopted  by  the  common  council  of  said  city,  forthwith  to  remove 
or  abate  the  said  nuisance  or  prohibited  thing,  upon  the  order  of  the 
mayor  or  any  alderman  of  said  city,  to  him  or  them  directed  for  that 
purpose,  at  the  cost  or  expense  of  the  party  keeping,  erecting  or 
maintaining  the  same. 

Section  28.  That  the  assembling  and  collecting  together  of 
men  and  boys,  or  other  persons,  on  the  streets,  at  the  street  corners 
and  on  the  crossings,  or  on  the  pavements  in  said  city,  in  such  man¬ 
ner  as  to  block  up  and  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  any  of  said  streets, 
street  corners,  cross  walks  or  pavements  (except  when  and  where 
some  lawful  public  meeting  of  the  citizens  may  be  held),  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  nuisance  and  unlawful;  and  it  is  further  made  the 
duty  of  the  chief  police  constable  or  any  other  constable  of  this  city, 
to  disperse  any  assemblage  or  collection  of  men  and  boys,  or  other 
persons  as  aforesaid;  and  in  every  case  where  men,  boys  or  other 
persons  as  aforesaid,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  disperse  forthwith, 
upon  being  requested  or  notified  so  to  do  by  any  of  the  officers  afore¬ 
said,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  police  constable  or  any  other 
constable  as  aforesaid,  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested  any  such 
person  or  persons  so  refusing  or  neglecting  to  disperse  as  aforesaid, 
and  to  take  him,  her  or  them  before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman  of 
said  city,  who  shall  at  once  proceed  to  hear  the  case,  and  if  satisfied 
of  the  guilt  of  the  person  or  persons,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  the  said  mayor  or  alderman  as  aforesaid,  shall  impose  a  fine 
of  one  dollar  and  costs  upon  the  person  or  persons  so  found  guilty; 
and  in  case  the  offender  or  offenders  shall  refuse  or  be  unable  to  pay 
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the  fine  as  aforesaid,  he,  she  or  they  shall  be  committed  to  the 
Dauphin  county  prison  for  any  period  of  time  not  exceeding  twenty- 
four  hours,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  mayor  or  alderman  before 
whom  the  case  may  be  heard. 

Section  29.  That  the  owner  of  every  cart  or  other  carriage  em-  Carts  or  car- 
ployed  in  removing  or  carrying  any  offensive  wet  manure,  or  filth  of  paSes  carry- 
any  description,  along  or  over  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  ^,govol.  the 
the  city,  shall  have  and  keep  the  same  in  such  tight  and  secure  con-  streets  to  be 
dition,  that  such  manure  or  filth  shall  not  be  scattered  or  suffered  to  kept  tight, 
fall  on  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  aforesaid,  under  the  pen¬ 
alty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Section  30.  That  all  other  ordinances  heretofore  passed  on  the  Repeal, 
subjects  embraced  within  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  sections, 
so  far  as  they  may  be  inconsistent  therewith,  or  contrary  thereto,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  fix  the  compensation  of  certain  officers  therein  named,  passed  March 

19,  1861. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  the  compensation  to  be  allowed  to  the  officers 
hereinafter  named,  shall  be  as  follows,  payable  quarterly  to  those 
having  an  annual  compensation,  and  monthly  to  those  having  a 
monthly  compensation,  to  be  computed  from  the  date  of  their  enter¬ 
ing  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  except  the  chief  police  constable, 
and  for  lighting  street  lamps,  which  are  to  commence  April  first, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one : 

To  the  mayor  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

To  the  city  solicitor  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

To  the  city  treasurer  four  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  with  the 
further  compensation  of  two  per  centum  on  all  monies  paid  into  the 
treasury,  or  collected  by  him  under  the  second  section  of  act  of  as¬ 
sembly,  passed  April  twenty-first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-six,  relating  to  the  payment  of  taxes  in  the  bor¬ 
ough  of  Harrisburg. 

To  the  clerk  of  the  common  council  four  hundred  dollars  per 
annum. 

To  the  clerk  of  the  market  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

To  the  supervisor  of  the  first  and  second  wards  two  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  per  annum. 

To  the  supervisor  of  the  third  and  fourth  wards  two  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  per  annum. 

To  the  supervisor  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  wards  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  per  annum. 

To  the  several  collectors  of  city  taxes  there  shall  be  allowed  a 
compensation  of  five  per  centum  on  all  monies  collected  and  paid 
over  by  them  into  the  city  treasury,  of  which  payment  the  receipt 
of  the  city  treasurer  shall  be  evidence.

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To  the  several  collectors  of  the  water  rents  (who  shall  he  appointed 
as  provided  by  the  water  ordinance  on  that  subject,)  there  shall  be 
allowed  a  compensation  of  five  per  centum  on  all  monies  collected 
and  paid  over  by  them  into  the  city  treasury :  Provided,  That  there 
shall  not  be  allowed  any  compensation  or  per  centage  on  such  water 
rents  as  may  be  collected  by  the  treasurer  or  paid  into  the  city  treas¬ 
ury  by  the  corporations  or  individuals  owing  the  same. 

To  the  keeper  of  the  lock-up  thirty  dollars  per  month. 

To  the  engineer  and  machinist  at  the  water  house  fifty  dollars  per 
month. 

To  the  assistant  engineer  at  the  water  house  (so  long  as  his  ser¬ 
vices  may  be  required,  and  until  dispensed  with,)  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  per  day. 

To  the  chief  police  constable  twenty  dollars  per  month. 

For  lighting  and  extinguishing  street  lamps  twenty  dollars  per 
month. 

For  the  pay  of  each  member  of  council  twelve  dollars  per  annum.

Section  1.  Be  it  or  darned  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  it  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  all  officers  of 
the  city,  and  officers  concerned  in  the  execution  of  the  laws  and  or¬ 
dinances  of  the  same,  to  inform  of,  and  prosecute  for  all  offences 
against  the  said  laws  and  ordinances  which  shall  come  under  their 

o 

notice  or  within  their  knowledge ;  and  that  as  far  as  may  be  in  their 
power,  they  shall  inquire  for  and  find  out  the  names  of  persons  who 
may  have  committed  any  nuisance  or  other  offence,  which  may  come 
under  their  observation;  and  of  such  persons  also  who  may  neglect 
or  refuse  to  fulfil  any  provision  of  the  laws  or  ordinances. 

Section  2.  That  the  chief  police  constable  shall  at  least  on  the 
first  Monday  of  every  month,  visit  and  go  through  the  various  parts 
and  the  whole  of  the  city,  and  examine  for  and  ascertain  what  nui¬ 
sances,  (if  any,)  exist;  and  to  see  that  the  several  laws  and  ordinan¬ 
ces,  on  the  execution  and  fulfilment  of  which  depend  the  health, 
good  order  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  are  well  and  faithfully  obeyed 
and  complied  with;  and  they  shall  immediately  thereafter  give  in¬ 
formation  to  the  mayor,  alderman,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace,  of  the 
nuisances,  violations  or  omissions  which  they  may  have  discovered. 

Section  3.  That  if  any  officer  aforesaid  shall  herein  offend  or 
neglect,  or  refuse  to  perform  the  several  duties  herein  required  of 
him,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  inform  of  any  nuisance  or  violation 
of  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  which  may  come  to  his  knowledge,  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  twenty  dol¬ 
lars,  to  be  recovered  as  provided  by  the  charter  of  said  city,  and  be 
also  liable  to  be  removed  from  office.

For  the  protection  of  property  belonging  to  the  corporation,  passed  March 

13,  1861. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  any  person  or  persons,  (unless  with  the  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  mayor  or  fire  committee,)  who  shall  carry  away  for  private 
purposes,  or  aid,  or  cause  the  same  to  he  done,  any  fire  engine,  lad¬ 
der,  hooks,  hose,  or  any  other  property  belonging  to  the  said  city, 
from  the  place  assigned  by  the  authorities  thereof  for  the  keeping 
the  same,  or  shall  in  any  manner  injure  or  abuse  the  same,  or  cause 
it  to  be  done,  except  when  the  same  is  in  public  use,  or  shall 
occupy  and  use  the  market  houses,  engine  houses,  or  any  other 
property  of  the  said  city,  for  any  other  purposes  than  such  as  are 
strictly  lawful  within  the  said  city,  or  shall  wantonly  injure  and 
abuse  the  same,  shall,  on  conviction  before  the  mayor  or  any 
alderman  of  said  city,  be  fined  and  compelled  to  pay  any  sum  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  offence.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  prevent  the  obstruction  of  the  streets  within  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  by 
any  of  the  rail  road  companies,  or  their  agents,  running  cars  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  for  other  purposes,  passed  December  29,  1862. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  the  Cumberland 
>  Yalley  railroad  company,  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  company,  the 
North  Central  railroad  company,  and  the  Reading  and  Lebanon 
Yalley  railroad  company,  or  any  other  railroad  company,  or  any  per¬ 
son  or  persons  employed  by  or  under  them  or  either  of  them,  or 
acting  under  their  orders,  be  and  they  or  either  of  them  are  hereby 
prohibited  from  obstructing  the  streets  or  highways  of  said  city  by 
permitting  cars,  trains  of  cars,  locomotives  or  any  other  moveable 
property  to  remain  upon  said  streets  or  highways,  so  as  to  prevent 
free  ingress  and  egress  to  all  and  every  person  traveling  on  said 
streets  or  highways,  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  minutes  at  any  one 
time;  and  that  any  violation. of  this  ordinance  shall  subject  the 
offender  or  offenders  to  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each,  and  every 
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offence,  to  be  recovered  before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman  of  the 
said  city,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  fines  and  penalties  are  by 
law  recoverable  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Section  2.  That  no  locomotive  engine,  car  or  train  of  cars  with  Not  to  run  at 
or  without  a  locomotive  attached  thereto,  shall  be  suffered  by  the  a  sP(;eJ  ex' 
engineer  or  conductor  thereof  to  run  on  any  of  the  railroads  within  *even 

the  limits  of  the  city,  at  a  greater  speed  than  at  the  rate  of  seven  hour, 
miles  to  the  hour;  and  any  of  the  railroad  companies,  their  en¬ 
gineers,  conductors,  or  other  persons  who  shall  violate  this  provision, 
shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  the 
mayor  or  any  alderman  of  the  said  city,  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
fines  and  penalties  are  by  law  recoverable  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Section  3.  That  the  several  railroad  companies  that  run  their  To  reduce  the 
locomotives  or  cars  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  shall  by  themselves,  sPeec*  ot'  tllQ 
their  engineers,  conductors  or  other  agents  reduce  the  speed  of  their  cars’ 
respective  locomotives  and  cars  to  the  rate  as  provided  in  section 
second,  and  give  notice  of  their  approach  to  the  street  crossings  at 
Second  and  Mulberry  and  at  Market  street,  by  a  flagman  or  watch¬ 
man  to  be  stationed  at  each  of  the  said  crossings,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  notify  and  warn  all  persons  of  the  approach  of  any  locomotive 
or  cars  to  the  said  crossings:  which  said  notice  shall  commence 
when  the  locomotives  or  cars  are  at  a  distance  not  less  than  five 
hundred  feet  from  said  streets,  and  continue  until  they  have  passed ; 
and  the  several  railroad  companies  are  hereby  required  to  appoint 
and  station  a  flagman  or  watchman  at  each  of  the  said  streets,  under 
a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  neglect,  and  the  further  penalty  of 
ten  dollars  for  every  day’s  neglect  or  omission,  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  to  station  and  require  the  daily  attendance  of  a  compe¬ 
tent  person  as  flagman  or  watchman  aforesaid;  and  for  every  neglect 
of  the  duties  required  by  this  section  in  giving  notice,  the  company 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  or  penalty  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered, 
with  the  other  penalties  imposed  by  this  section,  before  the  mayor 
or  any  alderman  of  the  said  city,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  fines 
and  penalties  are  by  law  recoverable  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  engineer  or  other  To  have  a 
person  to  run  a  locomotive  engine,  with  or  without  cars  attached  S°?d  an<1  s'if" 
thereto,  through  or  on  any  of  the  streets  in  the  improved  parts  of  catche/^&c^' 
the  city,  unless  said  engine  has  a  good  and  sufficient  spark-catcher  ’ 

over  the  stack,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offence;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  engineer  or  other  person 
in  charge  of  a  locomotive  engine,  to  raise  the  damper  so  as  to  cause 
the  ashes  and  fire  to  be  distributed  along  the  improved  parts  of  the 
city,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered, 
with  the  other  penalties  imposed  by  this  section,  before  the  mayor 
or  any  alderman  of  the  said  city,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  fines 
and  penalties  are  by  law  recoverable  for  the  use  of  the  city.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg ,  That  Messrs.  Baily  and  company  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  construct  a  railroad  across  Second  street,  below 
Vine  street,  to  connect  their  works  with  the  Harrisburg  and  Lan¬ 
caster  railroad :  Provided,  That  said  road  be  so  constructed  and 
kept  in  repair  as  to  cause  no  obstruction  to  said  street,  the  pave¬ 
ments  or  gutters  belonging  to  the  same,  or  in  any  way  interfere  with 
the  ordinary  use  of  said  pavements,  gutters  or  street.

AN  ORDINANCE 

In  relation  to  the  wearing  of  stars  or  badges  by  certain  officers,  passed 

April  11,  1862. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  the  chief  police  constable  shall  wear  a  metal 
star  or  badge  marked  “  chief  police  constable,”  and  members  of  the 
police  force  appointed  by  the  mayor,  or  other  competent  authority, 
shall  wear  a  metal  star  or  badge  marked  “police  constable;”  said 
stars  or  badges  to  be  procured  by  said  officers  at  their  own  expense. 

Section  2.  That  any  person,  except  a  member  of  the  police 
force,  and  except  also  a  substitute  who  shall  be  discharging  the 
duties  of  a  police  officer,  and  appointed  by  the  mayor  or  other  com¬ 
petent  authority,  publicly  wearing  any  such  star  or  badge  as  may  be 
worn  by  a  member  of  the  police  force,  shall  upon  conviction  forfeit 
and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  ten  dollars  for 
every  offence — one-half  of  the  fine  to  the  informer  and  the  other 
half  for  the  use  of  the  city,  to  be  recovered  before  the  mayor  as 
other  fines  and  forfeitures  are  now  by  law  recoverable.

In  relation  to  public  sewers  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  passed  June  17, 

1862. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  desirous  of 
tapping  or  using  any  of  the  public  sewers  for  the  purpose  of  draining 
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into  them  the  waste  or  dirty  water  from  their  cellars,  their  yards  Fees  for  tap- 
and  lots  of  ground,  shall  he  permitted  so  to  do  by  paying  into  the  l^nS  sewers, 
city  treasury  the  following  price  or  fee  for  each  house  or  dwelling, 
viz : — For  tapping  the  Market  street  sewer  the  sum  of  fifteen  dol¬ 
lars,  and  for  tapping  any  of  the  other  sewers  the  sum  of  ten  dollars ; 

Provided,  That  the  work  of  tapping  or  making  the  connection  with 
the  public  sewer,  shall  be  done  by  a  regular  brick  mason;  And 
provided  further ,  That  council  shall  have  power  to  make  special 
contracts  with  any  person  or  persons,  desiring  to  tap  any  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  sewers  for  the  purpose  of  draining  more  than  six  houses. 

Section  2.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  permitted  pri-  No  person 
vatelv  to  use  any  of  the  said  sewers  as  aforesaid,  by  tapping  or  Pe™ittecl  to 
draining  into  any  private  pipe  or  sewer  ot  another  person,  or  drain-  for  private 
ing  any  adjoining  cellar,  yard  or  lot  of  ground,  or  in  any  way  pri-  purposes, 
vately  using  any  of  the  said  sewers,  without  first  complying  with 
the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section. 

Section  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  and  every  person  Any  person 
or  persons  wishing  to  tap  or  use  any  of  the  said  sewers,  as  aforesaid,  desiring  to  tap 
to  apply  to  the  common  council,  or  to  one  of  the  street  committees  makea6™  t0 
of  the  respective  districts,  who,  if  satisfied  of  the  propriety  of  the  tione&cP  1Ca" 
application,  shall  give  to  such  applicant  a  certificate  in  writing  to 
that  effect,  signed  by  the  president  of  the  council  or  the  chairman 
of  one  of  said  committees,  setting  forth  specifically  what  sewer  is 
desired  to  be  used,  and  for  what  purpose;  and  upon  the  payment 
into  the  city  treasury  of  the  price  or  fee  required  to  be  paid  by  the 
first  section  of  this  ordinance,  by  the  said  applicant,  before  com¬ 
mencing  the  work  of  digging  or  tapping  said  sewer,  the  said  certifi¬ 
cate  and  the  receipt  from  the  treasurer  of  such  payment,  shall 
constitute  a  title  for  such  privilege  as  appurtenant  to  the  premises 
described  therein  forever. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  mali-  Maliciously 
ciously  or  wantonly  injure,,  stop  or  in  any  way  impair  or  destroy  any  or  wantonly 
part  of  the  said  sewers,  or  any  of  the  inlets  thereto,  or  shall  privately  ulJlire* 
use  any  of  said  sewers  by  tapping  the  same  or  draining  thereinto  as 
contemplated  in  the  first  three  sections  of  this  ordinance,  without 
first  having  paid  into  the  treasury  the  price  or  fee  as  therein  re¬ 
quired,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof 
before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman  of  said  city,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not 
exceeding  fifty  nor  less  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  5.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  turn  or  drain  Not  to  drain 
the  contents  of  any  old  privy,  vault  or  sink  into  any  of  the  public  tie  contents 
sewers  of  this  city,  or  shall  in  any  manner  cause  the  same  to  be  of.anyold 
done,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars  for 
each  and  every  offence,  which  fine,  together  with  costs,  shall  be 
recovered  as  provided  in  the  city  charter;  and  further,  shall  be  lia¬ 
ble  to  pay  any  costs  or  expenses  to  which  the  council  may  be  sub¬ 
jected  in  abating  or  cutting  off  the  nuisance. 

Section  6.  All  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  this  ordinance,  Penalty, 
shall  be  collected  as  other  fines  and  forfeitures  are  by  law  recover¬ 
able.

AN  0  11 DI  NANCE 

Authorizing  the  regulation  of  the  Several  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the 
city  of  Harrisburg,  and  directing  the  manner  in  which  curb-stones  shall  be 
set,  and  pavements  and  gutters  laid  along  the  same,  passed  July  15,  1862. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg ,  That  the  width  of  the  several  streets,  lanes  and 
Width  of  alleys  within  the  city  shall  be  as  marked  in  the  several  plans  as  the 
streets,  &c.  same  have  been  laid  out,  adopted  and  recorded. 

Width  of  Section  2.  That  the  width  of  pavements  or  foot-walks  along 

pavements,  said  streets  shall  be  one-fifth  of  the  width  of  the  street  on  each  side 

in  which  said  pavements  are  constructed,  except  in  State  street, 
where  they  shall  be  twenty  feet  wide,  and  along  both  sides  of  Market 
square,  where  they  shall  be  eighteen  feet  wide;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  estimating  the  width  of  pavement,  Front  street  shall  be  considered 
as  eighty  feet  from  Paxton  street  to  State  street,  and  from  State 
street  to  North  street  as  sixty  feet  wide,  and  except  also  in  such 
streets  where  the  pavements  have  been  widened  by  the  special  per¬ 
mission  of  council,  where  they  shall  remain  as  established  by  said 
permission;  along  Strawberry  and  Blackberry  alleys,  at  the  ends  of 
the  Market  square,  the  pavements  shall  be  six  feet  wide ;  in  all  other 
cases  the  pavements  in  any  of  the  alleys  of  the  width  of  twenty  feet 
and  under,  shall  be  the  one-sixth  the  width  of  the  alley,  and  in  all 
cases  where  pavements  have  been  put  down  under  regulations  not  in 
accordance  with  the  above,  they  may  remain  until  the  majority,  in 
feet,  of  the  owners  of  the  property  in  front  of  which  they  are  laid, 
shall  make  application  to  and  obtain  the  consent  of  council  to  have 
them  altered  to  the  above  regulations. 

Section  3.  In  laying  said  pavements,  the  earth  underneath  shall 
be  removed  to  the  depth  of  one  foot,  and  the  space  filled  up  with 
gravel,  cinder  or  sharp  sand,  on  which  the  pavements  shall  be  laid, 
with  a  descent  from  the  line  of  the  buildings  to  the  curb-stones  of 
half  an  inch  to  each  foot.  The  said  pavements  shall  be  of  brick, 
and  laid  to  the  full  width  above  specified,  except  in  front  of  vacant 
or  unimproved  lots  along  the  streets,  where  they  may  be  laid  half 
the  width  above  specified,  which  half  shall  be  next  the  curb-stones; 
the  other  half  to  be  graded  with  the  pavement,  and  gravelled  to  the 
depth  of  six  inches.  In  front  of  stables  also,  the  pavements  may  be 
of  brick,  to  be  set  on  edge. 

Section  4.  All  curb-stone  to  be  set  hereafter  along  any  of  the 
streets,  lanes,  or  alleys  of  the  city,  shall  be  six  inches  thick  at  the 
top  where  the  pavements  shall  have  to  be  ten  or  more  than  ten  feet 
wide,  and  of  the  thickness  of  four  inches  in  all  other  cases;  and 
shall  be  of  the  depth  of  eighteen  inches  from  the  top,  dressed  and 
fitted  so  as  to  be  uniform  in  appearance,  with  as  smooth  a  surface  on 
the  gutter  side  as  practicable. 

Brick  curb.  Section  .5.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  make  a  brick  curb,  by  laying 
two  courses  of  brick  on  edge  along  the  outside  of  the  pavement, 
wherever  the  same  may  be  desired  by  the  owners  of  property  who 
may  be  laying,  relaying  or  widening  their  pavements,  and  also  in

Size  of  curb¬ 
stones  and 
how  to  be  set. 
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-cases  where  pavements  are  laid  by  the  city  authorities,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  eleven  of  the  city  charter  and  the  ordinances 
on  that  subject:  Provided,  That  all  persons  laying  brick  curb,  as 
above  authorized,  shall  lay  the  gutter  along  the  same  with  brick, 
for  which  they  shall  be  allowed  twenty-five  cents  per  lineal  yard  by 
the  city. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  owners  of  lots  within  the  Owners  of  lots 
city,  by  the  direction  of  the  common  council,  as  provided  by  the  to  set  curb- 
eleventh  section  of  the  city  charter,  where  curb-stones  have  not  been  accord- 
heretofore  set,  to  procure  and  set  curb-stones  in  front  of  their  said  ° 

lots  along  the  several  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  within  the  limits  of 
the  city,  under  the  directions  of  the  regulators,  of  the  dimensions 
hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  to  lay  pavements  in  the  manner  herein¬ 
before  directed;  and  in  all  eases  where  lot  owners  shall  have  set 
curb-stones  or  laid  pavements,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  according 
to  the  regulations  of  the  regulators,  or  shall  in  the  opinion  of  the 
regulators  require  re-setting,  or  where  from  any  cause  except  an 
alteration  of  the  grade  by  the  city  authorities,  any  of  said  pavements 
shall  require  to  be  repaired,  the  owners  of  such  lots  shall,  on  five 
days’  notice  from  the  supervisor  or  street  commissioner,  take  up  such 
curb-stones  or  pavements  and  re-set  and  re-lay  or  repair  them  under 
the  directions  of  the  said  regulators ;  and  if  any  lot  owner  shall  ne¬ 
glect  or  refuse,  after  notice  as  aforesaid,  to  set  or  re-set  their  curb¬ 
stones,  or  pave  or  re-pave  or  repair  their  foot-way  in  front  of  their 
lot  or  lots  in  accordance  with  the  requisitions  of  this  ordinance,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  or  street  commissioner  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  s^id  lot  owner  or  owners, 
and  the  amount  of  the  expense  shall  be  recovered  in  the  manner 
provided  in  said  eleventh  section  of  the  charter,  and  said  lot  owners 
shall  moreover  be  liable  to  suffer  the  penalties  inflicted  under  the 
eleventh  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  Whenever  any  lot  owner  shall  have  set  curb-stones  City  to  pave 
and  laid  his,  her  or  their  pavement  or  pavements,  agreeably  to  the  gutters, 
directions  of  this  ordinance,  along  any  of  the  aforesaid  streets,  lanes 
or  alleys,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  of  the  district  in 
which  such  curb-stones  shall  have  been  set  or  pavements  laid,  to 
pave  the  gutter  in  the  street  along  the  said  curb-stones  with  brick, 
river  stones  or  pebble,  at  the  expense  of  the  eity,  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  regulators. 


Section  8.  No  cellar  door,  porch  or  step  shall  project  or  be  ex¬ 
tended  more  than  six  feet  from  the  line  of  the  buildings  into  or 
over  the  pavement  in  Front,  Market,  Second  and  State  streets,  and 
along  each  side  of  Market  square;  nor  more  than  four  feet  and  three 
inches  in  any  of  the  other  streets;  nor  more  than  three  feet  in 
Liberty  alley  and  Meadow  lane.  No  porch  shall  be  constructed, 
post  set  up  or  tree  planted  along  any  of  the  alleys  beyond  the  line 
of  the  lots ;  and  no  cellar  door  shall  be  constructed  in  any  of  the 
alleys  which  shall  extend  further  into  the  alley  than  two  feet  eight 
inches  from  the  line  of  the  lot;  and  no  step  shall  extend  more  than 
fifteen  inches  from  the  line  of  the  lot;  and  cellar  doors  erected  or 
constructed  in  any  of  said  alleys,  shall  be  on  a  grade  with  the  pave¬ 
ment  thereof,  so  as  to  occasion  no  obstruction  to  persons  passing 
along  said  pavements. 

Section  9.  No  balcony  or  other  like  fixture  with  a  roof  over  the 
same,  shall  be  constructed,  erected  or  built  from  the  second  story 
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and  upwards  of  any  house,  or  other  building,  on  any  of  the  streets, 
lanes  or  alleys  in  the  city,  to  project  or  extend  beyond  the  line  of 
the  lot  or  lots  upon  which  the  same  may  be  built  or  erected,  under 
a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  penalties 
are  recoverable  before  the  mayor  or  one  of  the  aldermen,  and  shall 
be  liable  to  have  said  balcony  or  other  like  fixture  herein  prohibited 
removed  by  order  of  the  mayor. 

Section  10.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  plant  trees  or  posts  at  a 
greater  distance  than  eight  inches  from  the  inside  line  of  the  curb 
along  any  of  the  streets  of  the  city;  and  wherever  pavements  may 
hereafter  be  widened  in  which  trees  or  posts  are  now  planted,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  property  owners  to  have  the  same  removed  to  the 
position  required  by  this  section. 

Section  11.  If  any  person  shall  set  up  curb-stone,  lay  pave¬ 
ment  or  make  a  foot-way,  or  shall  set  up  or  plant  a  post  or  tree,  or 
construct  a  cellar  door,  porch  or  door  step  in  any  of  the  streets,  lanes 
or  alleys  of  the  city,  in  any  other  manner  than  is  directed  in  this 
ordinance,  or  shall  refuse  to  take  up  his,  her  or  their  curb-stones  or 
pavements,  and  re-set  or  re-lay  or  repair  them  in  the  manner  here¬ 
inbefore  prescribed;  every  person  so  offending  and  being  thereof 
legally  convicted  before  the  mayor  or  one  of  the  aldermen,  shall  for¬ 
feit  and  pay  for  the  use  of  the  city,  ten  dollars  for  each  offence,  to 
be  levied  and  collected  as  provided  for  the  recovery  of  other  penal¬ 
ties  by  the  provisions  of  the  city  charter. 

Section  12.  Any  person  who  shall  injure  or  tear  up  any  pave¬ 
ment,  side  or  cross-walk,  drain  or  sewer,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  who 
shall  dig  any  hole,  ditch  or  drain  in  any  street,  pavement  or  side¬ 
walk  for  any  purpose  whatever,  without  a  permit  from  the  common 
council,  to  be  obtained  from  tbe  clerk;  and  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  fill  up,  puddle  and  place  the  same  in  as  good  condition  as  before 
breaking  ground,  upon  being  required  so  to  do  by  competent  author¬ 
ity  ;  or  who  shall  hinder  or  obstruct  the  making  or  repairing  of  any 
pavement,  side  or  cross-walk,  which  is  or  may  be  making  under  any 
law  or  resolution  of  the  common  council;  or  who  shall  hinder  or 
obstruct  any  person  employed  by  the  common  council  in  making  or 
repairing  any  public  improvement,  or  work  ordered  by  the  council, 
shall,  for  each  and  every  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dol¬ 
lars. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall,  without  a  permit  from  the  com¬ 
mon  council  (to  be  obtained  from  the  clerk),  dig  open  any  of  the 
streets,  lanes  or  alleys  in  this  city  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or 
making  therein  any  sewer,  vault  or  cistern,  under  the  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Section  14.  The  person  making  or  having  charge  of  such  sewer, 
vault  or  cistern,  shall,  during  the  whole  of  every  night  while  such 
ditch  for  the  sewer,  vault  or  cistern  shall  be  opened  or  uncovered, 
fence  or  board  in  the  same  or  otherwise  protect  it,  and  cause  a 
lighted  lamp  or  lantern  to  be  placed  and  kept  so  as  to  cast  its  light 
upon  such  vault,  opening  for  sewer,  or  cistern;  and  every  such 
owner,  occupant,  or  person  making  or  having  in  charge  such  work, 
who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Section  15.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  take  or  carry 
away  sand,  gravel  or  sod  from  the  beach,  shore  or  bank  of  the  river 
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Susquehanna,  or  from  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  within  the  said  city,  Not  to  carry 
without  lawful  authority  to  do  so,  he,  she  or  they  shall,  on  convic- 
tion  thereof  before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman  of  said  city,  forfeit  1 

and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  for  the  use  of 
the  city. 

Section  16.  That  all  penalties  imposed  by  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  recovered  as  other  penalties  are  now  by  law  recoverable.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  prevent  swine,  horses,  mules,  sheep  or  goats,  from  going  at  large  within 
the  city  of  Harrisburg,  passed  November  22,  1862. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  suffer  his,  her  Horses,  mules 
or  their  hog  or  hogs,  horse  or  horses,  mule  or  mules,  sheep  or  goats  QyCe^’atssw^ 
to  go  at  large  within  the  said  city,  each  person  or  persons,  on  being  r^°aa^.’  u° 
duly  convicted  thereof  before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman  of  said  iartre. 
city,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  every  such  hog, 
horse,  mule,  sheep  or  goat  found  running  at  large. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  police  consta-  Duty  of  chief 
ble  to  take  up  and  confine  in  some  suitable  pen  or  inclosure,  every  C01ista~ 
hog,  horse,  mule,  sheep  or  goat  found  going  at  large  in  the  said  city; 
and  within  twenty-four  hours  after  so  doing  to  cause  notice  to  be 
given  by  one  insertion  in  one  or  more  of  the  papers  of  the  city  of 
Harrisburg,  stating  when  and  where  the  said  hog  or  hogs,  horse  or 
horses,  mule  or  mules,  sheep  or  goats  were  taken  up;  and,  unless  an 
owner  applies  to  said  constable  for  such  hog  or  hogs,  horse  or  horses, 
mule  or  mules,  sheep  or  goats,  within  three  days  afterwards,  and 
tenders  the  fees  and  expenses  hereinafter  mentioned,  then  the  said 
constable,  at  the  next  market  day  succeeding  the  said  three  days, 
shfcll  sell  the  same  at  the  market  house,  and  the  proceeds  shall  be 
paid'  to  the  city  treasurer,  after  deducting  for  the  use  of  said  consta¬ 
ble  fifty  cents  for  taking  and  confining  each  hog,  horse,  mule,  sheep 
or  goat,  twenty  cents  a  day  for  the  keeping  of  each  one,  and  fifty 
cents  for  the  selling  of  each. 

Section  3.  That  where  the  owner  of  any  bog  or  hogs,  horse  or  Duty  of  police 
horses,  mule  or  mules,  sheep  or  goats,  confined  as  aforesaid,  shall  a 
make  application  for  the  same  to  the  chief  police  constable  within  the  owner, 
the  said  three  days,  the  same  shall  be  immediately  delivered  up,  on 
the  owner’s  paying  to  the  said  constable  the  fees  and  expenses  before 
mentioned,  for  taking  up  and  keeping  such  hog  or  hogs,  horse  or 
horses,  mule  or  mules,  sheep  or  goats;  whereupon  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  constable  to  make  immediate  complaint  to  the  mayor 
or  any  alderman  of  said  city  of  the  offence  committed  by  such 
owner,  in  having  suffered  the  said  hog  or  hogs,  horse  or  horses,  mule 
or  mules,  sheep  or  goats  to  go  at  large  within  the  said  city. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person,  and  the  special 
duty  of  the  supervisors  or  street  commissioner,  to  take  up  any  hog  or 
hogs,  horse  or  horses,  mule  or  mules,  sheep  or  goats  found  going  at 
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large  within  the  said  city,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  chief  police 
constable,  who  shall  thereupon  confine  the  same,  and  proceed  as  di¬ 
rected  in  the  second  and  third  sections  of  this  ordinance;  and  in 
such  case  the  person  who  shall  have  taken  up  and  delivered  such  hog 
or  hogs,  horse  or  horses,  mule  or  mules,  sheep  or  goats,  to  the  said 
constable,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  fifty  cents  before  mentioned, 
for  each  hog,  horse,  mule,  sheep  or  goat  so  taken  up. 

Section  5.  That  the  chief  police  constable,  for  the  neglect  of 
any  duty  enjoined  upon  him  by  this  ordinance,  shall,  on  being  duly 
convicted  thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Directing  the  election  of  city  surveyors,  prescribing  their  duties  and  the- 

manner  of  regulating  buildings,  party  walls  and  partition  fences,  &c.,. 

passed  December  2,  1862. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg ,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  ordinance,, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  or  persons  purposing  to  erect  a 
stone  or  brick  building,  any  part  of  which  is  intended  to  be  a  party 
wall  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  to  call  on  the  surveyors,  who,, 
when  met,  or  any  two  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  upon 
the  lot  or  grounds  of  any  person  or  persons  adjoining,  in  order  to- 
set  out  the  foundations  and  regulate  the  walls  to  be  built  between 
parties,  which  foundation  shall  be  laid  equally  upon  the  ground  of 
the  persons  between  whom  such  party  wall  is  required  to  be  made, 
(unless  said  parties  have  otherwise  agreed) :  the  said  first  builders 
shall  have  his  option  as  to  the  thickness  of  the  wall,  not  exceeding 
twenty-two  inches  below,  nor  fourteen  inches  above  ground,  and 
shall  face  the  cellar  wall  on  the  side  next  to  the  second  builder,  and 
be  reimbursed  one  moiety  of  the  charge  of  such  party  wall,  jOigps 
much  thereof  as  the  next  builder  shall  make  use  of  before  using  or 
breaking  in  upon  said  wall ;  the  charge  and  value  thereof  shall  be 
set  by  the  surveyors  or  any  two  of  them ;  and  any  person  or  persons 
about  to  build  as  aforesaid,  and  not  complying  herewith,  shall,  on 
conviction,  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  for 
the  use  of  said  city:  Provided,  That  when  a  building  has  been 
erected  by  the  owner  of  a  lot  on  his  own  ground,  leaving  an  alley 
between  his  building  and  the  line  of  his  lot,  or  if  he  shall  leave  no 
alley,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  ground  to 
build  over  his  own  line,  or  make  use  of  the  wall  of  the  first  builder 
without  his  consent. 

Section  2.  That  where  a  brick  or  stone  building  is  already 
erected  on  the  verge  of  any  person’s  ground  within  the  limits  of  said 
city,  the  next  adjoining  builder  (unless  it  has  been  otherwise  agreed) 
shall  pay  one  moiety  of  said  wall  as  in  section  one,  and  also  for  as 
much  of  the  lot  of  ground  taken  up  by  the  half  breadth  of  the  party 
wall,  as  far  as  the  second  builder  uses  it;  the  price  of  which  shall 
be  set  by  the  surveyors,  having  been  called  upon  by  the  first  buildex- 
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for  that  purpose,  (provided  the  parties  concerned  cannot  agree  on  the 
price,)  and  paid  by  said  second  builder  before  the  wall  is  used  or 
broken  in  upon;  just  allowance  being  made,  if  the  first  wall  is  not 
faced  on  the  second  builder’s  side  or  more  deficient  there  than  on  the 
side  of  the  erector. 

Section  3.  That  when  the  adjoining  builder  refuses  to  use  the  If  second 
first  wall,  (it  being  of  brick  or  stone  and  in  good  repair)  and  erects  Guilder  refus- 
another  of  inferior  strength,  leaning  against,  or  touching  such  prior  es  to  U5e 
wall,  the  first  builder  may  call  on  the  surveyors  to  view  the  one  last 
built,  and  if  in  their  opinion  it  would  not  support  the  weight  thereon 
erected  or  to  be  erected,  without  the  assistance  of  the  former  wall, 
then  they  shall  reckon  up  and  adjust  the  expenses  of  both,  as  far  as 
the  walls  run  together,  with  the  value  of  the  ground  on  which  they 
are  built,  and  each  party  shall  pay  their  awarded  share ;  and  also, 
each  one  a  moiety  of  the  surveyors’  charges. 

Section  4.  That  if  the  first  cellar  wall  is  not  faced  on  the  side  If  cellar  wall 
of  the  next  builder  adjoining,  or  appears  deficient,  the  said  party  uot  facecI- 
may  call  on  the  surveyors  to  view  the  same;  and  if,  in  their  judg¬ 
ment,  it  is  sufficient  for  the  purposes  required,  the  said  next  builder 
may  raise  another,  each  party  using  their  own  ground  and  wall;  and 
in  all  cases  accruing  under  this  ordinance,  except  in  section  three, 
the  party  employing  the  surveyors  shall  pay  their  legal  charges  for 
regulating,  and  a  reasonable  compensation  for  their  other  services 
on  the  occasion. 

Section  5.  That  the  surveyors  for  the  time  being,  or  any  two  Partition  fen- 
of  them,  shall  have  full  power  to  regulate  partition  fences  within  ces- 
the  said  city,  and  where  the  adjoining  parties  do  improve  or  inclose 
their  lots,  such  fences  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  generally  used, 
and  kept  in  repair  at  the  equal  cost  of  the  parties,  so  that  the  price 
for  making  does  not  exceed  twenty  dollars  every  hundred  feet,  un¬ 
less  the  owners  or  possessors  between  whom  such  fence  is  or  shall  be 
erected,  do  agree  otherwise;  and  if  either  party  between  whom  such 
partition  fence  is  or  shall  be  made,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  his 
half  part  or  moiety,  for  the  repairing  or  setting  up  such  partition 
fence  as  aforesaid,  that  then  the  party  at  whose  cost  the  same  was 
so  set  up  or  repaired,  may  have  his  action  at  law  for  the  said  moiety 
of  such  costs. 

Section  6.  That  no  person  or  persons  whatsoever  shall,  from  Fronts  of 
and  after  the  publication  of  this  ordinance,  lay  the  foundation  of  the 
front  of  any  building  adjoining  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  within  the  ° 
said  city,  before  they  have  applied  to  the  surveyors  of  the  said  city, 
who  shall,  upon  application,  attend  to  the  regulating  such  building 
so  to  be  erected,  taking  due  care  that  the  said  foundation  or  front 
shall  not  encroach  on  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys;  and  any 
person  or  persons  laying  any  foundation  as  aforesaid,  without  having 
first  applied  to  the  surveyors  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
every  such  offence,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  surveyors,  where  they  know  of  any  person  having 
violated  the  provisions  of  this  section,  to  report  the  name  of  the 
offender  to  the  mayor,  that  he  may  be  dealt  with  according  to  law, 
and  shall  be  required  to  remove  said  wall  or  building  to  the  line. 

Section  7.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  twenty-  Council  to 
fifth  section  of  the  charter  of  the  city,  the  common  council  shall,  at  elect  t,n'ee 
their  first  or  subsequent  meeting  after  they  shall  have  been  elected,  P.ersons  as 
annually  elect,  viva  voce,  three  persons  as  city  surveyors,  one  of  ^  y 
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whom  shall  be  a  practical  surveyor  or  engineer,  to  be  called  the  chief 
or  principal  city  surveyor. 

Section  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  city  surveyors, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  to  survey  and  grade  the  several  streets,  lanes 
or  alleys  when  called  on  for  that  purpose  by  the  mayor  or  council 
or  other  city  authorities,  to  give  the  front  lines  and  boundaries  of 
buildings  about  to  be  erected  on  any  of  the  said  streets,  lanes  or 
alleys  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  to  fix  and  establish  the  limits  of 
party  walls  and  partition  fences,  and  generally  to  perform  the  several 
duties  enjoined  upon  them  by  the  several  ordinances  of  the  city  in 
relation  to  their  duties,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
neglect  or  refusal,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  are  by  law  recover¬ 
able. 

Section  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  principal  surveyor 
to  keep  a  book  furnished  at  the  cost  of  the  city,  and  open  at  all  times 
for  the  inspection  of  those  interested,  wherein  he  shall  enter  or  cause 
to  be  entered  distinctly,  at  the  date  of  the  performance  of  the  service, 
all  regulations  and  surveys  hereafter  made  of  the  streets,  lanes  or 
alleys  within  the  city,  and  the  grades  of  the  same  when  established, 
and  the  grades,  extent,  depth  and  capacity  of  all  the  public  sewers; 
the  adjustment  of  all  party  walls  and  partition  fences;  the  fronts  and 
boundaries  of  buildings  about  to  be  erected,  with  the  names  of  the 
owners  of  said  buildings,  the  street,  lane  or  alley  in  which  they  are 
located,  and  their  distances  respectively  from  the  corner  of  the 
nearest  cross  street  or  alley,  or  some  other  known  point  or  station. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  principal  surveyor  to  furnish  all 
mathematical  and  other  instruments  necessary  for  the  discharge  of 
all  the  duties  required  by  this  ordinance,  for  the  use  of  which  coun¬ 
cil  shall  allow  him  annually,  on  settlement  of  his  accounts,  the  sum 
of  twelve  dollars.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
other  surveyors,  to  survey,  level  and  grade  all  public  sewers  proposed 
to  be  constructed  within  the  city,  and  furnish  to  council  a  profile  of 
the  grounds  through  which  they  are  to  be  made,  and,  if  council  shall 
determine  to  proceed  with  the  work,  he  shall  stake  out  the  same  for 
excavation,  and  attend  to  their  proper  construction  during  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  work;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  also,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  other  surveyors,  when  required  by  council,  to  level  and  grade 
all  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  not  heretofore  graded,  and  submit  a 
plan  or  plans  or  profiles  thereof  to  council,  exhibiting  the  depth  of 
cutting  andrfilling  necessary  to  complete  the  grade  or  grades  of  said 
streets;  and  if  any  grade  be  adopted  by  council,  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  stake  off  the  same  in  such  way  as  to  direct  the  supervisor,  street 
commissioner  or  contractor  where,  and  how  much,  earth  is  to  be  cut 
down,  and  how  much  and  where  the  streets  are  to  be  filled  up,  so  as 
to  perfect  the  grades  as  adopted,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  during  the 
progress  of  the  work,  to  see  that  they  are  completed  according  to 
the  said  approved  grade  or  grades. 

Section  10.  That  the  fees  to  be  charged  by  the  city  surveyors, 
shall  be  as  follows : — To  each  surveyor  for  every  survey  or  regulation 
made  by  direction  of  any  ordinance  or  city  authority,  one  dollar;  to 
the  surveyors  for  setting  oif  and  marking  the  boundaries  of  any 
building  lot,  two  dollars;  to  the  surveyors  for  measuring  and  estab¬ 
lishing  party  lines,  two  dollars ;  to  the  surveyors  for  leveling,  grading 
and  calculating  the  depth  and  excavation  of  any  public  sewer,  or 
running  and  calculating  the  grade  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  nos 
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■exceeding  five  hundred  feet  in  length,  and  making  profile  and  report 
thereof  to  council,  and  staking  the  same  off  for  the  contractor,  street 
commissioner  or  supervisor,  five  dollars ;  for  every  one  hundred  feet 
over  five  hundred  feet,  in  addition  to  the  above,  fifty  cents;  for 
superintending  the  construction  of  sewers  or  the  grading  of  streets, 
for  every  day  engaged  therein,  one  dollar ;  for  entry  of  each  item  of 
survey,  regulation  or  measurement,  in  the  book  of  regulations  (to  be 
paid  by  the  parties  for  whom  the  work  is  done),  twenty-five  cents. 

Section  11.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  pull  up,  destroy,  Penalty,  &e. 
alter  or  remove  any  pin,  stake  or  mark  put  in  the  ground  or  mack 
by  the  surveyors,  of  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  for  the  purpose  of  mark¬ 
ing  any  survey  or  regulation  made  within  said  city,  such  person,  on 
conviction  thereof  before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars.

owners  of  property  through  which  said  sewer  may  pass.

Be  it  ordained  by  ike  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  the  regulators  of  the  streets  be  and  they*  are 
hereby  directed  to  mark  the  lines  of  said  Verbeke  street  as  laid  out 
on  the  city  plan,  approved  by  act  of  assembly  of  April  first,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and  also  make  a  profile  of 
the  said  street,  showing  the  proper  grade  to  be  established;  and  when 
said  work  is  completed  and  approved  by  council,  the  said  street  is 
hereby  ordered  to  be  opened,  graded  and  curbed  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  thirty-fifth  section  of  the  city  charter.

Defining  the  duties  of  the  several  supervisors,  and  fixing  their  compensation, 

passed  May  2,  1863. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  ike  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  of  the 
first  and  second  districts  to  clean  the  Market  square  and  the  parts  of

Market  and  Second  streets  included  within  the  market  limits,  twice  Supervisors  to 
a  week,  immediately  after  market  hours,  in  the  months  of  April, 

May,  June,  July,  August,  September  and  October,  and  once  a  week  wlce 

during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  whenever  the  same  may  be  practi¬ 
cable  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  supervisors  of  the  city 
to  clean  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  together  with  the  street- 
crossings,  gutters  and  inlets  within  their  respective  districts,  at  least 
once  a  month,  or  as  often  as  necessity  may  require,  and  whenever 
the  same  may  be  practicable ;  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the 
supervisors  to  remove,  within  forty-eight  hours,  all  such  cleanings 
from  the  streets. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  to  employ  Supervisors  to 
such  number  of  able  bodied  men,  and  horses  and  carts,  as  may  be  employ  men, 
deemed  necessary,  for  cleaning  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys.  They  antl 

shall  keep  a  check-roll,  wherein  they  shall  enter  the  names  of  all 
persons,  and  horses  and  carts  employed,  the  place  where  the  work  is 
done,  so  as  to  render  a  just  and  correct  account;  they  shall,  at  the 
end  of  each  month,  make  affidavit  before  the  mayor  or,  in  his  ab¬ 
sence,  before  any  alderman  of  the  city,  that  such  service  was  ren¬ 
dered,  and  that  the  pay  charged  opposite  the  respective  names  on 
the  check-roll,  was  fixed  by  authority  of  the  street  committee.  They 
shall  return  such  check-roll,  including  their  own  time,  to  the  re¬ 
spective  street  committees,  at  least  one  day  prior  to  each  stated 
meeting  of  the  council.  They  shall  also  superintend  and  keep  a 
check-roll  of  all  persons  and  horses  and  carts  employed  on  street 
repairs,  or  new  work  given  under  their  charge,  and  make  a  monthly 
return  to  the  council,  through  the  street  committee,  under  affidavit, 
as  above  provided;  and  perform  all  such  other  duties  as  are  enjoined 
upon  them  by  the  several  ordinances  of  the  city. 

Section  8.  They  shall,  whenever  it  is  necessary,  procure  a  lot  To  procure  a 
on  which  to  deposit  such  street  cleanings  as  may  be  suitable  for  lot  deposit 
manure,  and  dispose  of  it  at  private  or  public  sale;  the  proceeds  0f  cleanmSs- 
which  they  shall  pay  to  the  city  treasurer. 

Section  4.  They  shall  receive  two  dollars  as  a  compensation  for  Compensation 
each  and  every  day  so  employed;  and  all  persons  returned  upon  their 
check-rolls,  shall  be  paid  respectively,  by  orders  drawn  by  the  coun¬ 
cil  upon  the  city  treasury.  The  forms  of  the  check-rolls  aforesaid 
for  street  cleaning,  street  repairs  or  new  work,  shall  be  adopted  by 
the  council,  who  shall  furnish  the  said  supervisors  with  printed 
copies  of  the  same,  to  be  filled  up  by  them  as  required  by  this  ordi¬ 
nance. 

Section  5.  Any  neglect  or  violation  of  the  duties  prescribed  in  Penalty  for 
this  ordinance,  shall  subject  the  supervisors  aforesaid  to  fines,  not  neglect. 
exceeding  their  daily  pay. 

Section  6.  That  the  several  street  committees,  in  making  con-  Stone  requir- 
tracts  for  stone  to  be  delivered  on  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  ed  to  he 
for  turnpike,  repairs  or  new  work,  shall  require  the  same  to  be  broken, 
broken  of  a  size  to  pass  through  a  two  and  a  half  inch  ring,  before 
being  placed  on  the  said  streets,  lanes  or  alleys. 

Section  7.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances,  conflicting  Repeal, 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  care-  To  protect 
lessly  or  negligently  break,  pull  down,  injure  or  destroy  any  tree  or  sllfKe  trees' 
trees,  or  frame  or  enclosure  around  the  same,  which  are  now  or  may 
be  hereafter  planted  or  erected,  as  provided  by  an  ordinance  on  that 
subject,  near  the  curb  or  gutter  of  any  of  the  streets  of  the  city,  or 
in  any  public  grounds  within  the  city,  such  person  or  persons  so  of¬ 
fending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence :  Pro¬ 
vided  always,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  any  owner  or  proprietor  of  a  lot  or  lots  from  cutting 
down  any  tree  or  trees  near  the  gutter  in  front  of  his  or  her  lot  or 
lots. 

Section  2.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  mali-  Not  to  injm’e 
ciously  or  wantonly  injure  or  deface  any  house  or  premises  within  °  ^ u  H1  e  nee 

the  city,  or  any  house  or  fence,  or  enclosure,  or  any  other  appurte¬ 
nances  thereto,  such  persons,  for  each  and  every  such  offence,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  and 
shall  moreover  be  liable  to  pay  all  expenses  of  repairing  the  said 
injury  or  injuries  committed. 

Section  3.  That  the  penalties  imposed  by  this  ordinance  shall  Penalty, 
be  recovered  before  the  mayor  or  any  alderman  of  this  city,  as  other 
penalties  are  by  law  recoverable.

That  all  vaults  shall  be  completed  and  the  ground  Vaults  and 
closed  over  them,  and  all  areas  shall  be  completed  and  railed  in  or  areas  to  be 
enclosed  within  three  weeks  after  they  shall  be  commenced,  under  securec1' 
the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  day  thereafter  during  the  time 
which  the  said  vault  shall  remain  open,  or  the  said  area  be  unen¬ 
closed  ;  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  or  builder  of  the  same,  un¬ 
less  the  mayor  shall,  for  sufficient  reasons,  extend  the  time  for  the 
completion  of  the  same,  which  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  do.

Not  to  extend  Section  3.  That  no  area  in  front  of  any  building  in  the  streets 
more  than  ^  0f  the  city,  shall  extend  more  than  four  feet  four  inches,  measuring 
inches'36  °m  ^rom  iUQer  wall  of  such  area  to  the  building,  nor  shall  the 
railing  of  such  area  be  placed  more  than  six  inches  from  the  inside 
of  the  coping  on  the  wall  of  such  area;  and  no  vault  shall  extend 
to  a  greater  distance  than  to  the  line  of  the  curb  from  the  building- 
line  in  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  so  as  to  have  the  extreme  line  of 
the  foundation  of  the  vault  on  or  under  the  line  of  the  curb,  under 
the  penalty  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  or  builder 
thereof. 

Section  4.  That  every  area  shall  be  enclosed  with  railing  at 
least  three  feet  and  a  half  high  from  the  pavement,  including  the 
coping  of  the  wall,  with  gates  constructed  to  open  inwardly,  under 
the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each -offence,  to  be  recovered  from 
the  owner  or  builder  thereof. 

Section  5.  That  every  description  of  opening  below  the  surface 
of  tlie  pavement  in  front  of  any  shop,  store,  house  or  other  building, 
except  cellar  door-ways  and  cellar  steps,  if  covered,  shall  be  held  to 
be  a  vault,  and  if  open,  to  be  an  area  within  the  meaning  of  this 
ordinance. 

All  entrances  Section  6.  That  all  entrances  to  the  cellar  or  basement  of  any 
to  be  covered,  store  or  dwelling,  or  any  other  building  in  any  street,  lane  or  alley 
of  the  city,  which  have  steps  descending  below  the  pavement  or  side 
walk,  shall  be  covered,  when  not  in  actual  use,  with  good  and  suf¬ 
ficient  iron  or  wooden  doors  or  grates  on  or  above  the  level  of  the 
side-walk,  or  be  enclosed  with  good  and  sufficient  wood  or  iron 
railing,  of  a  height  sufficient  to  prevent  danger  to  the  lives  or  limbs 
of  persons  who  may  be  passing  along  said  street,  lane  or  alley;  and 
any  person  violating  this  section,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  and  every  offence,  and  a  further  hue  of  five  dollars  for  every 
ten  days  such  entrance  shall  remain  without 
after  the  first  conviction. 

Section  7.  That  all  cellar  doors  shall  have  the  cheeks  thereof 
constructed,  so  that  they  shall  not  have  a  greater  descent  of  grade 
than  one  inch  and  a  half  to  twelve  iaches  in  length,  extending  from 
the  house  or  building;  and  if  any  person  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
conform  herewith,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars, 
and  one  dollar  for  every  day  thereafter,  until  the  aforesaid  regula¬ 
tion  shall  be  conformed  to. 

Section  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  council 
to  give  information  to  the  mayor,  whenever  a  permit  is  granted  for 
the  construction  of  a  vault  or  area,  in  any  of  the  streets  of  the  city. 
Section  9.  That  all  vaults  shall  be  constructed  of  stone  or  brick,

who  may  cause  or  direct  the  same  to  he  constructed. 

Section  10.  That  the  apertures  to  vaults  under  the  pavements 
or  foot-ways,  shall  be  constructed  at  the  extreme  wall  of  the  vault, 
next  to  the  line  of  the  curb  of  said  pavement,  and  the  iron  grates 
or  other  material,  which  shall  be  used  to  cover  the  apertures,  shall 
not  exceed  two  feet  in  diameter,  and  shall  be  placed  on  a  level  with 
the  surface  of  the  pavement,  so  as  not  to  create  any  obstruction  iu

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the  use  of  the  said  pavements  or  foot-ways,  and  shall  be  constructed 
so  as  to  be  fastened  on  the  inside  securely,  to  prevent  their  being 
removed  by  evil  design  or  accident :  and  if  any  vault  shall  be  con¬ 
structed  of  less  extent  than  the  line  of  the  curb,  and  the  aperture  to 
the  same  shall  be  placed  in  or  near  the  middle  of  the  pavement  or 
foot-way,  the  grate  or  other  material  used  to  cover  said  aperture, 
shall  be  sunk  not  less  than  three  inches  below  the  surface  of  said 
pavement  or  foot-way,  and  shall  be  securely  covered  by  a  wooden  or 
stone  frame,  which  shall  be  even  with  the  said  foot-way  or  pave¬ 
ment  and  firmly  fastened  to  the  grate,  secured  as  aforesaid;  and  if 
any  owner  or  occupier  of  property  shall  hereafter  cause  or  permit 
any  grate  to  be  placed  upon  the  foot-way  or  pavement  attached  to 
his  or  her  premises,  not  constructed  conformably  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  he,  she  or  they  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars,  and 
one  dollar  for  each  day  it  shall  remain  after  notice  given  by  the 
proper  officer  to  alter,  change  or  remove  the  same. 

Section  11.  That  the  owner- or  occupier  of  any  house  or  lot  Owners  to 
before  which  any  vault  or  opening  for  cellar  doors,  areas  or  steps  is  fence, 
being  constructed,  shall  fence  off  the  pavement  on  the  right  and 
left  of  the  improvement,  and  during  the  whole  of  every  night,  whilst 
such  vault  or  opening  is  uncovered  or  unenclosed,  cause  a  lighted 
lamp  or  lantern  to  be  placed  in  some  convenient  spot  so  as  to  cast 
its  light  upon  such  vault  or  opening,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dol¬ 
lars  for  each  and  every  night,  or  part  of  a  night,  during  which  such 
lamp  or  lantern  shall  be  neglected  to  be  placed,  kept  or  lighted  as 
aforesaid. 

Section  12.  That  no  person  shall  remove  or  cause  to  be  re-  Removal  of 
moved,  any  grate  or  covering  to  the  opening  or  aperture  of  any  vault  any  grate  or 
in  any  of  the  streets  of  the  city,  without  enclosing  such  aperture  c°vermg- 
during  the  time  such  grate  or  covering  is  removed,  with  a  strong 
box  or  curb,  at  least  twelve  inches  high,  and  firmly-  securing  the 
same,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  neglect. 

Section  13.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  may  contemplate  To  cover 
the  erection  of  a  building  or  buildings  on  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  pavements 
alleys  of  the  city,  to  be  constructed  of  brick  or  stone,  shall,  after  the  a 
said  buildings  are  raised  the  height  of  one  story,  fence  off  the  front  s  an 

of  said  buildings  the  width  of  the  pavement,  or  cover  the  said  pave¬ 
ment  with  a  good  and  substantial  roof  the  whole  length  of  the 
buildings  which  are  in  progress  of  erection,  of  sufficient  height  to 
allow  pedestrians  to  pass  under  the  same.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Providing  for  gratuitous  vaccination,  passed  December  16,  1862. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg ,  That  the  city  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts  phy  divided 
for  the  gratuitous  vaccination  of  the  poor,  which  shall  be  denomina-  in.to  tllree  dis~ 
ted  the  first,  second  and  third  districts — the  first  and  second  wards  tuitous°v  ^ 
to  form  the  first  district,  the  third  and  fourth  wards  the  second  dis-  cination,^" 
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trict,  and  the  fifth  and  sixth  wards  the  third  district— for  each  of 
which  the  mayor  is  hereby  authorized  immediately,  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  and  annually  hereafter  on  the  first  Monday  iu 
J anuary,  to  appoint  a  respectable  physician  residing  in  the  city ;  and 
also  to  appoint  for  each  of  said  districts  a  collector  of  vaccine  cases, 
who  shall  reside  in  tbe  district  to  which  he  is  appointed. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  collectors  of 
vaccine  cases,  to  call  on  each  and  every  family  residing  in  the  district 
for  which  he  may  be  appointed,  and  inquire  of  such  family  whether 
any,  and  if  any,  what  member  thereof  may  be  liable  to  small-pox 
disease,  and  if  he  find  any  such  person  or  persons  so  liable,  being  in 
indigent  circumstances,  he  shall  offer  the  gratuitous  services  of  the 
vaccine  physician  to  vaccinate  such  person  or  persons;  and  if  the 
offer  shall  be  accepted,  the  said  collector  shall  report  immediately  to 
the  physician  of  the  district  the  names  of  the  individuals  with  their 
respective  residences;  and  for  each  and  every  case  so  reported,  and 
which  shall  be  successfully  vaccinated,  the  said  collector  shall  receive 
the  sum  of  ten  cents. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  physicians  to 
vaccinate,  in  their  respective  districts,  all  the  persons  who  may  be 
reported  to  him  by  the  collector,  or  may  make  application  to  him, 
either  at  his  own  office  or  at  their  respective  places  of  abode,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  option  of  the  applicant,  and  he  shall  continue  to  visit 
every  such  patient  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  him  to 
ascertain  whether  the  person  or  persons  have  had  and  passed  through 
the  genuine  vaccine  disease;  and  each  of  the  said  physicians  shall 
furnish  the  mayor  with  a  list  alphabetically  arranged,  of  the  names 
and  ages  of  the  persons  whom  he  may  have  successfully  vaccinated,  at 
the  expiration  of  every  three  months,  their  residences  and  occupa¬ 
tions,  and  if  children,  of  the  names,  residences  and  occupations  of 
the  parents,  with  such  notes  and  observations  as  in  his  judgment 
may  be  proper  to  report.  Each  of  the  vaccine  physicians  shall  keep 
in  some  convenient  part  of  his  district  or  in  its  immediate  vicinity, 
an  office,  where  application  may  be  made  at  all  reasonable  times  in 
relation  to  the  duties  of  his  appointment.  And  in  consideration  of 
the  services  to  be  performed,  each  of  the  said  vaccine  physicians 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  per  annum. 

Section  4.  All  and  every  of  the  lists  which  may  be  reported  by 
the  several  physicians,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  mayor 
for  safe  keeping;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  publish 
quarterly  the  number  of  patients  successfully  vaccinated  in  each  dis¬ 
trict,  with  the  name  of  the  physician,  and  also  to  publish  annually 
the  whole  number  during  the  year  in  each  district.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

In  relation  to  the  collection  of  city  taxes  and  water  rents,  passed  April  11, 

1861. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  (for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  otherwise  Collector  of 
ordered,)  there  shall  be  one  collector  of  city  taxes,  whose  duty  it  city  taxes,  &c. 
shall  be  to  collect  and  pay  over  into  the  city  treasury,  as  now  provi¬ 
ded  by  tbe  various  ordinances  on  that  subject,  all  the  city  taxes  that 
shall  remain  unpaid  to  the  city  treasurer  on  the  first  day  of  J uly  in 
each,  and  every  year,  as  heretofore  practiced  and  allowed  by  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  act  of  assembly,  passed  April  twenty-first,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  in  relation  to 
that  subject;  and  that  said  collector  shall  be  entitled  to  a  compensa¬ 
tion  or  per  centage  of  two  and  one-half  per  centum  on  all  monies, 
so  remaining  unpaid,  which  may  be  collected  by  him  and  paid  over 
into  the  city  treasury;  and  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  the  said  collector  shall  execute  a  bond  with  sufficient  security, 
as  provided  by  the  city  ordinances,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duty  thus  confided  to  him. 

Section  2.  That  (for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  otherwise  or-  Collector  of 
dered,)  there  shall  be  one  collector  of  water  rents,  whose  duty  it  water  rents, 
shall  be  to  collect  all  the  water  rents  of  the  city  as  heretofore, 

(except  such  as  have  been  usually  paid  directly  to  the  city  treasu¬ 
rer,)  and  pay  over  the  same  into  the  city  treasury,  as  provided  by 
the  various  ordinances  on  that  subject;  and  the  said  collector,  in 
addition  to  the  duties  of  collector  of  water  rents  as  above  provided, 
shall  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  superintendent  of  water  works, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  said 
works,  under  the  direction  of  the  water  committee,  and  see  that  they 
shall  be  kept  in  complete  order  and  repair,  as  required  by  the  various 
ordinances  in  relation  thereto,  and  to  report  any  defect,  deficiency  or 
breach  in  any  part  of  the  said  works  to  the  water  committee  without 
delay;  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  above  speci¬ 
fied,  the  said  collector  shall  be  entitled  to  the  compensation  of  four 
per  centum  on  all  water  rents  collected  and  paid  over  into  the  city 
treasury  by  him :  Provided  however,  That  said  collector  shall,  be¬ 
fore  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  a  bond  with  approved 
security,  as  provided  by  the  several  ordinances,  for  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  his  duties. 

Section  8.  That  any  former  ordinance,  so  far  as  the  same  may  Repeal, 
be  inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  laying  of  water  pipe  in  Third  and  Cumberland  streets, 

passed  April  16,  1862. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg ,  That  said  council  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  lay  water  pipe  in  Third  street,  from  the  present  termination  of 
the  same  up  said  street  to  a  point  about  ten  feet  below  Eckert’s 
lane,  and  from  Ridge  road  down  Cumberland  towards  Third  street 
about  four  hundred  and  sixty  feet,  with  the  necessary  cross-branches, 
fire  plugs,  and  stop-cocks ;  the  expense  thereof  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  laying  of  water  pipe  in  Boas  avenue  and  Spruce  street, 

passed  July  15,  1862. 

Section  1.  Be  \t  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  said  council  he  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  lay  a  four-inch  iron  water  pipe  from  Ridge  road  down  Boas 
avenue  to  Spruce  street,  thence  up  Spruce  street  to  the  alley  be¬ 
tween  Boas  avenue  and  Eckert’s  lane,  with  the  necessary  cross¬ 
branches,  stop-cocks  and  fire  plugs;  and  that  the  cost  of  the  same 
shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appro¬ 
priated.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  weights,  measures  and  scales  within  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  and 
for  other  purposes,  passed  December  3,  1862. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  market, 
To  stamp,  &c.  at  least  once  in  every  six  months,  to  examine  and  regulate  the  scales, 
weights  and  measures  of  all  shop-keepers,  inn-keepers,  butchers  and 
others  who  are  in  the  business  of  buying  and  selling  by  weight  and 
measure,  according  to  the  standards  of  the  United  States;  and  all 
such  scales,  weights  and  measures  as  are  found  to  be  correct,  to 
stamp  or  mark  as  having  been  approved  of;  and  if  the  owner  or 
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owners  of  any  scale,  weight  or  measure,  found  to  be  deficient,  shall 
thereafter  use  the  same  in  buying  or  selling,  he,  she  or  they  so 
offending,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the  city, 
the  sum  of  two  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  are  by  law 
recoverable. 

Section  2.  That  the  duties  of  the  clerk  of  the  market,  required 
by  the  thirteenth  section  of  the  ordinance  passed  on  the  second  day 
of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  in  relation  to 
examining  the  weight  and  measure  of  butter  and  provision  exposed 
for  sale  at  market,  be  extended,  under  the  provisions  of  that  ordi¬ 
nance,  to  all  provisions  exposed  to  sale  within  the  limits  of  the  city 
at  any  other  time  or  place. 

Section  3.  That  no  person,  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  shall 
buy  or  sell  by  any  other  weight  or  measure  than  such  as  shall  have 
been  regulated,  approved  of  and  stamped  or  marked  by  the  said 
clerk  of  the  market,  under  the  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  every  such 
offence,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  for  the  use  of  the  city  are  by 
law  recoverable. 

Section  4.  That  the  fees  of  the  said  clerk  shall  be  as  follows,  His  fees, 
that  is  to  say :  for  making  each  bushel,  half  bushel  and  peck,  just 
measure,  and  marking  the  same,  six  cents ;  for  every  lesser  measure, 
four  cents;  for  every  hundred  and  half  hundred  weight,  being  made 
just  and  marked,  four  cents;  for  every  lesser  weight,  two  cents; 
and  if  the  weights  and  measures  be  made  just,  before  they  be 
brought  to  him,  then  the  said  clerk  shall  have  but  half  the  fees 
aforesaid,  for  marking  the  same;  and  if  any  person  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  permit  the  said  clerk  to  perform  this  service,  or  after  the 
said  service  is  performed,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  said 
fees,  he  or  she  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  one  dollar,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  in  addition  to  the  fees  that  may 
be  due  to  the  said  clerk. 

Section  5.  That  the  clerk  of  the  market  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  regulate  and  mark  all  hay-scales,  coal-scales,  plat¬ 
form  scales,  and  all  other  scales  used  for  weighing  any  commodities 
that  are  offered  for  sale  within  the  limits  of  the  city;  and  the  fees 
to  be  paid  the  said  clerk  by  the  owners  of  all  hay-scales  and  coal- 
scales,  shall  be  one  dollar,  and  for  all  platform  scales  fifty  cents, 
when  requiring  correction,  and  one-fourth  said  rates  when  found 
•correct.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

For  regulating  the  distribution  of  Susquehanna  water  in  the  city  of  Harris¬ 
burg,  collecting  and  assessing  the  rents  thereof,  and  for  other  purposes, 
passed  December  9,  1862. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg ,  That  the  said  council  are  ready  to  enter  into  con¬ 
tracts  with  any  person  who  may  desire  the  use  of  the  “Susquehanna 
water,”  under  such  general  and  equal  regulations  as  fitting  to  the 
17 
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occasion  may  be  established,  and  at  such  rents  as  shall  be  fixed  upon 
by  the  said  council. 

Section  2.  That  all  rents  or  other  emoluments  which  may  arise 
from  the  use  and  application  of  said  water,  shall  be  applied  for 
defraying  the  expenses  of  superintendence,  and  of  repairs  and  im¬ 
provements  of  necessary  works  for  the  better  accommodation  and 
supply  of  the  city  with  water;  and  to  the  payment  of  the  interest 
and  redemption  of  the  city  loan,  and  thereafter,  for  any  further  im¬ 
provement,  or  in  aid  or  alleviation  of  taxes  on  its  inhabitants,  as 
may  be  directed  by  council. 

Section  3.  That  all  rents  for  the  use  of  the  water  shall  be  pay¬ 
able  in  advance  to  the  first  day  of  April  next,  after  the  contract, 
and  annually  in  advance  from  that  day,  and  such  person  or  persons 
who  shall  have  contracted  for  the  use  of  said  water,  who  intend  to 
discontinue  the  use  thereof,  shall  give  notice  of  their  intentions  in 
writing,  to  the  council,  at  least  one  month  before  the  expiration  of 
the  time  for  which  they  have  contracted'  for  a  supply  of  the  said 
water,  and  on  their  failure  so  to  do,  shall  be  chargeable  with,  and 
pay  the  whole  rent  for  the  year  next  ensuing,  in  the  manner  before 
mentioned. 

Section  4.  That  when  any  person  or  persons,  who  shall  con¬ 
tract  for  a  supply  of  said  water,  shall  sell  or  remove  from  the  premi¬ 
ses,  so  contracted  to  be  supplied,  all  such  person  or  persons  shall,  on 
both  or  either  events  happening,  and  at  the  time  they  may  so  hap¬ 
pen,  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  council  of  their  removal  from  the 
said  premises,  or  of  the  sale  thereof,  and  insert  in  the  said  notice 
the  name  or  names  of  the  holders  or  occupiers  of  the  said  premises 
after  them;  and  on  their  failure  to  give  such  notice,  the  person  or 
persons  in  whose  names  the  contract  for  said  water  is  entered  in  the 
register  of  water  rents,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  still  parties 
to  the  said  contracts,  and  chargeable  with  the  rents,  due  and  to 
become  due  for  the  same,  and  liable  to  be  sued  therefor. 

Section  5.  That  the  president  and  council  shall,  on  the  day 
and  time  that  they  appoint  their  city  officers,  or  on  a  subsequent 
day,  appoint  one  competent  person,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect 
the  water  rents,  who  shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  for  his 
services  in  collecting  said  water  rents,  and  paying  the  same  over  to 
the  city  treasurer,  as  shall  be  fixed  upon  by  the  council.  And  the 
said  collector  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  council,  give  a 
bond  to  the  council  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  for  the  benefit  of  said 
city,  in  a  penalty  double  the  amount  of  his  duplicate,  conditioned 
that  he  will  well  and  faithfully  pay  to  the  treasurer,  at  the  times  and 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  all  the  water  rents  he  shall 
have  collected,  and  that  he  shall  faithfully  do  and  perform  all  the 
duties  enjoined  on  him  by  this  ordinance.' 

Section  6.  That  the  council  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  yearly,  to  cause  to  be  made  out 
the  duplicates  of  the  water  rents,  and  to  deliver  the  same  to  the 
said  collector:  Provided,  Such  collector  shall  have  given  bond  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  the  fifth  section  of  this  ordinance;  where¬ 
upon,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  collector  to  proceed  without  delay 
in  the  collection  of  the  said  rents,  and  to  pay  over  such  as  he  may 
have  collected  to  the  treasurer,  on  the  last  Saturday  of  each  month, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  to  complete  the 
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collection  and  payment  of  the  whole  amount  of  water  rents  in  his 
duplicate,  except  such  as  the  council  shall  make  allowance  for  as  not 
recoverable. 

Section  7.  That  the  collector  is  hereby  authorized  and  required,  Collector  to 
after  the  duplicate  list  of  the  said  water  rents  is  delivered  to  him,  collecb  &c. 
forthwith  to  demand  payment  of  the  same  from  the  person  residing 
on  the  premises,  or  owning  the  estates  charged  therewith,  and  to 
collect  and  recover  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  his  duty,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  June,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  report  in  writing  to  Report  delin- 
the  council,  all  delinquents  on  his  duplicate,  and  to  make  oath  or  quents. 
affirmation  to  be  written  on  the  said  report,  and  to  be  signed  with 
his  name,  and  that  of  the  magistrate  by  whom  the  same  shall  be 
administered,  that  he,  the  said  collector,  has  demanded  payment  of 
the  said  rent,  from  the  person  residing  on  the  premises,  or  owning 
the  estate  charged  therewith,  and  hath  not  received  the  same,  or 
any  part  thereof;  and  the  said  council  shall  immediately  give  notice  Council  to 
in  writing,  of  the  amount  of  the  rent  due  by  them  respectively,  and  g*ve  notice, 
that  unless  the  said  rent,  and  the  rent  in  advance  for  the  ensuing 
year,  shall  be  paid  before  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  thereafter, 
they  will  be  deprived  of  the  use  of  the  water,  and  that  suit  will  be 
instituted  for  the  rent  due,  as  well  as  for  the  charges  of  detaching 
the  ferrule  from  the  pipe  of  conduit  and  the  expense  of  re-paving 
over  the  water  pipe.  And  on  the  failure  of  the  delinquents  to  make 
the  required  payments,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  council,  forthwith 
to  cause  the  ferrules  of  all  such  delinquents  to  be  detached  from  the 
pipe  of  conduit,  and  cause  suits  to  be  instituted  for  the  recovery  of 
the  rents  so  due,  as  well  as  for  the  charges  of  detaching  the  ferrules 
from  the  pipe  of  conduit,  and  the  expenses  of  re-paving  over  the 
water  pipe. 

Section  8.  That  the  said  collector,  at  the  time  of  demanding  or 
receiving  any  water  rents,  shall  produce  the  duplicate  list  of  water 
rents  containing  the  rent  so  demanded  or  received,  and  immediately 
on  the  receipt  thereof,  in  the  presence  of  the  person  paying,  write 
the  word  “paid”  thereon,  opposite  the  name  of  the  person  by  or  for 
whom  the  rent  is  paid.  And  in  case  the  said  collector  shall  neglect 
to  produce  his  duplicate,  and  to  make  an  entry  therein  as  aforesaid, 
he  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  such  neglect,  not  less  than  five, 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  magistrate. 

Section  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer,  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required,  from  time  to  time,  to  inspect 
and  examine  the  duplicates  of  taxes  and  water  rents  which  may  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  said  collector  for  collection;  and  if  any 
such  person  at  any  time  be  found  delinquent  in  discharging  the 
duties  prescribed  by  this  ordinance,  the  treasurer  shall  forthwith 
give  notice  in  writing  of  such  delinquency,  to  the  city  solicitor,  who 
shall  institute  legal  proceedings  against  such  delinquent  collector 
and  his  sureties,  to  recover  the  whole  amount  due  by  him,  and  the 
said  delinquent  collector  shall  forthwith  be  dismissed  from  his  em¬ 
ployment,  and  another  collector  appointed  in  his  place. 

Section  10.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  negli¬ 
gently  or  carelessly  injure  the  pipes  of  conduit,  the  hydrants,  pumps 
or  fire-plugs,  or  any  othdr  device  connected  with  the  pipes  in  the 
streets,  or  open  the  same  so  as  to  occasion  a  wanton  and  wilful  waste 
of  the  said  water,  or  inconvenience  or  damage  to  the  citizens,  or 
shall  suffer  the  said  water  to  flow  unnecessarily  from  his,  her  or 
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their  dwellings,  or  enclosures,  or  use  the  same,  except  for  culinary 
or  other  necessary  purposes;  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  shall  for¬ 
feit  and  pay,  for  every  such  offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars. 

Section  11.  That  if  any  person  entrusted  with  the  spanners  of 
the  fire-plugs,  or  others,  shall  open  the  same,  on  any  occasion  what¬ 
ever,  except  at  the  request  of  a  member  of  the  council,  or  in  case  of 
fire  in  the  neighborhood,  he,  she,  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  for  each  and  every  offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars, 
and  if  the  person  or  persons  entrusted  with  the  spanners  of  the  fire¬ 
plugs,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  shut  the  same  as  soon  as  the  fire  is 
extinguished,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Section  12.  That  if  any  plumber,  or  other  person  shall,  with¬ 
out  a  written  permit  from  the  council,  introduce  a  ferrule  into  any 
public  or  private  pipe,  or  form  any  connection  or  communication 
whatever  with  said  pipes,  or  break  ground  for  that  or  any  other 
similar  purpose,  in  the  public  streets  or  alleys;  or  if  any  person  or 
persons  shall  introduce  or  use  a  ferrule  of  a  larger  diameter  than  is 
specified  in  his,  or  their  permits,  he,  she,  or  they  so  offending,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  such  offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars,  and  for  every  day’s  continuance  of  the  use  of  such  pipes 
after  conviction,  the  further  sum  of  one  dollar. 

Section  13.  That  the  superintendent  or  collector  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  required,  to  inquire  at  any  dwelling  or  other 
place  where  any  unnecessary  waste  of  water  proceeds,  into  the  cause 
of  such  waste,  and  if  he  cannot  discover  and  prevent  the  same, 
owing  to  opposition  of  the  owner  or  occupier  of  said  dwelling  or 
other  place,  he  shall  forthwith  give  notice  to  the  mayor,  or  any  of 
the  aldermen,  of  the  person  in  whose  enclosures  the  said  waste  shall 
be  discovered,  that  he,  she,  or  they  so  offending,  may  be  dealt  with 
as  is  provided  by  this  ordinance:  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  examine  any  ferrule  or  pipe,  which  may  be  suspected 
of  being  of  a  larger  diameter  than  is  specified  in  the  permit;  and  if 
any  person  or  persons  shall  refuse  to  suffer  such  examination,  or  op¬ 
pose  or  obstruct  said  officer  in  the  execution  of  his  duty,  he,  she,  or 
they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  offence,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Section  14.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  contract  for 
a  supply  of  the  water,  shall  cause  the  pipe  conducting  the  same,  to 
be  of  sufficient  strength,  and  shall  also  have  a  stop-cock  affixed 
thereto,  within  the  limits  of  the  foot  pavement  or  walk,  at  the  dis¬ 
tance  of  twelve  inches  from  the  gutter,  to  prevent  accident  from  the 
leaking  of  the  said  pipe.  And  every  person  who  may  be  supplied 
with  the  water  from  a  branch  connected  with  a  private  pipe,  shall 
have  a  sufficient  stop-cock  affixed  to  the  said  branch,  as  near  as 
conveniently  may  be  to  the  private  pipe  aforesaid,  so  as  to  stop  the 
supply  of  water  through  the  said  branch,  when  requisite,  and  not 
interrupt  the  supply  to  other  persons  having  a  right  to  use  the  pipe 
with  which  such  connection  may  be  formed;  and  every  person  who 
may  be  supplied  with  water  from  a  private  pipe,  having  a  branch  or 
branches  connected  therewith  as  aforesaid,  shall,  in  like  manner, 
have  a  sufficient  stop- cock  affixed  to  such  private  pipe,  above  the 
said  branch  or  branches,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid;  and  in  case  of 
neglect  or  refusal  to  have  such  sufficient  strength  of  pipe  or  pipes, 
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or  stop-cocks  affixed  as  aforesaid,  every  person  so  offending,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Section  15.  That  over  every  stop-cock  placed  in  manner  di-  Stop-cocks, 
rected  and  specified  in  the  fourteenth  section  of  this  ordinance, 
there  shall  be  left  an  opening,  at  least  three  inches  square,  which 
shall  he  walled  up  with  brick  or  stone,  and  securely  covered  with 
the  same  kind  of  material,  or  with  iron,  in  such  manner  as  that  the 
situation  of  the  said  stop-cock  may  be  readily  distinguished,  which 
covering,  if  placed  in  any  public  street  or  alley,  shall  be  even  with 
the  surrounding  pavement  or  level;  and  if  the  owner  or  occupier  of 
any  building,  lot  of  ground  or  premises,  into  which  the  water  may 
have  been  introduced,  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  this  provision,  or 
shall  suffer  such  opening,  if  in  any  public  street  or  alley,  to  remain 
uncovered,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
each  offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars. 

Section  16.  That  if  any  person,  other  than  those  who  may  be  Water  not  to 
the  actual  occupiers  of  a  building,  lot  of  ground  or  premises,  into  or  used 
for  the  particular  accommodation  of  which,  according  to  the  permit  out  a  Peinuti 
issued,  the  water  may  have  been  introduced  by  a  pipe  to  a  hydrant 
or  pump,  shall  resort  to  any  such  hydrant  or  pump,  and  use  the 
water  therefrom,  such  person  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  for  each  • 
offence  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  dollar. 

Section  17.  That  in  case  information  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Duty  of  may  or 
mayor,  of  the  actual  or  probable  evasion  or  disregard  of  the  provi-  case  of  eva¬ 
sions  of  any  ordinances  relating  to  the  distribution  of  water  in  any  pela 

building,  lot  of  ground  or  premises,  into  or  through  which  pipes  for  t;on  to  wateri 
conducting  a  supply  of  water  may  be  laid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  chief  police  constable  of  the  city,  the  superintendent  of  the 
water  works,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  lawfully  empowered 
for  the  purpose  by  the  council,  to  enter  at  all  seasonable  times  in 
such  building,  lot  of  ground  or  premises,  for  the  purpose  of  exam¬ 
ining  the  pipes  of  conduit,  and  ascertaining  whether  the  same  and 
tb_e  cocks  or  fixtures  thereof,  are  in  proper  order  and  repair,  and  for 
cutting  off  the  pipes  of  communication  where  delinquencies  occur  in 
payments  of  the  water  rent;  and  any  person  who  shall  obstruct  or  Penalty  for 
oppose  either  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  or  other  persons  duly  em- 
powered  as  aforesaid,  in  making  such  examination,  shall  forfeit  and  10n 

pay  for  each  offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Section  18.  That  the  superintendent  of  the  water  works,  the  Superintend- 
collector  of  water  rents,  or  any  person  acting  under  an  order  of  the  °Qr 
council,  shall  be  and  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  inquire  at  any  Vaste'of 
dwelling  or  place  whence  any  unnecessary  waste  of  water  proceeds,  water,  and 
into  the  cause  of  the  same,  and  if  the  said  waste  proceed  from  want  shut  off  the 
of  repair  in  the  pipe  or  other  fixtures;  and  if  the  owner  or  occupier  water, 
of  such  dwelling  or  place  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  upon  notice  being 
given,  to  have  the  necessary  repairs  made  forthwith,  the  superin¬ 
tendent  or  agent  acting  under  the  order  of  the  council,  shall  be  and 
is  authorized  and  empowered  to  shut  off  the  water  leading  to  such 
place  or  dwelling,  and  any  person  who  shall  let  on  the  water,  before 
the  necessary  repairs  are  made,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Section  19.  That  if  any  person  shall  permit  the  water  to  flow  Water  not  to 
unnecessarily  from  any  part  of  a  private  pipe,  or  the  fixtures  thereof,  ljC  wasted, 
on  his,  her  or  their  premises,  or  the  premises  by  him,  her  or  them 
occupied,  either  within  a  building  or  enclosure,  or  any  street  or  alley, 
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such  person  shall  forfeit,  for  each  offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fiy© 
dollars;  and  in  all  cases  where  several  persons  receive  a  supply  of 
water  by  branches,  hydrants,  or  -other  fixtures,  uniting  with  a  private 
common  pipe,  each  and  every  person  who  may  so  receive  the  water, 
shall  be  bound  to  keep  such  common  pipe  in  repair,  and  in  case  of 
waste  by  leak  or  leaks  therefrom,  shall  be  severally  liable  for  the 
penalty  above  inflicted;  and  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  necessary  to 
repair  a  private  pipe,  within  the  limits  of  any  street  or  alley,  a  per¬ 
mit  shall  be  first  taken  for  so  doing,  and  the  expense  of  repairing 
paid  by  the  person  so  taking  the  water,  under  the  penalty  of  a  sum 
not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  neglect. 

Section  20.  That  all  plumbers,  or  other  persons  who  may  be 
employed  to  lay  branch  pipes,  communications  with  private  pipes, 
having  a  branch  or  branches  as  aforesaid,  or  to  alter  or  repair  such 
branch  pipes  or  private  pipes  as  aforesaid,  are  hereby  required  and 
enjoined  to  affix  to  such  branch  pipes  and  private  pipes  sufficient 
stop-cocks,  with  proper  openings  to  the  same,  walled  up  and  covered 
as  mentioned  and  directed  in  the  fifteenth  section  of  this  ordinance, 
under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  neglect. 

Section  21.  That  whenever  an  attachment  of  a  private  pipe  is 
required  to  be  made  to  the  iron  main,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  the  council,  one  day  at  least  previous  to  breaking  the  ground  for 
that  purpose;  and  the  council  shall  provide  and  furnish  a  ferrule,  of 
the  size  for  which  a  permit  has  been  granted,  and  shall  appoint  some 
person  to  shut  off  the  water,  to  drill  the  opening  into  said  iron  main, 
and  insert  therein  said  ferrule;  and  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  a 
compensation  for  said  ferrule  and  service,  shall  be  paid  to  the  coun¬ 
cil  before  said  service  shall  be  performed;  and  any  plumber  or  other 
person,  not  appointed  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  drill  or  make  any 
opening  or  insertion  into  said  iron  main,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not 
exceeding  tweqty  dollars. 

Section  22.  That  all  private  pipes,  conveying  the  water,  shall 
be  laid  of  the  same  depth  as  the  public  main  in  the  street,  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  four  feet,  from  said  main  to  the  stop-cock  of  said  private 
pipe,  on  the  foot  pavements  or  walks;  and  every  plumber  dr  other- 
person  employed  in  laying  such  private  pipes,  shall,  for  each  neglect 
of  the  provisions  herein  contained,  be  fined  a  sum  not  exceeding  five 
dollars,  and  be  liable  for  the  expense  incurred  in  taking  up  and 
re-laying  said  private  pipes  of  the  required  depths. 

Section  23.  That  the  council  shall  hereafter  appoint,  whenever 
they  shall  deem  it  necessary,  such  person  or  persons  as  superin¬ 
tendents  under  them,  to  discharge  such  duties  as  shall  be  enjoined 
upon  him  or  them  by  said  council,  and  to  receive  such  compensation 
as  the  council  shall  think  just  and  reasonable. 

Section  24.  That  each  and  every  fine,  forfeiture  and  penalty 
imposed  by  this  ordinance,  shall  and  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered, 
with  costs  of  suit,  before  the  mayor  of  the  said  city ;  and  that  in 
suits  or  prosecutions  under  this  ordinance,  the  person  suing  shall  be 
a  competent  witness. 

Section  25.  That  annually  hereafter,  a  committee  consisting  of 
three  members  of  the  council,  shall  be  appointed,  who  shall  be 
styled  the  “watering  committee,”  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  fix  the 
rates  of  water  rents  to  be  paid  by  the  different  individuals,  societies 
and  corporations  who  shall  have  obtained  a  permit,  on  principles  of 
equity  and  justice,  grant  permits  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  and,  in 
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case  of  necessity,  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  premises  of  individuals, 

•or  receive  the  report  of  such'  person  or  persons  who  may  be  appointed 
for  that  purpose  by  the  council,  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  a 
proper  application  of  the  Susquehanna  water,  according  to  the  con¬ 
tract,  or  is  an  unnecessary  waste  of  water,  or  for  any  other  purpose 
connected  with  the  interest  of  the  water  works,  so  as  to  enable  the 
said  committee  to  carry  into  effect  the  laws  of  the  city,  ordained  for 
the  protection  of  the  city  property  and  preventing  a  waste  of  water, 
or  levying  a  sufficient  sum  for  the  use  of  the  water.  The  said  com¬ 
mittee  shall  frequently  visit  the  water  house,  reservoir,  reservoir 
grounds,  and  examine  the  same,  together  with  the  engine,  pipes, 

-stop-cocks  and  fire-plugs,  and  cause  any  ordinary  repairs  to  be  made; 
and  also  report  to  council  the  probable  and  estimated  expenses  which 
will  be  required  for  the  year,  to  pay  the  engineer  and  keep  the  en¬ 
gine  in  fuel,  oil,  &c.,  including  a  sufficient  sum  for  all  repairs  to  the 
water  house,  engine,  reservoir,  reservoir  grounds,  pipe  and  fire¬ 
plugs  ;  such  report  to  contain  each  item  of  repair  separate. 

Section  26.  That  every  person  or  persons  who  may  desire  to  How  permits 
contract  for  a  supply  of  the  Susquehanna  water,  shall  make  their  for  use 
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application  to  the  watering  committee,  setting  forth  a  description  of  wanted 
the  house- and  premises  applied  for,  the  number  of  the  family  to  be 
supplied,  or  if  for  any  other  purpose,  to  describe  the  object  for  which 
the  water  is  to  be  used,  so  as  to  enable  the  committee  to  ascertain 
the  quantity  required;  and  upon  said  application  the  committee 
shall  make  an  entry  of  the  name  of  the  applicant,  together  with  a 
description  of  the  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  him,  in  a  book  to 
be  by  them  kept  for  that  purpose;  and  at  the  same  time  shall  fix 
and  enter  the  price  for  the  quantity  of  Susquehanna  water  so 
required;  and  shall,  through  their  chairman,  or  a  majority  of  the 
committee,  give  to  the  applicant  a  certificate,  setting  forth  the  name 
of  the  applicant  or  owner,  the  description  of  the  premises,  and  the 
rate  and  price  of  the  water  by  them  affixed  to  the  same;  whereupon 
the  said  applicant  shall  present  said  certificate  to  the  city  treasurer, 
and  pay  over  to  him  the  amount  so  fixed  by  the  committee,  together 
with  the  price  of  the  ferrule  and  permit  for  the  introduction  of  said 
water;  and  upon  the  payment  of  the  same,  the  said  treasurer  shall 
give  him  a  receipt,  setting  forth  the  name  of  the  applicant  or  owner 
of  the  said  premises,  describing  the  same,  together  with  the  amount 
by  him  paid,  all  of  which  the  said  treasurer  shall  enter  in  a  book  by 
him  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose;  and  the  said  applicant,  upon  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  water  rent,  ferrule  and  permit  as  aforesaid,  to  the 
treasurer,  shall  receive  from  him  a  receipt  for  the  payment  of  the 
same,  as  also  a  description  of  the  premises,  which  he  shall  deliver 
to  the  clerk  of  the  council,  who  shall  forthwith  make  out  and  deliver 
to  him  a  permit  for  the  use  of  the  Susquehanna  water,  together  with 
a  ferrule  for  the  introduction  of  the  same,  all  of  which  the  said  clerk 
shall  enter  in  a  book  by  the  council  kept  for  that  purpose;  and 
shall,  at  the  same  time,  in  said  book,  take  a  receipt  from  said 
applicant  for  the  ferrule  and  permit;  and  the  said  treasurer  shall 
make  out  and  deliver  to  the  council,  at  the  end  of  every  quarter,  a 
return  of  all  moneys  so  paid  to  him  by  individuals  or  otherwise,  upon 
certificates  from  the  watering  committee,  and  place  the  same,  at  the 
end  of  each  quarter,  into  the  treasury  of  the  water  works,  to  be 
accounted  for  by  him  at  the  end  of  each  year,  in  the  settlement  of 
his  yearly  account. 
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Charge  for  use 
of  water  for 
building  pur¬ 
poses. 


Section  27.  That  if  any  other  person  than  those  who  may  be 
the  actual  occupiers  of  a  building,  lot  of  ground  or  premises,  into  or 
for  the  particular  accommodation  of  which,  according  to  the  permit 
issued,  the  Susquehanna  water  may  have  been  introduced  by  a  pri¬ 
vate  pipe  to  a  hydrant,  shall  resort  to  any  such  hydrant  and  use  the 
water  therefrom,-  such  person  so  offending,  shall,  upon  conviction 
before  the  mayor,  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offence,  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  and  costs;  and  the  occupier  of  any  hydrant  shall,  for  every 
time  he  or  she  permits  the  use  of  his  or  her  hydrant  to  any  person 
disconnected  from  their  families,  upon  conviction,  pay  a  like  sum 
and  costs. 

Section  28.  That  hereafter  the  application  book  for  water  per¬ 
mits,  shall  be  kept  by  the  city  treasurer,  under  the  supervision  and 
direction  of  the  watering  committee,  to  whom  all  persons  desiring  to 
use  the  Susquehanna  water  from  the  public  pipes  of  the  city,  shall 
make  their  application,  as  has  been  done  heretofore  to  the  chairman 
of  the  watering  committee,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as 
heretofore  provided  and  adopted;  and  that  any  other  ordinance  on 
this  subject,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  inconsistent  herewith,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  29.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  plumber  or  other  person  to  locate  or  place  any 
hydrant  on  the  pavement,  or  on  the  outside  of  any  inclosed  lot  of 
ground  or  premises,  for  the  accommodation  of  which  the  water  may 
be  introduced. 

Section  30.  That  any  plumber  or  other  person,  who  shall  vio¬ 
late  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section,  shall  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  nor  less  than  five  dollars;  and 
further,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  all  the  costs  and  expenses  incident  to 
the  removal  of  any  hydrant  that  may  be  located  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  of  this  ordinance,  which  fine, 
together  with  costs  and  expenses,  shall  be  recovered  before  the 
mayor  or  any  of  the  alderman  of  said  city,  in  the  same  manner  as 
debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  31.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  use  the  Susquehanna  water,  from  the  public  pipes,  for 
building  purposes  of  any  kind,  without  first  having  obtained  from 
the  city  treasurer,  a  water  permit  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  assess 
the  fee  or  charge  for  the  use  of  the  water,  as  provided  in  the  next 
succeeding  section ;  and  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  use  the 
water  without  first  having  obtained  such  permit,  shall  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  and  costs  of  suit. 

Section  32.  That  hereafter  the  sum  or  charge  for  the  use  of 
the  Susquehanna  water  from  the  pipes,  for  building  purposes,  shall  be 
as  follows,  to  wit : — For  every  perch  of  stone  wall,  five  cents;  for  brick 
walls,  eight  cents  for  every  thousand  brick;  for  plastering  (brick, 
stone  or  frame  buildings),  twenty-five  cents  for  every  one  hundred 
yards;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  and  every  person  or  persons, 
who  may  desire  to  use  the  water  from  the  pipes,  for  any  of  the  pur¬ 
poses  aforesaid,  to  apply  to  the  city  treasurer,  and  to  describe  to  him 
the  character  of  the  building  and  the  object  for  which  the  water  is 
to  be  used,  so  as  to  enable  him  to  ascertain  the  quantity  required  as 
near  as  may  be;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the'  said  treasur¬ 
er,  to  ascertain,  at  the  rate  of  calculation  above  stated,  the  amount 
to  be  paid  by  such  applicant,  and  upon  being  paid  said  sum  or 
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amount,  to  issue  a  permit  to  such  person  or  persons,  setting  forth 
the  amount  paid,  and  the  object  or  purposes  for  which  the  water  is 
to  be  used. 

Section  33.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  jK?rmitted  Water  for 
by  the  council  to  use  Susquehanna  water  from  the  public  pipes  for  ,jo 

sprinkling  the  streets  in  the  city,  shall  be  required,  before  using  p;ud  for  be- * 
such  water,  to  pay  the  amount  contracted  for  with  the  watering  fore  U5;ng. 
committee,  and,  at  the  same  time,  enter  into  a  bond  of  two  hundred 
dollars,  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  watering  com¬ 
mittee,  to  cover  any  and  all  damages  that  may  result  by  such  person 
or  persons  injuring  fire-plugs,  or  any  other  apparatus  or  fixture  be¬ 
longing  to  the  water  works;  and  said  person  or  persons  shall  stop 
using  the  water  whenever  requested  by  the  committee,  under  the 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  refusing  so  to  do.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Directing  Cumberland  street  to  be  opened,  graded  and  curbed,  from  Seventh 
to  Eighth  street,  passed  May  12,  1863. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  That  Cumberland  street,  from  Seventh  street  to 
Eighth  street,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  directed  to  be  opened, 
graded  and  curbed,  as  provided  in  section  thirty-five  of  the  city 
charter;  and  that  the  regulators  be  directed  to  mark  the  lines  of 
said  street,  as  laid  out  on  the  plan  of  the  city,  approved  by  act  of 
assembly  of  April  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
and  also  to  establish  the  grades  necessary  for  the  same.

AN  ORDINANCE 

directing  the  lumber,  &c.,  to  be  removed  from  off  the  ground  between  Front 
street  and  the  river  Susquehanna,  passed  December  20,  1860. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  Lumber,  &e 
of  Harrisburg,  That  it  shall  be  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of t0  remove<l 
the  supervisors,  or  street  commissioner,  for  the  time  being,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  or  either  of  them,  to  cause  all  the  boards, 
shingles,  posts,  rails,  and  lumber  of  every  description,  that  may  be 
placed  on  the  low  ground  lying  and  being  between  Front  street  and 
the  river  Susquehanna,  in  said  city,  to  be  removed,  and  to  cause  the 
said  ground  to  be  kept  free  and  clear  of  any  incumbrance  whatsoever, 
so  that  the  same  be  hereafter  used,  as  originally  intended,  for  a 
18 
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street  and  place  of  public  landing:  Provided,  nevertheless ,  That  in 
times  of  high  water,  it  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons, 
their  agents  or  assistants,  to  occupy  any  part  of  said  ground  (which 
may  be  vacant,)  with  their  lumber  or  produce  for  a  term  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  fifteen  days,  at  any  one  time,  when  the  same  must  be 
removed. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  police  con¬ 
stable,  from  the  first  day  of  March,  until  the  first  day  of  November, 
in  each  year,  to  visit  the  beach  or  shore  of  the  said  river  opposite 
this  city,  at  least  three  times  in  every  week,  and  permit  no  raft  or 
ark  to  lie  in  the  landing  from  Locust  street  to  the  lower  end  of  the 
city,  nor  any  trading  boat  or  flat,  longer  than  fifteen  days  at  any  one 
time;  and  if  any  owner,  or  person  having  the  care  of  such  craft  or 
lumber,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  them  away  in  said  time,  shall, 
for  every  such  delinquency,  forfeit  and  pay  one  dollar  per  day;  and 
the  said  property  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  fine,  until  the 
money  be  paid  to  the  chief  police  constable,  who,  having  received 
the  same,  shall  forthwith  pay  it  over  to  the  city  treasurer. 

Section  3.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  their  agents  or 
assistants,  shall  continue  in  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  part  of  the 
ground  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  sections,  and  contrary  to  the 
provisions  thereof,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  and  being  thereof 
duly*  convicted  before  the  mayor  or  one  of  the  aldermen  of  said  city, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  such  offence, *not  less  than  five  dol¬ 
lars,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  for  the  use  of  said  city,  to  be 
recovered  before  the  mayor  or  one  of  the  aldermen  of  said  city, 
having  taken  cognizance  of  the  offence,  together  with  all  costs  and 
charges  that  may  necessarily  arise  to  the  supervisors  or  street  com¬ 
missioner,  or  either  of  them,  in  having  the  same  removed;  and  if 
the  costs  and  charges  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  he  paid  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  property  removed  as  aforesaid,  upon  demand  made, 
then,  and  in  that  case,  it  shall  and  may  he  lawful  for  the  supervi¬ 
sors  or  street  commissioner,  or  either  of  them,  Jo  sell  at  public 
vendue,  on  five  days’  notice,  so  much  of  said  property  as  may  pro¬ 
duce  a  sum  in  cash  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  costs  and  charges, 
and  returning  the  surplus  (if  any,)  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
property  sold  as  aforesaid. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  their  agents  or  abet¬ 
tors,  shall  resist  the  supervisors  or  street  commissioner,  or  in  any 
manner  prevent  them,  or  either  of  them,  from  discharging  the 
several  duties  hereby  enjoined,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  and 
being  thereof  convicted,  before  the  mayor  or  one  of  the  aldermen  of 
said  city,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  mayor  or  one  of  the  aldermen  of  said 
city,  and  shall  moreover  be  liable  to  such  other  punishment  as  may 
be  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  for  similar  offences.
